There is 
an irreconcilable conflict between their 
success and the maintenance of existing 
civilization. Our institutions have grown 
with the Anglo Saxon, and are adapted to 
his instincts. To change them in accord- 
ance with the demands of agitators would 
be absurd and destructive. They forget 
that the English speaking race occupy the 
proud position in civilization known as the 
highest notch. 
“Do we tieed the Immigrant? 

It is asserted that the addition of a thou- 
sand men a day to the number of our la- 
borers tends to lower wages and throw men 
out of employment, Others argue that if 
the national government protects the man- 
ufacturer against foreign competition it 
should also protect the workman against 
foreign labor. It is also asserted that the 
immigrants have a lower standard of living 
than is habitual in this country, which 
makes competition with them on a plane 
of decent living impossible.”’ 

“Tt has often been said that the Irish 
drove the New England girls out of the 
cotton factories of Massachusetts, and now 
the French Canadians drive out the Irish. 
The tariff is said to be for the protection 
of the American workman against the 
poorer paid labor of Europe, but what 
avails it to keep out the goods and bring in 
the laborer to compete in producing goods 
at low prices. It gives the manufacturer 
the advantage to have a monopoly of the 
market for his goods and a free command 
of the dabor market. The advantage to 
the workingman is not soclear. The op- 
posite position of free trade in goods and 
restriction in immigration seems to me 
much more consistent.” 

After describing the abject condition of 
the greater part of the immigrants from 
the continent of Europe Mr. Smith goes 
on to say: 

‘Raise them Up” 

says the preacher from behind a two thou- 
sand dollars’ salary. Suppose we raise 
them up to the level of the Saxon there is 
an inexhaustible supply behind, and we 
would find we had a white elephant on 
our hands. The results of this free immi- 
gration will be to reduce wages to the 
lowest possible point of existence.” 

The general tenor of the criticism that 
followed the reading of Mr. Smith’s essay 
may be summed up in free immigration to 
all persons of good moral and physical 
condition. One critic pointed out that if 
the immigrants for the last twenty years 
were computed only at the price of horses 
Europe made a present of 34,500,000,000 
to the United States. Another critic gave 
a friendly verbal castigation to the essayist 
for what he conceived to be an attack on 
socialism by coupling it to anarchism in 
design revolutionary and unconstitutional. 
This critic maintains that socialism is in- 
trinsically right and cannot be put down.

SALARY $1,200. 


Deputy Manager of the 
Police Force 


To be a Permanent Office---Salary 
sad to be $1,200. 


Does the Charter or City Ordinances 
Warrant This Step ? 


It seems to be no longer arumor that the 
Deputy Manager of the Police Force of this 
city is to be a permanent Officer, for Officer 
George O. Langley announces himself as 
such today, with a salary of $1200 per 
year. 

When interviewed by a LEDGER repre- 
sentative he said headquarters would be es- 
tablished at the Police station, and his 
office hours would be from8 A. m. to 8 p. M. 
The station would be remodelled. He 
would attend to all the city business, such 
as serving warrants, notifying jurors, court 
business, etc. It was the opinion of the 
Mayor that better service could be secured 
without increased expense. In court cases 
by the new law fines are paid into the city 
treasury. During 1890 there were “sent 
up”’ 42 tramps who cost the city about $8 
apiece. These the new office will look 
after, and the only cost will be his car fare. 
Concerning the salary he said he would 
nominally neceive $1200 a year, but only by 
being on duty all the time; really it was so 
much per day. 

There seems to be some doubt as to the 
power of the Mayor to establish a salaried 
office. The ordinance concerning salaries 
does not recognize the office. 

Section three of the ordinance establish- 
ing the office reads: ‘The deputy Manager 
of the Police Force shall receive for the 
time actually occupied by the duties of his 
office, the same pay and renumeration as 
police officers receive when on duty.”’ 

The appropriation for both the police 
and the police station in 1890 was but 
$2400, just twice the salary it is proposed 
to pay the Deputy Manager. It is evidently 
expected that the City Council will in- 
crease these appropriatiohs; but suppose it 
does not. 

The City Charter in Section twenty-three 
says, ‘The City Council may. by the af- 
firmative vote of two-thirds of all its 
members, establish by ordinance a police 
department, to consist of chief of police 
and such other officers and men as it may 
prescribe; and may make regulations for 
the government of the department.”’

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—The bureau of 
the American republics has received a 
letter from a leading merchaut in Brazil, 
who writes as follows: 

“‘Almost everything made in America is 
good for this country. Glassware is 
wanted badly, particuiarly big tumblers, 
water sets and small liquor glasses, knives 
and forks, all kinds of tinware, hardware, 
tools and notions of every kind, cotton, 
sheeting, prints and cheap lightweight 
woolen goods. In fact, I can only say 
that I do not know what will not sell. We 
want paper and stationary of every kind, 
varnishes, felt shoes, woodenwre, gloves 
and blank books. We have recently had 
the largest shipment of manufactures 
from the United States ever landed here, 
and although the prices charged were out- 
rageous they met with a wonderfully 
quick sale. Lamps which are sold in New 
York at 85 cents were sold here at $3 net, 
and I disposed of 200 in a couple of days. 
If I were in business in New York instead 
of Rio de Jeneiro, I would do a big trade 
throughout all the provinces of Brazil. It 
only wants some of the New York whole- 
sale firms to go for this market and before 
long our people would regularly send 
there for all their supplies.”

Congressman Will Clear Up All 
Business by March 4. 


UNDER PALMS AND VIOLETS. 


Many Persons View Mr, Windom’s Body. 
John C. New Menticned as Mr. Win- 
dom's Succsssor— Appeal for a Mem- 
orial in Honor of Gen. Spinner. 


WASHINGTON, Feb, 2.—The senate is 
shaping upits business with a firm de- 
termination to adjourn March 4 without 
leaving behind it the necessity for an ex- 
trasession. Tothis end the “steering” 
committee of the Republican majority 
has already arranged a program that 
would of itself occupy the attention of the 
senate for two weeks. This arrangement, 
however, is not final, as it must be 
formally approved by the Republican cau* 
cus and is besides subject to interruption 
in its workings by theappropriation bills. 
The fortification appropriation bill comes 
up to-day as the unfinished business, and 
the pension appropriation bill no-v on the 
ind the District of Columbia 
approp: iation bill soon to be reported, will 
follow in order. Ia the morning hours ap 
effort will be made to pass the Indian 
depredation claims bill, and sandwiched 
between the appropriation bills will 
probably be the eight-hour bill and the 
copyright bill. Anattempt is also being 
made tosecure action upon the house 
bankruptcy bill. 

Although the house has Sbeen engaged, 
practically, the whole of the past week in 
the consideration of the regular annual 
appropriation bills, these measures are 
still in an unusually backward state, and 
it is the intention of the majority to per- 
mit substantially no legislation except 
the shipping bill to engage attention un- 
til the scene of action on the appropria- 
tions is very generally transferred from 
the house to the senate wing of the Capi- 
tol. It is the purpose of the committee on 
the merchant marine to make an effort to 
call up the shipping bill and press it to a 
final vote as soo, as the consular and 
diplomatic appropriation bill (now uoder 
consideration) is passed, but there is some 
question as to the ability of its frisnds to 
carry out their intention. he Indian 
and the legislative, executive and judicial 
appropriation bills are on the calendar 
awaiting action and will be called up at 
the first favorable opportunity. 

Mr. Bland and other free coinage silver 
men are growing more restive daily at the 
failure of the coinage committee to act on 
the senate silver bill, and have announced 
their determination, if the committee 
does not settle the matter at the next reg- 
ular meeting, on Wednesday, to precipi- 
tate the fight to the floor of the house 
without waiting for a committee report. 

Only four weeks and three days remain 
of the Fifty-first congress, and nota sin- 
gle one of the thirteen regular anuual ap- 
propriation bills has been finally passed 
by both tranches of congress and sent to 
the president. But one of these bills has 
passed the senate—the army bill—which 
went through Saturday with a number of 
amendments, on which the action of the 
house is needed. The pension and forti- 
fication appropriation bills are on the sen- 
ate calendar, ready for consideration. 
Three other bills, namely: those making 
appropriations for the District of Colum- 
bia, the military academy and the navy, 
have passed the house, but have not been 
acted on by the senate committee. 

Of the remaining appropriation bills, 
the consular and diplomatic, t.e Indian 
aud the legislative have been reported to 
the house, and the sundry civil and agri- 
cultural bills will be placed on the calen- 
dur early this week so that the general 
deficiency and the postoffice bills will he 
the only ones leit to be reported from 
committee. While the present condition 
of the appropriation biils is not encour- 
aging as compared with their state of 
progress in previous congresses, no doubt 
is entertained by experienced members of 
both the house and the senate of the abil- 
ity of congress to complete its absolute 
necessary legislation before noon of 
March 4 


THE DEAD SECRETARY. 


Funeral! Services at Mrs. Windom’s 
House—Death Mask Taker. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—All the arrange- 
me..ts for the funeral of the late Secretary 
Windom have now been completed. The 
private services are now (11 o’clock) tak- 
ing place at the house. The members of 
the family, the relatives, the president 
and his cabinet and the servants of the 
family are attending the services. They 
will be brief, and at their conclusion the 
entire party will proceed to the church. 
The members of the cabinet will be the 
honorary pall bearers, and a number of 
treasury department employes, composing 
a detachment of the Sixth battalion of the 
District of Columbia National Guard, will 
act as the body bearers. The Church of 
the Covenant, where the public services 
are to be held, will accommodate about 
1200 people. The applications for tickets 
of admission have, however, largely ex- 
ceejed that number, and, consequently, 
those having their issue in charge have 
been compelled to deny them to many 
persons who desired to attend. 

There was a large number of callers at 
the family residence yesterday, and all 
who desired todo so were permitted to 
view the body of the dead secretary. The 
casket containing the remains reposes in 
the front parlor of the house. It is of 
sombre black. On the top has been 
placed a silver plate with the jollowing in- 
scription: “William Windom, May 1, 
1827, Jan. 27, 1891.” 

Around the edge of the upper half of 
the casket isa string of violets and over 
the lower half three sprays of palm tied 
with a piece of purple ribbon. A large 
bouguet of violets rests over the palms. 
Sculptor Duubar of this city took a death 
mask of the face of the dead secretary. 

The sudden death of Secretary Windom 
was incidentally referred to yesterday by 
the pastors of many of the churches of 
this city. At the Garfield Memorial 
church, Congressman Morse of Massa- 
chusetts was present and delivered a brief 
eulogy of the dead Secretary.

MUST HAVE $15,000,000. 


Financial and Other Problems Confront 
the World's Fair Directors. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 2.—A local paper prints 
astatement tothe effect tbat the chair- 
man of finance and ways and means com- 
mittees of the World’s fair will report 
this week that nothing less than $15,000,- 
000 will meet the necessities of the direct- 
ors, Thatis the total of the expense of 
each of the different departments.

IN TROUBLE AGAIN, 


Clark W. Hatch Once Kcre Behind 
Prison Bars. 


CANNED GOODS. 


WAS ONCE TRIED FOR MURDER, 


But is Now Charged with the Crime of 
Forgery—Was on His Way from Kansas 
to Boston When Arrested.

WORCESTER, Feb. 2.—The arrest of 
Ciark W. Hatch for forgery in this city 
Saturday night opens up an interesting 
story of crime. One day early in August, 
1890, aman giving the name of Clark 
Wells opened anaccount with the Me- 
chanics’ National bank of thiscity, de- 
positing $250 in bills. The regular teller 
was absent on his vacation at the time, 
but returned to his duties Monday, Aug. 
25, when Cashier Merrill iutroduced him 
to Wells. The latter checked out his de- 
posit of 250 and then offered a check for 
$3000, signed by the treasurer of the 
Travellers’ Insurance company of Hart- 
ford. The check had been sent to Hatch 
& Wocdman, the general agents of the 
company in Boston. It was mae pay- 
ableto Mamie E. Smith and upon the 
back was the indorse:nent of Mamie KE 
Smith, and underneath was written “Pay 
to the order of Clark Wells.” This last 
indorsement was signed by “Sherman 
Babson.’’ Mr. Wells wrote his name on 
the check and handed it in for deposit, 
saying he did not want the money on it 
until the bank had time to ascertain that 
it was all right. 

Wells called later forthe money which 
had been received from Hartford, but the 
bank men had come to the conclusion that 
he would have to further identify himsel 
before they would pay it over. He in- 
quired if identification by William H. 
Jourdan would be satisfactory and he was 
told it would. He then left the bank and 
had not been seen since until arrested as 
Clark W. Hatch. 

Inquiry from the insurance people re- 
vealed the fact that the check wus in pay- 
ment of the death «la: of Henry C. 
Sthith, who was drow. | at Narragansett 
Pier last summer. The company said it 
had received the usual proofs of death ani 
had paid the claim in the due course of 
business. A few days after Wells’ failure 
to identify himself, there came through 
the Boston clearing house a check for 
$498 upon the Mechanics’ bank, signed by 
Clark Wells. The check was returned 
unpaid. 

Next came a draft from Boston for the 
$3000, signed by Clark Wells, and made 
payable tothe order of Hatch & Wood- 
man, the general agents of the Traveller’s 
Insurance company in Boston. The draft 
was sent back unpai’l and a few days later 
the local bank received a letter from 
Hatch & Woodman, saying they were not 
familiar with the regulation of Worcester 
banks, but that Clark Wells was all right 
and entitled to the money. The latter 
stated he had been called out West and if 
the bank insisted upon further identifica- 
tion the matter would have to rest until 
he returned. - 

Nothing further was done in the matter 
until after Jan. 1, when the firrn of Hatch 
& Woodman was dissolved. This aroused 
the suspicions of the bank men, who were 
satisfied that Clark, Wells, Hatch and 
Clark Wells were the same man. Further 
investigation into the death claim by the 
insurance company revealed the fact that 
the statement of the death,the physician’s 
and undertaker’s certificates and the 
signature of the justice of the peace, be- 
fore whom the proofs of death were sworn 
to, were all forged. No such man as 
Harry C. Smith had been drowned and 
there is no such justice of the peace as 
Sherman Babson The detectives also 
failed to find Mamie E. Smith, the bene- 
ficiary of the death claim. Clark Wells 
Hatch was then looked up and was found 
to be on his way from Kansas to Boston, 
passing through this city Saturday night. 
His oid partner, Woodman, William J. 
Lewis of the insurance company, George 
E. Merrill, cashier, Moses H. Lowe, teller, 
and Nelson. C. Keyes, bookkeeper of the 
local bank, were at the station to identify 
the suspect. The last three identified him 
as Clark Wells, who tried to pass the 
check. and the others were equally posi- 
tive that he was Clark W. Hatch. He 
was arrested by Detective O’Day. 

The officers of the :insurance company 
fear that the present case is not the only 
one of its kind in which Hatch has been 
engaged and will institute a strict inves- 
tigation into the validity of the claims 
paid through its Boston agency. 

Hatch achieved uotoriety a year ago, 
when he was tried for the murd-r of his 
uncle, Henry E. Hatch, in Kit Carson 
county, C:l. The evidence was wholly 
circumstancial and the trial sesultedin 
acquittal. 

At the time of the trial Clark Hatch 
testified as follows in his own behalf: “I 
am worth about $70,000, with an income 
of about $10,000. My wife is equaliy as 
wealthy. My uncle had a life insurance 
policy for $1000. The policy is issued in 
the Travellers’ company. My uncle has 
paid part of the premiums and I paid the 
larger portion of the same, owing to hif 
inability to keep up the payments, and | 
never expected to be reimbursed, but kept 
it more for the beuefit of bis children.”’ 

Justice Green, before whom Hatch was 
arraigned, stated that, owing toa lack of 
evidence, the prisoner would have to be 
discharged, and he was accordingly set 
free.

Parnell Speaks of What He Expects to 
Accomplish for Ireland. 

Debi, Fev. 2.—Mr. Parnell spoke in 
Ennis yesterday. Upoa arriving at Eunis 
Parnell was greeted by the reception com- 
muitteeand by a dense multitude of people 
from all the surrounding districts. A 
proce-sion was formed, with bends and 
banners, and Mr. Parnell was escorted to 
the place of meeting, in front of the 
O’Connell statue, where a platform had 
been erected. 

Mr. Parnell in his speech declared that 
Ireland had stood fast to her claim to be 
sovereign within herown domain. He 
refused to admit any English veto, so far 
as his own business was concerned, As 
in 1880 he told the Irish people that they 
would win, and events had proved the 
truth of his words, so in a few days they 
would know the truth of his declaration 
that they had won a settlement of this 
question, which would be everlastingly 
creditable to their patriotism. They 
would gain a parliament with real power 
to protect the interests of every class, to 
settle the questions of land and police, 
and to disarm and convert the constabu- 
lary into acivil force, under the control 
of Ireland’s elected representatives. Un- 
der such a parliament Ireland woul! real- 
ize her aspiratious to become a nation. 
For this he had fought for many lovg 
years, and at the foot of this (O’Connoll’s) 
statue, asked them to have patience and 
jude ti. by results. 


OF A SOCIALISTIC MIND. 


Action of Soldiers Will Give ‘the Bel- 
gians Something to Think About. 

BRrvssELs, Feb. 2.—The military classes 
recently drafted into the Belgian army to 
cope with the Radical riots were prom- 
ised a month’s leave of absence at the 
time they were drafted. This leave of ab- 
sence bas already been granted in the 
provinces, but not in Brussels. On ac- 
count of this the men in the Brussels 
drafts have become discontented, and 
yesterday many of them openly disobeyed 
orders and left the barracks. These vis- 
ited various inns and workmen’s club- 
houses, making speeches, in which they 
protested against the way in which they 
were treated, and singing the Marsellaise. 
They were finally arrested aud forcibly 
conveyed to their barracks. Several were 
locked up in the police station. 

Such an occurrence among the troops is 
unparaleled in Belgium, and indicates 
that they have become infected with So- 
cialistic ideas. 


In Congress. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—In the senate, 
personal explanations were made by 
Messrs. Blair and Teller regarding the 
agreement of Republican senators to vote 
for the election bill. The army appropria- 
tion bill was amended and passed. One 
hundred and ten pension bills were 
passed. 

In the house, the military acadamy ap- 
propriation bill was passed. The diplo- 
matic and consular appropriation bill was 
debated in committee of the whole, and 
the foreign policy of the United States 
discussed. Tributes were paid to the 
memory of sepresentative Watson of 
Penosylvania.

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A CRISIS IN ITALY. 


Prime Minister Crispi Offers His 
Resignation. 


IT MAKES FRENCHMEN HAPPY. 


Military Revolt and an Attempt to De- 
clare a Republic in Portugal—The Rey- 
olution Quickly Suppressed, 


RoME, Feb. 2.—Prime Minister Crispi, in 
the debate on the spirit taxes bill in the 
Italian chamber of deputies, Saturday, 
urged that the spirit taxes proposed by the 
government were imperatively necessary 
to prevent Italy from falling again to the 
servile condition she was in, as regards 
foreign powers, in 1874. His remarks 
caused an uproar among the Conservative 
members, and the bill was defeated by a 
large m jority. When the result of the 
de ate .as made known, Sig. Crispi an- 
nouucei that he would resign. King 
Humbert received Premier Crispi, but de- 
clined to accept his resignation until he 
had further congidered the _ situation. 
Yesterday King Humbert had a confer- 
ence with the president of the senate and 
the president of the chamber of deputies 
in reference to the ministerial crisis. 

The Capitap Fracassa, referring to the 
vote in the chamber of deputies, by which 
the spirit taxes bill was rejected say that it 
will find a profound echo throughout the 
country. A very difficult decision, it 
adds, rests with King Humbert. 

The Popolo Romano says it is dis 
couraged to find a strong parliamentary 
situation shaken by an unfortunate phase. 
It expresses the hope that Premie 
Crispi’s successors will be able to main 
tain the solid position created by the firm: 
ness of purpose manifested during the 
four years of the Crispi government. 

The Milan Secolo (Dein.) couy ratulate: 
the country on the defeat of Premiei 
Crispi, which it declares to be a guarantee 
of peace and a real deliverance for Italy. 

The Opinion says: Premier Crispi has 
fallen a victim, but under exceptiona’ 
circumstances,to one of those unfortunate 
measures for the introduction of which he 
has been so often pardoned. 

The Dirretto says the crisis may be 
heneficial to the country. 

\The Tribune says the Left refused te 
cvmpromise itself by an ineffectual vote in 
favor of a government that bad already 
been condemned. 

Joy in Paris. 

Panis, Feb. 2.—The Journal des Debats, 
commenting on the ministerial crisis in 
Italy, says: We do not expect that the for 
eign policy of Italy of the last eight years 
willperish with the retirement of Sig 
Crispi, although the next cabinet will as 
suredly profit by the lesson and promote 
good relations with France. 

The Republique Francais says: No min- 
ister’s overthrow was ever more logically 
brought about. Sig. Crispi’s incurabie 
self-conceit in thinking that he ought to 
remain at the head of the government 
rendered his fall inevitable. 

The Lanterne rejoices at the downfall of 
Sig. Crispi, saving: Frenchmen and 
Italians now clasp hands sincerely. 

The Siecle says: The fall of Sig. 
Crispi means the disappearance of one of 
the worst embarassments in the main- 
tenance of a European peace. 

The Rappel says: The greatest enemy 
of France and Italy has come to the 
ground., 

The Figaro says: With Sig. Crispi 
the last statesman in the triple alliance 
disappears. This is the only side of the 
matter that concerns France. 

The Gaulois, The France and The Lib 
erte concur in saying that Sig. Crispi’s re 
tirement will relax the tension in the re- 
lations between France an: Italy. 

The Moniteur dovs not share the joy of 
the Parisian Republicau press at the Ital- 
ian premier’s resignation. It says that 
King Hambert is reluctant to part with 
Sig. Crispi, and that whether or not he 
remains atthe head of affairs in Italy 
there will be no change in the Italian for- 
eign policy. 


MILITARY REVOLT 


IN OPORTO. 


An Attempt to Declare ‘a Republic— 
Quick Suppression of the Revolution, 


Oporto, Feb. 2.—Three regiments of in- 
fautry, comprising a part of the garrison, 
openly revolted Saturday, and it was 
feared foratime that the outbreak was 
the signal for a general revolytion against 
the government. Shortly after the be 
ginning of the revolt the insurgent troops 
and part of the fiscal guards, led by two 
non-commissioned officers, seized the 
Hotel de Viile (town hall) in Dom Pedro 
square, aud proposed to there an! then 
deciare a republic. However, a strong 
body of loyal troops lail seige to the 
Hotel de Ville, and after a feeble resist- 
ance the insurgents surrendered uncon- 
ditionally. 

The insurgents will be tried by court 
martial and, in all probability, the ring- 
leaders will be shot. Forty-three soldiers 
and eleven civilians who had taken part 
the uprising were placed under arrest, 
Three soldiers and four civilians, includ- 
ing one woman, were killed during the 
fighting, and sixty-six soldiers and ten 
civilians were woundea, The offices and 
printing rooms of all the Republican 
journals were raided, and all the docu- 
ments found in the places were seized. 

Perfect quiet reigned in this city yes- 
terday. Government reinforcements have 
arrived from all parts of the country. 
Three hundred more civilians and soldiers 
have been arrested. All of the Republi- 
can clubs have been closed, and all of the 
Republican newspapers have been seized 
by the government. Tbe froit of the 
town halland several buildiags in other 
Streets where conflics took place are 
much damaged acd battered. Several of 
the soldiers who were wounded in the fight 
have died. Most of the insurgents who 
surrendered themselves were conveyed 
aboard a mau-of-war. It is estimated 
that 24,000 shots from rifles and machine 
guns were fired during the fighting. 

‘Lue police have arrested an actor named 
Verdial, who read the insurgents’ procla- 
mation of the Portuguese Republic from 
the town hall. Abbe St. Nicholas, a par- 
ish priest of this city, was arrested,charged 
with being concerned in the insarrecticn. 
Otber Republican leaders were also ar 
rested, aud all of them are now secured 
except Dr. Veiga, whose whereabouts are 
unknown. He was the civil leader in the 
revolt and formed a Republican directory, 
consisting of Senhor Fritan,a judge of the 
high cvurt; Senbor Soures, a retired gen- 
eral officer; Professor Silva and the broth- 
ers Leite. Capt. Leitas ana Sub-Lieut. 
Malheiros, who are men of the highest 
rank, were with the rebels who were ar- 
rested.

DEPUTY MANAGER LANGLEY. 


Mayor Fairbanks Says He Has Not Estab- 
lished a Salaried Office. 


A representative of the Dairy LEDGER 
saw Mayor Fairbanks last evening regard- 
ing the new order of things in the police 
department. He denied having established 
a salaried office, but said he had requested 
Deputy Manager Langley to be on duty 
every day as reported, and he would receive 
so much per day, probably $3. This 
together with income from Lockup might 
amount to $1200a year. Mayor Fairbanks 
thought he had not exceeded his authority. 

Deputy Manager Langley, when in- 
terviewed, was at a loss to know how the 
rumor started that he was to have a salary 
of $1200, unless it was from a statement he 
made, that he could not accept the position 
for a less income than $1200. 

The Mayor’s action has made consid- 
erable talk, and whilesome take exceptions, 
nearly everyone admits the necessity of 
having at least one officer handy where his 
services can be obtained when desired.

How a constable whose appointment reads 
to serve civil processes can do criminal 
business when under the list of persons 
who must pass the civil service examination 
as given in section 3, class 3, schedule B., 
of the civil service rules is the following: 

“The district police and all persons doing 
police duty, either permanently or tempor- 
arily, in and for, and paid by, any city of 
the commonw ealth except the city of 
Boston.’ 

The claim made is that some of the offi- 
cers have not passed the required examina- 
tion.

A SHOCK TO FRIENDS. 


Boston Business Men Can Hardly Realize 
That Clark W. Batch is Under Arrest 
for Furgery—Held in $10,000 Bail. 


Boston, Feb. 3.—Life and fire insurance 
men in thiscity were shocked to learn 
that Clark W. Hatch was arrested in 
Worcester on the charge of defrauding 
the Travelers’ Insurance company. While 
in this city for thirteen years, up to Jan. 1 
last, as the senior partnerin the firm of 
Hatch & Woodman, general agents of the 
company named, he enjoyed the complete 
confidence of his fellow business men. In 
proof of this is the fact that when he re- 
turned from Colorado after his acquittal 
of the charge of murdering his uncle, the 
insurance men of Boston gave hima cor- 
dial greeting, and the Life Underwriters’ 
association gave him a banquet. 

Hatch had hosts of good friends. He is 
aman of magnetism, being of fine phy- 
sique aud pleasing address, If it were not 
for the fact that Mr. Woodman 1s now 
among his prosecutors there would be 
many people who would refuse to believe 
in Hatch’s alleged guilt. Said one of 
Hatch’s friends: “‘Mr. Woodman must be 
believed; asfor the statement that the 
bank clerk of Worcester may be in error 
as to his identification of Hatch as the 
person who pretended to be Wells, that is 
impossible, for Hatch is remarkably tall 
and would be remembered. Men of his 
appearance are rare.’’. That little inter- 
view may be said fairly to represent the 
tide of opinion of the men who knew 
Hatch in this city. 

Mr. Woodman reiterated that “there is 
no room for mistake.’’ He spoke of the 
efforts of the company which he repre- 
sents to help Hatch when the latter was 
called upon to answer the charge of mur- 
der in Colorado;but he refused to say more 
about the western case ‘‘for that has noth- 
ing todo with the charge against him 
now.” Hatch was financially well off, his 
salary as agent of the company being 
sufficient to enable him to accumulate 
monry. Mrs: Hatch is also wealthy. 

WORCESTER, Feb. 3.—Ciark W. Hatch 
was held in $10,000 four a hearing in the 
central district court to-morrow, on the 
charge of forgery preferred by the Trav- 
elers’ Insurance company of Hartford. 
The company has retained F. P. Gould 
ing to prosecute, and Harry E. Hill has 
been engaged by Hatch. 


THE TRIBUNE LIBEL SUIT. 


Alexander Cameron Wants $50,000— 
Dense Ignorance of a Talesman. 


NEw YORK, Feb. 8.—The suit of Alex- 
ander J. Cameron against The Tribune 
association for $50,000 damages for libel is 
again on trial in the supreme court. 
Cameron was appointed a special treasury 
agent by Secretary Manning in 1885, and 
The Tribune in May of that year pub- 
lished several articles charging that he 
had swindled a relative in Maine with 
whora he had been engaged in business; 
that he had served aterm in prison on 
this account; and that, while state print 
in Maine, he had defrauded the st ‘c. 
When the case was tried before, the jury 
found in a verdict of #9000 forthe plain- 
tiff, but, on appeal, a new trial was or- 
dered. 

In gettingajury Mr. Choae uskel a 
number of questions to discover the po- 
litical prejudices of the talesmen. Fred 
R. Swelzel testified that he wes a member 
of Tammany Hall; that he read only The 
Herald, and that he knew there was such 
a paper as The Tribune, but cid not know 
whether it was Democratic or Republi- 
can. He was accepted. 


A WINTER CYCLONE 


Cuts a Swath Through Mississippi Plan- 
tations—Many Cabins Leveled. 

West Port, Miss., Feb. 3.—A cyclone 
passed through the western part of Clay 
county. Itstarted near the plaxtation of 
L. H. Bond, leveling a good deal of timber 
on his plantation. The cyclone moved in 
a northeasterly direction, cutting a swath 
nearly half a mile wide and doing much 
damage. On-W. S. Quinn’s plantation,all 
the cabins on the west side were destroyed, 
timber blown down and a negro badly in- 
jured. Near Abbott, the colored Haptist 
church was completely demolished, and a 
negro child was fatally injured. On B.H. 
Grimes’ and Dr. W. Bb. Gunn’s places all 
the buildings were destroyed and a negro 
child badly wounded.

@upreme Court Makes a Decision Fav- 
orable to the British Government — 
Will Review the Action of the Court 
of Alaska. 


. 

W-ASHINGTON, Feb. 3:—The special house 
committee charged With the silver pool 
investigation continued its hearings yes- 
terday. Representative Abner ‘l'aylor of 
Illinois testified that he was never ap- 
proached by any person and requested to 
purchase silver. He had purchased 43,900 
ounces on July 17, at $1.09 3-4 and had sold 
it at $1.121-2 on Aug. 15. He was sorry 
that he had not purchased more and had 
not held it longer. He had no informa- 
tion as to any other person speculating in 
silver. This was his only deal. He knew 
of nosilver pool. His net profit on his 
speculation, he said, was about #800. He 
was in the habit of dealing in stocks be- 
fore he came to congress and he did not 
surrender this right when he became a 
tnember. Heinferred from a conversa- 
tion he had with Hedenberg that a pool 
of some kind was being formed to put up 
the price of silver. He had introduced a 
bill in the house for the purchase of 
12,000,000 ounces of silver after a confer- 
ence with the secretary, of the treasury 
and the director of the mint. He received 
his information as to the amount of silver 
in the country from the director of the 
mint. He held no silver at this time. He 
had no conference with any persons own- 
ing silver before he introduced the bill, 
and knew of noone that owned silver 
now. 

Representative Clunie of California 
testified that he had never bought or sold 
agrain of silver in his life and had no 
knowledge of any pool or any person con- 
nected with one, and the statement pub- 
lished that he had speculated and lost was 
false. 

J. A. Owenby then appeared, accom- 
pan e. by the sergeant-at-arms. He testi- 
fied that he lived in New York. Witness 
was a broker and associated with O’Brien 
& Clark of New York. He was acquainted 
with Mr. Parsons of Wells, Fargo & Co., 
and occupied desk room in his office in 
New York. He knew Correspondent 
Stevens, but did not remember whether or 
not he made a statement to Stevens in re 
gard to silver pools in September. He had 
talked with Stevens on the silver ques- 
tion aud had probably used the wor! 
pool. Witness bad a personal kuowle ige 
of persons speculatingin silver during the 
past year. Had seen such accounts on 
books of Wells, Fargo & Co. He did not 
remember seeing the name of any repre 
sentative on these books. He had access 
to books of other firms buyiny aud selling 
Silver and «tier sccuritie:, among them 
those of the Hanover bauk, New York. 
He remembered seeing a number of names 
oa their books and other books. He did 
not remember seeing the name of any sen- 
ator or representative among them, but 
was shown what represented to be the 
cofrespondeuce of a senator by Mr. 
Donaldson, cashier of the bank,when they 
were talking about silver speculation and 
the possibility of the silver bill passing. 
Donald on picked upa paper and said it 
was the correspondence of (telling him 
the name of a senator) who was in it, and 
would vote for the bill. Possibly Donald- 


son had mentioned other name:; he coull 
not remember without refereuce to his 
books and memoranda, avhic. were in a 


safety vault in Chicago. He refused to 
say in what vault. He intended to bring 
certain books and papers, but was rushed 
off in such tw hurry that he did 
time. He said he would telegraph for 
them. 

The committee adjourned until to-day, 
when Mr. Owenby will be examined 
further. 


CANADA SCORES A POINT. 


The Behring Sea Case Mnst Now Be 


Argued on Its Own Merits. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.— The supreme 
court of the United States, contrary to the 
predicticus of the most eminent lawyers 
who practice before it, has granted to the 
consul representing the British govern- 
ment and the attorney general of Canada 
leave to file an application for a writ of 
prohibition to prevent the district court 
of Alaska from proceeding to curry out its 
decree of forfeiture in the case of the 
schooner Sayward, libeled for unlawfully 
taking seals within the waters of the 
Behring sea. The writ is made returnable 
on the second Monday in April. The pre- 
liminary question has thus been settled 
in favor of the owners of the schooner 
Sawyard and the representatives of the 
British govenrment, and the case must 
now be discussed upon its merits, 

There was an iucidental remark made 
by the chief justice, in rendering his opin- 
ion, to the effect that the argument had 
taken a much wider range than was 
necessary, and that the court viewed the 
proceedings of the Alaska court under 
section 688 uf the revised statutes. Section 
688 gives the supreme court of the United 
States jurisdiction to issue writs of pro- 
hibition to any courts appointed under 
authority of the United States, sitting as 
courts of admiralty. The supreme court 
did not decide the point that the court of 

laska was not a United States court, 
but it indirectly rebuked counsel for hav- 
ing raised that point. 

The criticism is severe on the Jawyers 
fer the United States that too much argu- 
ment has heen spent on that point, for 
the language of this statute is clearly ip 
the alternative, jurisdiction being given 
to the supreme court of the United States 
to issue writs of prohibition in admiralty 
in district courts in the United States, or 
to any court appointed under the ‘author- 
ity of the United States. Whether the so- 
called district court in Alaska isa dis- 
trict court or not, itis clearly a court cre- 
ated under the authority of the United 
States. This brief suggestion of the chief 
justice, therefore, sweeps away almost 
contemptuously a very elaborate card- 
board argument which had been built up 
on the argument that the court wus not a 
district court. 

There was no intimation, however, in 
the statement of the chief justice, from 
which any conclusion.can be reached as to 
the probable decision in the argument of 
the cuse upon its merits. It is significant, 
however, negatively, that the supreme 
court decided that it hasejurisdiction. Yet 
it does not follow that because the su- 
preme court tukes jurisdiction it will not 
decide, after heariug arguments upon the 
merits that, the matter being under con- 
sideration by the executive branch of the 
government through the ordinary chan- 
nels of diplomacy, it is not expedient to

exerci e that power, The eourt has 
simply deciared that it has technical juris- 
diction of the case to review the action of 
the court of Alaska in condemning the 
schooner Sayward to forfeiture. 


WITH FISTS AND A REVOLVER. 


Business Men Have a Fight and One of 
Them Will Probably Die. 


New York, Feb. 8.—Josiah G, Willetts, 
having an office at 111 Broadway, this 
city,entered the office of the South Brook- 
lyn Steam Engine works in Brooklyn, 
and asked D. M. Cobb, the president of 
the company, to step out on the sidewalk, 
as he wished to have afew words with 
him. Cobb complied, and the clerks soon 
heard the men talking in loud and excited 
tones. A moment later blows were ex- 
changed and the men clinched. Willetts, 
who is 50 years old, while Cobbis but 35, 
was apparently getting much the worst 
of the encounter, when he drew a revolver 
and fired two shots at his opponent. The 
first shot struck Cobb in the right leg,but 
the other went wide. Willetts was about 
to fire again, when Patrick Quinn, a la- 
borer employed by Cobb, rushed upon 
Willetts, wrenched the revolver from his 
grasp, and struck Willetts a heavy blow 
on the head. Officers then appeared and 
the three men were arrested, Cobb’s in- 
juries were not daugerous and he was re- 
moved to his home. Willetts, however, 
was found to be suffering from a_frac- 
tured skull and was taken to the city hos- 
pital. The doctors say be will die. Both 
Willetts aud Cobb refused tomake knows 
the cause of the affray further than tc 
say it was caused by family trouble.

He had beer 
drinking hard, anc when ht ertered the 
kitchen where his wife was at work, he 
announced that he was going te kil! her. 
He at once drew a revoiver and fired six 
shots at her, four of which strack her and 
a fifth grazed her hip. The most danger 
ous wound isin the back, a buliet enter- 
ing and lodging near the spine. The doc- 
tors called did not dare to probe for the 
leai, and think her chance+ for recovery 
doubtful. 

Markham was soon arreste!! by the po 
ice, but apparently doey noi quite real- 
ize his position and says he has done 
nothing. His terrible deed was to some 
extent premeditated, however, for early 
in the evening he told a bar-tender that 
he was going to shoot his wife. He was 
drunk and no attention was paid to him.

A DEADLY CROSSING. 


Lecomotive Crashes Into Two 
Electric Cars at Brockton. 


PASSENGERS REMAIN SEATED 


When They Might Have Got Out—As a 
Result Plve are Injured, Two Proba- 
bly Fatally--Gatemen Not to Blame. 


BROCKTON, Mass., Feb. 3.—A serious acci- 
dent occurred last evening at the Crescent 
street crossing of the Old Colony railroad. 
The electric road to Whitman crosses the 
railroad at this point, and as two cars in 
charge of Conductor Fred Wood were 
crossing the track, the second car caught 
in the rails and the power could not stir 
them. At the time the 6:18 train for Bos- 
ton hove insight and the gateman ran 
down the track waving his red- lantern, 
but to no effect, and before the passengers 
could alight from the cars the engine 
crashed through them, derailing an 
electric car on each side of the track and 
hurling the pas sengers to the ground. 

All was confasion fora moment, aud 
later it was learned that the only injured 
persons are Mrs. Jolin Dawson, Mis: Nel 
lie Williams andS E. Plummer of Brock 
ton, and Louise M. Sturtevant aot Miss 
Ella J. Noyes of Whitman. Mrs. Dawson 
and Miss Williams were most seriously 
injured and were taken to the emergency 
room, wherethey wereattended by Drs. 
Paine, Gruver and Lyons of this city, and 
Jones of Orleans. Miss Williams suffered 
great pain in her left siue, and serious in- 
ternal injuries are feared. Mrs. Dawson 
is unconscious, and can give no informa- 
tion, but is suffering from nausea. Mrs. 
Sturtevant sustained bad bruises on the 
head and suffering from wrenches on her 
right arm and from the general shock. 
Miss Noyes’ injuries were slight, and 
Mrs. Plunimer’s hand was sprained. 

Mr. J. E. Bliss, station master, said 
there was plenty of time for the passen- 
gerste alight from curs after the train 
came in sight, but ne understood that the 
conductor told tne to remain tn the cars. 
He aiso said the signals for the train to 
come inte the station were not set and it 
should have stopped before it reached the 
crossing. He does not attach any blame 
te Gateman Hall, as the train was not iv 
sight wher he allowed the electric cars tc 
pass the gate. Condnetor Wood states 
that he saw the gateman swing a red 
lantern, but the train did not apparently 
slacken its speed. 

Superintendent Reynolds of the East 
Side Railroad company said there were 
twelve passengers in the forward car, but 
he could not state how many were in the 
rear car, as the fares had not been col- 
lected; also that this crossing is the worst 
for the cars topass, as thereis a rise of 
one inch and a half over the Old Colony 
tracks. The company has repeatedly 
asked the Old Coloay railroad to allow 
this to be remedied, but the request has 

always been denied. 

Physicians say that Mrs. Dawson bas ar) 
even chance, but if her condition does not 
change within six hours, she will probably 
The two electric cars are badly dam- 
aged, but not ruined, as the engine struck 
between them. 


FAYERWEATHER’S MILLIONS.

WAS ONCE A MANUFACTURER, 


Bobert Fitton Bobs Up at Bennington 
Under Peculiar Circumstances, 


BENNINGTON, Vt., Feb. 3.—Some time 
since a stranger calling himself John Rice 
cegistered at the Elm ‘ree house in this 
village. He was ostensibly a book agent. 
William Riley, a boarder, soon afterward 
missed his silver watch, and $28 in money 
was taken from his pocket while he slept. 
Rice disappeared, and was traced to Troy, 
N. Y., where he had registered as C. D. 
Hull of Boston. Being arrested he came 
to Bennington voluntarily, and his ex- 
amination was held Friday. He was held 
in $200 bail, which he was unable to ob- 
tain until yesterday, when he was again 
detained by a telegram from Windsor, Vt. 

The prisoner proves to be Robert Fitton 
of Proctorsville, a woolen manufacturer,

He Will Probably Lead the Irish 


Party for the Present. 


EMIN PASHA’S RECKLESSNESS 


Leads to Serious Blunders in Africa— 


Cardinal Lavigerie’s Bemarkable Cir 


cular to Clergymen—Foreign News. 


LoNDON, Feb. 8.—In the lobbies of par- 
liament last night the rumor was revived 
that the settlement supposed to have been 
made with regard to the split in the Irish 
party leaves Mr. McCarthy in the chair, 
Messrs. Rarnell and O’Brien going to 
America for the pupose of raising funds. 

The Times says: Itis reported that a 
Settlement between Mr. Parnell and Mr. 
O’Brien will be effected8in America, and 
that Mr. Dillon wili surrender himself to 
the police on the understanding that he 
shall be nominated to the Irish leadership 
at the next session, Mr. McCarthy re- 
maining for the present the leader of the 
reunited party. 

Tbe Standard says: We believe that 
the Liberal leaders have promised the 
Healyites a home rule scheme that will 
empower the Irish parliament to control 
the politics and deal with the land ques- 
tion if it is still unsettled; but they insist 
that the right of veto shall be reserved to 
the imperial parliament, asin the bill of 
1886. But the sections of the Irish party 
will not azree to this and Mr. Parvell will 
temporarily retire and go to America. It 
isstatel that Sir William Vernon Har- 
court did not take part in these negotia- 
tions and that he entirely disapproves of 
the scheme. It is also stated that the 
surrender on the land question is the re- 
sult of a radical ‘‘cave.”’ 

Justin McCarthy, speaking at Liverpool 
on the Irish question, said that if the 
minority wouid not yield the majority 
might as well disband. He was prepared, 
he said, to accept any settlement making 
for peace and union. The prospects of an 
agreement being reached were hopeful. 
The imperial parliament must settle the 
land question before or concurrent with 
the home rule question or never settle it 
atall. The Irish, said Mr. McUarthy, 
were quite competent to reorganize the 
constabulary as a civil force. 


A PURELY CATHOLIC PARTY 


Recommended by Cardinal Lavigerie in 
a Circular to the Clergy. 


P nis, Feb. 3.—Cardinal Lavigerie, the 
arclibi-hop of Algiers, thas addressed a 
remarkable circular to the clergy of the 
diocese of Algiers. In this letter, while 
advocating adherence to the French re- 
public. he pleads for the formation of a 
purely Catholic party, distinct from mon- 
archical and imperial elements, with 
which, he says, religion has hitherto 
been identified. He recommends that 
French priests adopt tne program 
approved by the Vatican—recognition of 
the established form of government—in 
order to be in a better position to defend 
religion openly. In addition he recom- 
mends that the priests should strive to 
separate Catholic action from that of the 
old parties; that they should not allow re- 
ligion to be abused in order to perpetuate 
systematic opposition,and thatthey should 
forget internal divisions so as to present 
a united front agaiust sectarian opposi- 
tion. 


EMIN .PASHA’S EXPEDITION 


Was Attended with Retkless Extrava- 
gance and Disobedience of Orders. 


BERLIN, Feb. 3.—A white book is pub- 
lished here containing Emin Pasha’s re- 
ports to the middle of November last. 
These reports form a record of Emin’s ex- 
travagance and disregard of instructions. 
Emin ignored the order to found a station 
ou the Victoria Nyanza; instead, he 
hoisted his flag at Tabora in spite of Com- 
missioner Schmidt’s efforts to dissuade 
him, the commissioner objecting. on the 
ground of the great expense. Emin spent 
120,000 marks instead of the 60,000 marks 
allovred him. He repeated the complaints 
of the insufficiency of his supplies, owing 
to which, he says, his men were becoming 
mutioous. He therefore declines the re- 
sponsibility forthe failure of the expe- 
dition. 


Russia Waxes Wroth. 

St. PETERSBURG, Feb. 3.—The Russian 
government intends to take further 
diplomatic action against the Bulgarian 
govern.nent. Since the diplomatic agents 
of Germany and Austria protested against 
Nihilists being protected and employed in 
Bulgaria, the Bulgarian government, in- 
stead of expelling persons designated by 
Russia,took advantage of the opportunity 
to expel 200 other persons, chiefly ex- 
officers of the Bulgarian army and Rus- 
sophiles hostile to M. Stambuloff. 


Results of the Oporto Riot. 

Oporto, Feb. 3.—Military law will re- 
main in force here for a mouth. Several 
fugitives of the number of those engaged 
in Saturday’s insurrection of garrison 
troops were captured yesterday on the 
Spanish frontier. The official report of 
the results of Saturday’s uprising says 
nine persons were killed and forty-eight 
wounded during the fighting. 


Crispi’s Downfall. 

Paris, Feb. 3.—Dispatches received 
from Rome by the newspapers of this city 
agree in stating that King Humbert has 
regarded Signor Crispi’s resignation as 
final, and that the kiug has not asked him 
to withdraw it. 

Marquis di Rundini was summozed to 
form a cabinet. 


Rescuers Frozen to Death. 

ATHENS, Feb. 3.—Of a party of forty 
men engaged in openiiig communication 
with snow-blocked villages between Dim- 
itzana and Tripolitza, in the Morea, fif- 
teen have frozen to death anda number 
of others have been so badly frost-bitten 
that they are not expected to recover.

IN THE QUICKSANDS. 


The story properly begins at midnight 
on the San Luis Obispo coast, California, 
twenty years ago, when the September 
moonlight shone down upon Stoner’s 
cattle ranch, near the Pacific ocean, in 
the rugged Santa Lucia mountains. 

Stoner had been a Texas ranger, and 
could hold his own extremely well in 
that rough frontier community. He 
had carried off a pretty Spanish wife 
from the Chihuahua region years before, 
had brought her to the rocky California 
coast, and had purchased a settler’s 
claim and an old adobe house built by 
a Spanish hidalgo half a century ago.

No One Need Drown Now. 

An Italian has just arrived in London 
with an “instantaneous, self expanding, 
life saving belt;” by which he expects to 
enrich himself from the pockets of the 
people who are nervous at sea. It has 
already been adopted by the principal 
steamship companies of Italy. The 
unique feature of this new life saving 
belt is that it may be worn around the 
body while promenading about the decks 
during the day, and is not oveneee 
off in bed. It weighs about twice as 
much as one of the ordinary canvas or 
leather belts sold for general use. 

In its finished state it is about the last 
thing in the world that a prudent man 
would place confidence in if he was to 
attempt to jump for his life from the 
deck of a sinking vessel into the sea. 
But the moment the belt touches the 
water two chemical substances contained 
in it are instantly united, and it begins 
to inflate with gas.. What these sub- 
stances are is the inventor's secret. He 
claims that one belt will keep the most 
heavily clothed person afloat for forty- 
eight hours. For ladies the belts are 
made of silk, for men of canvas.—Bos- 
ton Transcript.

A new flashlight fire alarm has re- 
cently appeared in Copenhagen. It con- 
sists of a small cartridge filled with Ben- 
gal light composition and provided with 
a fuse which carries a small capsule of 
strong sulphuric acid. When the tem- 
perature of the room rises above the 
melting point of paraffine the sulphuric 
acid is liberated and ignites the fuse 
which in turn sets fire to the Bengal 
light. The device can be supplemented 
by a piece of fusible metal which in 
melting will establish an electric current 
and ring a bell. 

At the last meeting of the Physical.so- 
ciety in England an electric lamp was 
exhibited which lighted itself when dark- 
ness came on and extinguished itself 
when daylight or another strong light 
was brought into the field. This lampis 
worked by the selenium cell on the prin- 
ciple that the strength of the current 
varies with the intensity of light falling 
on the selenium.

plan submitted by the City of Quincy fe: a 
new water supply. All the board were 
present except Messrs. Hasting and Apple- 
ton. As Chairman Mills recently said in a 
letter to the Lawrence people: 

**The state board of health is required 
to consult with and advice the authorities 
of cities intending to introduce a system 
of water supply, as to the most appropriate 
source of supply and the best practicable 
method of assuring the purity thereof; 
and such cities are required to submit to 
the board, for its advice, outlines of their 
proposed plans in relation to a water supply; 
and its recommendations and advice must 
accompany any petition the city may make 
to the legisiature for authority to introduce 
asupply. The method of the board, after 
receiving the plans of the city, is to have 
the subject in allits bearings made a special 
study by its own engineers, looking to the 
city to supply local facts and to make the 
desired investigations of localities. The 
report of the engineers of the board is then 
considered by the committee having this 
subject in charge and conclusions are recom- 
mended to the board for its adoption.” 

It was the 

“Local Facts ” 
Probably, that the board were after on this 
occasion, and for two hours they listened to 
the arguments pro and con. 

There were present Mayor Fairbanks; 
Councilmen Newcomb, Bass and Duffield 
of the Council Committee having the 
matter in charge; Engineer Blake, who 
Councilmen Morton, 
Pope, Moxom, Fallon, Bryant; ex-Council- 
men Federhen, Morse, Faunce, Shaw, 
Graham, Slade; Representative Burke, 
City Solicitor Hayes, ex-Commissioner 
Alexander, H. H. Faxon, A. W. Sprague, 
A. W. Newcomb, Charles A, Faxon, James 
Edwards, Warren Rideout, S. A. Merrill, 
Israel Waterhouse, “Henry Chubbuck, 
Edward Glennon, F. F. Prescott of the 
DAILy LEDGER and others. 

The Quincy Water Company was rep- 
resented by Dr. John A. Gordon, Dr. W. 
LL. Faxon, F. E. Hall and others, anda 
short hand reporter took notes for then. 

The water commissioners of Randolph 
and Holbrook were present, with ex- 
Governor Gaston and Asa P. French as 
attorneys. 

Milton was represented by J. Walter 
Bradlee, chairman of the Selectmen. 


made the study; 


Engineer Blake 

Was presented by Mayor Fairbanks, and 
took about half an hour to explain the 
plan, whose story has been given at length 
in the LepGer. Briefly he was satisfied 
that the source would yield an abundant 
supply, for the process of saturation was 
there. Just what the form of construction 
would be was to be determined later, It 
was not designed to encroach on the sup- 
plies of either Milton, Braintree, Holbrook 
or Randolph. 

Dr. Faxon claimed it would encroach on 
that of Milton if adam was built west of 
the Randolph turnpike, which Engineer 
Blake said was a misrepresentation. Mr. 
Faxon also thought the city would be liable 
for damages for water drawn from Brain- 
tree Great pond. He asked more particu- 
larly about thé borings which had been 
made, which were satisfactorily answered 
by Mr. Blake. 

Edward Glennon queried if a dam might 
not be built across Furnace brook. 

Engineer Blake said that would secure a 
supply of the same inferior quality as that 
of the present company. 

Mr. Glennon claimed it would be 

Free From Piggeries 
And other contaminations which the com- 
pany supply had. 

Henry H. Faxon opposed a new system. 
He queried if we would have better water, 
or if the supply would be abundant. He 
was one of the largest water takers and had 
heard no complaints of the water from his 
tenants, 

A. W. Sprague believed health should be 
considered rather than cost, the present 
water was not suitable to drink. He en- 
quired of the engineer whether the new 
supply would be pure. 

Engineer Blake believed it would. It 
was a sterile country, and therefore de- 
cayed matter would not enter into it. 
Then there was no danger from contami- 
nation from manufacturing concerns for 
there were none, and the surrounding 
territory was very sparsely settled. 

Mr. Sprague said his attention had been 
called to the company’s source by an emi- 
nent Norfolk County physician, who had 


said the water must be unhealthy. He 
had investigated the surroundings and 
found them as represented. 

Dr. Faxon said the company did not 
now use the well in the flat, or water from 
the brook. Regarding the nuisances near 
the reservoir he said there was nothing 
within 100 feet, the limit fixed by the State. 

Ex-Councilman Shaw condemned the 
present water, and believed the people 
wanted relief from it. 

Dr. John A. Gordon 


spoke at length. He reviewed the circum- 
stances of the introduction of a water sup- 
ply into the city. For years it indefinitely 
postponed action, and offered no objection 
to the present company when it started in. 
As a member of a special committee in 
1880 he found Quincy in a deplorable con- 
dition, and became one of the water com- 
pany to introduce a supply. The water 
was growing better, and at the same time 
the company was 
Investigating Filtration. 


Then the system could be enlarged for 
future needs, The two sources being side 
by side there could not be much difference 
in quality. No casexof typhoid fever in 
the city the past five years could be traced 
to the water, where the house used the 
company water entirely. He desired to 
know first, if it would be worth while to 
bankrupt the company, and second, if it 
would be right to burden the city with two 
supplies, when it was already overwhelmed 
with debt. A few years ago the town had 
tried to buy the works. If they were 
good enough to buy then, they were now. 
Ex-Councilman Shaw denied that Quincy 
ever wanted to buy, and reviewed the 
action of the town and city. He regarded 
the present water unfit to drink, The 
Local Board of Health 


Could not be trusted in condemming well 
water, for he knew a case where a well of 
excellent pure water, shown to be so by 
analysis, had been condemned. 

Representative Burke, a member of the 
Councils of 1889 and 1890, cited repeated 
refusals of the company to extend mains 
unless it would pay ten percent. Quincy 
wanted good water from good source, where 
the supply would be inexhaustible. 

An attempt had been made to confer 
with the Company in a business way with- 
out success. 

Henry H. Faxon believed it was the 
animus of people who had built in out of 
the way places, who had started this move- 
nent. 

Ex-President Federhen believed the hear- 
ing should be confined to the question, 
whether the new supply was pure and in- 
exhaustable, and not bring in the local 
fights. 

Ex-Councilman Slade hoped the Board 
would not believe in petitions, for, doubt- 
less, one with 400 or 500 names could be 
secured to hang the State. Board of 
Health. [Hisses and objections, followed 
by the exit of many citizens.] He reviewed 
the action of the Council. 

Chairman Newcomb of the Council Com- 
mittee, said the committee and Council 
were satisfied with the report of Engineer 
Blake, and there was no animus against 
the company. 

Adjourned at 2 P. Mo.

Drivers of teams and travellers on foot,

FISHERMEN 


Hich Wind Has Blown Many of Them 
Off the Shore of Lake Huron, 


Bay City, Mich., Feb. 4.—Much ex- 
citement prevails here over # report that 
many fishermen have been blown out into 
Lake Huron on anice field by the strong 
south wind. About 200 men were engaged 
in spearing fish and the first reports were 
tothe effect that all were lost; but to- 
ward evening several of the fishermen 
reached this city and reported that many 
of their companions reached shore in 
safety. The number still on the ice is 
placed at from twenty to fifty. Incase 
theydo not reach shore before the ice 
passes out of Saginaw bay, there is great 
danger of all being lost. 

The story of the disaster so far as 
known is that during the night the wind 
had driven the ice out toward the lake, 
taking with it all the fishermen who were 
on the floe in their shanties, numbeiing 
about 200 men. They were distributed all 
over the bay for miles. Relatives of the 
lost men went to the lighthouse at the 
mouth of the river, and with marine 
glasses were unable to see anything but 
open water. Six of the lost men managed 
to get ashore twelve miles east of the 
river, having b2en on the eastern portion 
of the ice. Dennis Bonnette, who had 
his house on the ice, says he thinks about 
twenty men got ashoreon the east side 
of the bay near Big Creek. The others 
will escape, if the seas, which are running 
mountains high, do not break up the ice. 

LATER—-The fishermen who were carried 
out of Saginaw bay,through the breaking 
of the ice, reached shorein safety, after 
suffering intensely from the cold.

Morgan Elected Department Com- 
mander, at the Annual Encampment, 
BURLINGTON, Vt., Feb. 4.—The twenty- 

fourth annual cncampment of the depart- 

ment of Vermont, G. A. R., opened here 
with the largest number of delegates 
present that ever attended a Grand Army 
meeting iu this state. The roll call at the

A Man Commits Suicide in New York 
in a Very Methodical Manner. 

NEw YORK, Feb. 4.—A man who vegis- 
tered at the Astor house Monday night as 
Fred Evans of England, committed sui- 
cide some time yesterday in his room. Re- 
peated calls failing to elicit a response, 
the door was broken open. Evans was 
lying on the floor dead, with his throut 
cut. He had placed two wash bowls in 
the center of the room. He then evi- 
dently lay down and methodically cut his 
throat, allowing the blood to drop into 
the wash bowls. One was about half full 
and by his positiou he had evidently 
changed to the other and laid his head in 
it, when he was found.» The razor with 
which the deed was done was a new 
Sheffield, and wus evidently bought fer 
the purpose. Nothing that could lead to 
the man’s identity was found on the body. 


Venezuela's Prosperity.

A QUEER CRAFT. 


It Looks Like a Cigar, Has No Name, 
and is Used for Carrying Coal—Bat 
Four Men Required to Eun It. 


Boston, Feb. 4—A singular looking 
craft, moored at the Fitckburg railroad 
wharf, hus been the subject of much 
speculation on the partof observers. Some 
suppose her to beasouthern relic of the 
Rebellion, andthe absence of any name, 
flag or sparon which to floata flagcer- 
tainly justified belief in her piratical 
origin and traditions. She is more than 
200 feet long, draws 15 feet of water, is oi 
about the shape and proportions of a 
cigar, with the slight difference of being 
pointed at both ends, and is built of steel. 
At each end is a turret through which ac- 
cess ishadto thehold. These are the 
only projections above deck, except an 
iron railing which auswers the purpose of 
bulwarks, There are two hatches, fore 
and aft, which are made watertight after 
she has received her cargo, by having 
their covers screwed to the deck. She is 
used as a coal barge, and was towed here 
witha cargoof 1400 tons of coal from 
Philadelphia. 

She is commanded by Capt. Johnson, 
and has for acrew one man on deck, one 
man below and an engineer, the engine 
being used to weigh and lower her 
anchors. Sheis known only by her num- 
ber, 202, and even the men who man her 
can give noname for this typeof craft. 
She, with her mates, 200 and 201, were de- 
signed by a Chicago shipbuilder, and are 
owned by a New York and Chicago com- 
pany, who has a fleet of similar barges on 
the lakes. These are provided with pro- 
pellers, and run at a speedof sixteen 
knotsan hour. The three coasters have 
been in commission only a comparatively 
short time, but they have given such ex- 
cellent satisfaction that it is intended to 
builda large fleet of them. They were 
built at the Erie basin, New York city. 


THE BROCKTON ACCIDENT. 


Condition of the Victims—A Fvtal Ter- 
miuation Expected in One vuse, 

BROCKTON, Mass., Feb. 4.—There were 
four Whitman people injured in the 
Brockton accident. Miss Louise Sturte- 
vant was injured internally and is suffer 
ing from fainting spells. Stephen Plum- 
mer was attacked with a slight hemor- 
rhage supposed to have been cause‘! by a 
blow upon the chest. Miss Maggie Burke 
received asevere blow about the shoul- 
ders. William Costello hadfhis hand in- 
jured by brokenglass. Miss Ella J. Noyes, 
before reported to have been injured, es- 
caped unhurt. 

Following is a report of the condition of 
the Brockton victims: Mrs. Lizzie Daw 
son remains unconscious at the emergency 
rooms, no apparent change having taken 
place. Her injuries seem to be about the 
head, and the physicians think there is no 
hope of her recovery. Miss Nellie Will- 
iams is feeling worse than at the time of 
the accident and complains of pains about 
the head and wounded ribs on the left 
side. Miss Eilen Connelly suffers froma 
fracture of the shoulder bone and bruises 
about the head. Miss Eila Derby and 
Edward Mackin were badly shaken up, 
but no injuries were visible. 


KILLED HIS SISTER-IN-LAW. 


The Murderer Makes It a Double Trag- 
edy by Blowing Out His Own Brains, 
Sr. Louis, Feb. 4.—At Smithton, Ills., 

Henry Brenton, a farmer, discharged the 
contents of a shot-gun at his sister-in-law, 
striking her in the leg. When he saw 
that the shot was not fatal he struck her 
on the head with the butt of the gun, in- 
flicting injuries which will probably re- 
sult in death. After reloading the weapon 
he placed the muzzle under his chin end 
sent the entire charge into his head, kill- 
ing him instantly. No cause is known 
for the tragedy.

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CANADA'S DESTINY. 


Why Sir John Dissolved the Do- 
minion Parliament. 


HIS LETTER TO MR., BLAINE. 


Authorities at Washington Say the Com- 
mission from Canada to Talk Recip- 


rocity Will Come on a Fool's Errand. 

OrTawa, Feb 4.—The precise nature of 
the offer of the Canadian government for 
treaty negotiations with the United States 
was made known toa correspondent by a 
cabinet minister. It isin the nature of a 
dispatch from the governor general to the 
colonial secretary, for transmission to Mr. 
Blaine. It is on this policy that the gov- 
ernment has dissolved parliament. ‘The 
dispatch reads as follows: 

GOVERNMENT HOUSE, t 
OTTAWA, 13 Dec., 1889. 

My Lord: I have the honor to send to 
your Lordsbip to-day a telegraphic mes 
sage in cipher of which the following is 
the -ubstance. With reference to your 
telegram of the 10th inst., thiseovernment 
is desirous to propose a joint conimission 
such us that of IS71, with antuerity to 
deal without iimitation and to prepare a 
treaty respecting the following subjects: 


First, Renewalj of the reciprocity 
treaty of 1854, with the modifications 
required by the alleged circum- 


stances of both countries, and with the 
extension deemed by the commissioner to 
bein the interests cf Canada and the 
United States; second, reconsideration vi 


treaty 88 with respect to the Atlantic fish- | 


eries, with the aim of securing admission 
into .he Inited States marketsof Cana- 
dian fisheries products in returo for facil- 
ities to be granted to United States fisher- 
mean to buy bait and supplies and tranship 


cargoes in Canada, all such privileges to | 


be mutual; third, the protection of the 
mackerel and other fisheries of the Atlau- 
tic ocean and inland waters also; fourth, 
relaxation of the seaboard coasting laws 
of the two countries; fifth, relaxation of 
the coasting laws of the two countries on 
the inland waters dividing Canada from 
the United States; sixth, mutual salvage 
and saving of wrecked vessels; seventh, 
arrangements for settiing the boundary 
between Canadian aut Aiaska. The treaty 
would, of course, be ad referendum.

AT WASHINGTON. 


Eptire Reciprocity, or None at All, Will 
Be Accepted by Mr. Blaine. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—The notice of the 
dissolution of. the Canadian parliament, 
which has been received here, shows that 
the government of Sir John Macdonald is 
going to the people on a false issue. The 
statement of his position, as itis tele- 
graphed here, is that au intimation was 
given by the government at Washington 
that the United States would be pleased 
to consider the geveral subject of recip- 
rocity. The inference of Sir John Mac- 
donaid’s organs is that the administration 
is prepared to enter into negotiations for 
a treaty of reciprocity in natural products 
only; but Secretary Blaine has denied in 
advance that the present administration 
has any such disposition of the contro- 
versy. 

He has stated emphxtically in the recent 
letter to Congressman Blake of New York 
that this administration will not entertain 
any propositions for partial reciprocity. 
The government of St. John, in order to 
give a plausable excuse for the dissolution 
of parliament, is attempting to mislead 
the people uf Canada by a misstatement 
of facts as tothe situation here. The sec- 
retary of state has iutimated to the 
British minister that this government 
is willing to renew the old treaty, 
which was abrogated at the instance 
of the United States because it was charged 
that it provided only fora jug-handied 
reciprocity. ‘The imposing commission 
which the Dominion government jutends 
to seni here to arrive in Washington 
Margh 6, will come on a fool’s errand, ‘The 
preposition which they bring has been 
rejected in advance.

He Telis of Those Who Were In- 
terested in the ‘‘ Pool.’’ 


OUR SEA COAST DEFENSES. 


Senator Plumb Says We Have Gained 
Ex- 
pense—The Vacant Portfolio Worrying 


Knowledge at Great  BSritain’s 


the President—Civil Appropriations. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—The testimony of 
James A. Owenby before the silver pool 
investigating committee was continued 
yesterday. Owenby explained that the 
boeks to which he referred Monday, and 
which he said were locked up, were ordi- 
nary memorandum books. Owenby was 
questioned as to his conversation with 
Donald, the Hanover bank cashier, in 
which Donald had told him that certain 
senators and representatives were inter- 
ested in certain silver transactions. Ow- 
enby thought that seven cungressmen 
were mentioned in the conversation. 
Donald stated that these congressmen 
were interested in silver through certain 
parties and institutions,and he mentioned 
the Fourth National bank and the Chase 
National bank as conducting the dealings 
for them. Donald also said that Zim- 
merman & Forshay, August Belmont 
and Carson & Simmonds, were interested. 
The orders for silver were given through 
them and it was bought in London, as 
Donald said, “‘tocover up their tracks.” 
Donald said that when he had any doubts 
about matters he came over to Washing- 
ton and saw a representative and alsoa 
senator. He had close relations with the 
latter. The total amount of silver 
that was to be bought by the per- 
sons interested with Donald, was, 
according to Douald’s statement, $1,000,- 
000 worth. He was to share with the 
others and was to furnish iuformation 
from Washington in regard to the chances 
of silver legislation in advance of the 
newspapers. Witness was auestioned 
further as to conversations with Donald 
abont persons who were speculating in 
silver, and, in repeating the conversation, 
tried to give the names of some members 
of congress whom he had heard Donald 
mention, but the committee would no¢ 
allow bim todo so. 

Witness spoke of further conference 
with Donald as to the agreement between 
himself, Donald and others for the pur- 
chase of 6,000,000 ounces of silver. The 
silver was purchased through several 
firms, among them the Chase and Fourth 
National banks, August Belmont and 
others. The firms were not interested in 
the purchase, but Donald said that they 
were purchasing silver for certain mem- 
bers of congress. 

Mr. Payne read an extract from The 
Globe-Democrat interview, quoting Ow- 
euby as saying that about $259.00) bad 
been put up by the silver pool for the ben- 
efit of senators and members o were 
too poor to buy silver. The witue-s said 
he bad said something about $250,000, but 
he did not remember exactly what he had 
stated. 

Mr. Payne asked the witness if that was 
not bribery, and demanded an answer to 
his question, and Owenby, bringing a pa- 
per in his hand sharply down ou the table 
said: “I had the information that Mr, 
Donald had said the amount had been 
put up.” 

While the examination was proceeding, 
Owenby said, without solicitation, that 
he himself had intimated to Sanator Cul- 
lom that he knew where the senator 
could get some silver to speculate with, 
and if Mr. Cnilomdid not have any money 
he (the witness) could get the silver for 
him. Senator Cullom, the witness said, 
had positively sat down on him, and had 
declined emphatically to have anything 
to do with the speculation. Adjourned. 


SEA COAST DEFENSES. 


Senator Plumb Breaks Away from the 
Prevailing Opinion of Western Men. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—The western Re- 
publicans in both houses, with few ex- 
ceptiong, vote solidly against making any 
appropriations for fortifications and sea- 
coast defense. Senator Plumb, however, 
who is.a member of the committee on ap- 
propriations, and has given this subject 
careful study and consideration, says the 
time bas arrived when the United States 
should adopt a line of policy and appro- 
priate liberally for coust defense purposes. 
He does not apprehend any danger from 
the greater powers, such as Great Britain, 
France and Germany, for it is to their 
interest to maintain peace with all the 
world, but dangers com from the little 
nations who have notiiug to lose and 
may wish to annoy us. 

Up tothe present time we have lost 
nothing by delay. On thecontrary, we 
have gained a great deal. It has been 
demonstrated that the whole theory upon 
which the Britisb government has been 
proceeding in the production of armor for 
vessels is wrong. The discoveries which 
have been made lately are of great value 
and tend to revolutionize modern warship 
building,and in a measure the production 
of ordnance. 

Fortunately, he says, we have learned 
this lesson at the expense of Great Brit- 
ian, so the time which has gone by has 
not been lost. In aldition to this, our 
failure would have disgusted and discour- 
aged everybody to an extent which would 
have made it impossible to secure any in- 
terest in the sulj-ct fora generation. In 
his judgmevt it is now time to begin 
operatioys, and for that reason he will 
urge lirge appropriations for the defense 
of the harbors of Boston, New York and 
other cities on the Atlantic seaboard. 


AN OFFICE HARD TO FILL. 


The President Worried Over Finding a 
Successor to Mr. Windom, 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—The arrival here 
of G-.. Alzer has caused his name to be 
counected with the succession to Secre- 
tury \\ indo:n, but it can be stated on the 
highest authority that he is not and will 
not be considered for the place. An inti- 
mate friend of the president, who has 
talked with him, says he has as yet given 
very little attention to the matter, but 
from casual remarks he gainet the im- 
pression that President Harrison is some- 
what worried over the situation. None 
of the names mentioned find favor with 
the president, and theindications are that 
he wi!l not settle the question until near 
the close of the thirty days allowed. 

Maj. McKinley comes nearer filling the 
presideut’s measure thap any man spoken 
of. It isby no means certain that Mr. 
McKinley would accept the place A 
close friend of Mr. McKinley’s remaracd 
that it would be a great mistake on his 
part to ideutify himself with the present 
administration. It is known that Mr, 


McKiniey can have the nomination for 
governor ot Vhio next fall, and the elec- 
tion would place him in line for the 
White House. This fact, he added,would 
preclude the possibility of his acceptance. 
When spoken to on the subject he was 
very reticent, and was not disposed to dis- 
cuss the matter. 


How New England Fared. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—The house com- 
mittee on appropriations has completed 
the sundry civil appropriation bill and 
Chairman Cannon reported it to the 
house, when it was sent to the committee 
of the Whole. The bill carries au appro- 
priation of $34,242,970, being $6,519,312 less 
than the estimates submitted by the sec- 
retary of the treasury, The bill for the 
current fiscal year carried an appropria- 
tion of $323304,782. The apparent excess 
of $1,938,188 gover the appropriations for 
the present year is more than acounted 
for in the increased appropriations recom- 
mended for public buildings, which, in 
the present bill, amount to $6,705,212 as 
against $1,862,100 in the bill for 1891. The 


principal appropriavions under the head- 


of public buildings areas follows: Bos- 
ton Marine hospital, $4200; Haverhill, 
Mass., $75,000; Honlton, Me., $35,000; 
Lynn, Mass., $90,000; Lewiston, Me., $75.- 
000; New London, Conn., $50,000; Pawtuc- 
ket, R. L., $75,000; St. Albans, Vc., $60,000; 
Taunton, Mass,, $75,000; lighthouse, ecc., at 
Cuckold’s Island, Me., $25;000. 


The Copyright Sill. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4—Senator Platt, 
who has bac charge of the copyright bill, 
says he will call it up in the senate as 
svon as the eight-hour claims bill is dis- 
posed of. He thinks the measure has 
Strength enough to prevent any amend- 
ment that. would endanger its passage. 
The lithographers are trying to secure an 
amendment in their interest, but the 
friends of the bill do not regard it as 
germane, and hold that they should in- 
corporate their proposition in a separate 
bill. : 


Chance for Free Coinage. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—Mr. Bland has 
expressed his belief that the silver men in 
the house are strong enough to pass the 
free coinage bill on a direct vote. It is not 
expected there will be more than fifteen 
negative votes on the Democratic side, 
while thirty or thirty-five affirmative 
votes are looked for on the Republican side. 
Mr. Bland hopes to get the bill out of the 
committee by to-morrow. 


Agricultural. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 4.—The house %... 
mittee on agriculture has completed its 
appropriation bill forthe coming fiscal 
year. The bill carries an appropriation of 
2,804,853, and is 87150 less than the esti- 
mates submitted. Of this amount $379,753 
is for the support of the weather bureau, 
which is to be transferred to the agri- 

cultural department ou July 1 next. 


BOTH HAD A WHACK AT IT. 


Rev. Sam Jones Gets a Caning and Af- 
terward Retaliates in Good Style. 


PALESTINE, Tex., Feb. 4—Rev. Samuel 
Jones was caned by Mayor Wood, who 
has been nursing his wrath since Novem- 
ber when the Reverand Sam passed some 
severe and pointed strictures upon the 
mayor’s Official and private character dur- 
ing a series of revival meetings. The 
evangelist lectured here Monday night, 
and at the station yesterday morning, 
when about to take thetraiu for the west, 
Mayor Wood vigorously attacked him 
witha cane. In the struggle the cane 
changed bands, and the mayor received 
geveral blows before the bystanders could 
part the angry combatants. Heavy 
bruises were inflicted and both bled pro- 
fusely. In a few moments the train 
pulled ontof the station with Sam Jones 
on board. Mayor Wood was subsequently 
arrested and placed under bonds for ag- 
gravated assault. 


He Wanted a Big Funeral. 

HARTFORD, Feb. 4.—Washington Will- 
iams, son of “King”? William, the gypsy of 
New Haven, died Sunday in his little 
shanty in this city. Death was caused 
by erysipelas. In accordance with the re- 
quest of “Wash” the funeral was a big 
one and was attended by gypsies from 
many neighboring states and by many 
local horsemen. An elegant coffin was 
procured from New York and four black 
horses drew the hearse to the burial lot in 
East Hartford. ‘‘Wash”’ leaves a wife and 
twochildren. To his wife he leaves $6000. 


The Missing Denmark. 

NEw York, Feb. 4.—Acable dispatch 
was received from Liverpool stating that 
the captain of an arrived steamer had re- 
ported that on Jan. 25 be sighted the Na- 
tional line steamer Denmark 80 wiles 
east of St. Johns, N. F., in a disabled con- 
dition. When spoken the Denmark an- 
swered that she required no assistance. 
The Denmark is bound to this port with a 
general cargo, aud she has aboard a crew 
of sixty-eight meu. Her agents here are 
not concerned foreher safety. 


Boston and Malne Gets It. 

ConcorpD, N. H., Feb. 4 —In the house 
of representatives the bill granting au- 
thority to the Boston and Maine railroad 
toissue additional capital stock to the 
amount of $5,000,000, the proceeds to be 
used for funding the floating debt of the 
corporation and for double tracking aud 
other improvements, came up ou its sec- 
ond reading. After considerable discus- 
sion the bill -was read a third time and 
passed, 

Passengers Escaped Injury. 

CLEVELAND, Feb. 4—The Chagrin 
Falls accommodation, on the Cleveland, 
Canton and Southern railroad, was 
wrecked a few miles south of this city, 
aud Engineer Oscar Greenwald and Fire- 
man Edward Hillgan were almost in- 
stantly killed. The passengers were 
badly shaken up, but none of them sus- 
tained serious injuries 


This Winter’s Record Broken. 

St. Paut, Fet. 4—The cold wave stili 
prevails with unabated rigor over the 
northwest. There has been a decided 
moderation over Montana and both Da- 
kotas, but in Minnesota and Manitoba 
there has been a fallof from 5 to 20 
degrees. The coldest reported yesterday, 
as well as this winter, was 46 below zero. 


Nothing to Say. 

Boston, Feb. 4.—Police Commissioner 
Osborne, when questioned in regard to 
the charges preferred by Mayor Matthews, 
said that he had nothing whatever to say 
for publication. He insimated that he 
had decided what action to pursue in the 
matter, but gave no suggestion as co what 
thet would be.

THE BOULOGNE CONFERENCE. 


It is Now Said the Result Will Be An- 
nounced To-morrow—Plot of the In- 
surgents in Oporto RKerealed—Otber 
Foreign Topics. 


LonDoy, Feb. 4.—The Times says: Mr. 
Parnell went to Boulogne on Monday 
night, conferred with Messrs. Dillon and 
O’Brien yesterday and returned to Lon- 
don last night. Immediately upon his 
arrival he drove to the parliament build- 
ing, where he had a conference with his 
supporters. Mr. Parnell has decided to 
address no more meetings in Ireland for 
the present. He also declines to go to 
America. Rumors of a hitch in the nego- 
tiations looking to a settlement of differ- 
ences have emanated from both factions 
ofthe Irish party. The Parnellites de- 
clare that the Healyites insisted upon Mr. 
Parnell’s retirement, while the Healyites 
assert that Mr. Parnell declined to accept 
any Gladstonian assurance unless they 
were put iv writing, a condition tu which 
the Gladstonians would not assent. 

At a banquet given in his honor at the 
Liberal Union club, the Marquis of Hart- 
ington said Englishmen would never con- 
sent to an Irish parliament empowered to 
deal with the land question. The atti- 
tude they adopted might be summed up 
in the words: ‘‘When rogues quarrel,hon- 
est men come to their own again.” 

Mr. McCarthy Hasn't Been Notified. 

Lonpoy, Feb. 4.—Justin McCarthy says 
that he has heard nothing about Mr. Par- 
nelland Mr. O’Brien going to America. 
He added that if it were true that they 
intended to visit the United States tieir 
proposed journey formed no part of the 
negotiations between the two sections of 
the Irish party. 

One Day More. 

LONDON, Feb. 4.—The sections of the 
Irish party will probably meet to-morrow, 
when the result of the Boulogne confer- 
ence will be announced and a modus 
vivendi will be proposed. 


THE INSURGENTS’ PLOT. 


Troops Wanted a Federal Republic—Re- 
sults of Saturday’s Fight. 


Oporto, Feb. 4.—One of the results of 
the inquiry being made into the cause of 
the revolt of troops here on Saturday last, 
is the discovery that an effort was made 
to involve the Portuguese navy in the so- 
called revolution. A sergeant of marines 
belonging to the Sagres, a government 
corvette, who was arrested while trying 
to make arrangements for the proposed 
plot, declared that he was a supporter of 
the project to establish a federal republic, 
having its seat of government at Oporte 
aud independent of Lisbon. He added 
that it was expected that the movement 
in Oporto would have the adhesion and 
support of the Spanish revolutionary 
party. 

By a decree issued in Lisbon, it is an- 
nounced thatall crimes connected with the 
rising come under the jurisdiction of the 
military tribunals. This is here inter- 
preted to mean that all the citizens, as 
well as the soldiers connected with the re 
volt, will be tried by martial law and that 
the ringleaders will probably be shot. 

It is now stated that fifty persons were 
killed and 200 injured in the fight 
following the revolt of the garrison 
against the government. 


Emin Mirjudged. 

Loxpon, Feb. 4.—The Times’ Berlin 
correspondent says: ‘The white book is- 
sued on the Emin expedition shows that 
in some cases Emin’s apparent disregard 
of orders was due to the miscarriage of 
letters and dispatches sent to him. Maj. 
Wissmann appears to have been hasty in 
his judgment of Emin.” The National 
Zeitung of Berlin says that Emin’s reports 
have producel a feeling in his favor on 
the part of the government. 


Fishermen Suffer by Delay. 

Paris, Feb. 4—The fishermen ‘of the 
department of Cotes du Norde and Iile et 
Vilaine have petitioned the government 
to expedite the settlement of the New- 
foundland question. The owners of fish- 
ing bouts, in consequence of the uncer- 
tainty of the-position on the French shore, 
refuse to hire men or to give them the 
usual advances upon which the men rely 
to provide for their families during their 
absence. 


The Spanish Elections. 

MApnip, Feb. 4—A feature of Sunday’s 
elections is the great strength of the Re 
publican vote in towns, Five great towns 
returned Republicans by large m.jorities, 
although Madrid, Barcelona, Saragossa, 
Seville and Cadiz returned Conservatives. 
The Conservatives elected are chiefly pro- 
tectionists. The.total protectionist vote 
in the bouse is estimated at 360 and the 
free trade vote is hardly 70, 


Chilian Government Still Ahead. 

Panis, Feb. 4.--Advices received by ‘The 
Gaulois, from its correspondent at Bue- 
nos Ayres, are that the Chilian insurgents 
have been obliged to abandon La Serana 
and Coquimbo, and that the harbor at 
Uquigque has been reopened. The reports 
also say that the governmeut will raise 
the blockade at Valparaiso in three days, 
unless the insurgents make another at- 
tack in the meantime. 


Buffeted by Gales. 

LONDON, Feb. 4.—The State line stea:ner 
State of Alabama, Capt. Lewis, fiom 
Glasgow Jan. 14 and Swansea Jan. 22 for 
New York, returned to Queenstown short 
of coal. The steamer had experienced 
terrible gales, during which her decks 
were swept of everything movable and 
her stanchions and bulwarks were carried 
away. She was also otherwise greatly 
damaged. 


Justice Fuller’s Course Indorsed. 

Paris, Feb. 4.—In an interview in re- 
gard to the decision of the United States 
supreme court in the case of the schooner 
Sayward, ex-Chief Justice Cazot said that 
he would have decided exactly as Chief 
ustice Faller had. Nothing similar has 
ever occurred in France, but he could not 
conceive how the supreme court conld 
otherwise pronounce.

OWEiBY IN TROUBLE. 


Finishes his Testimony Before the 
Investigating Committee. 


HE IS AFTERWARDS ARRESTED 


A Check in His Name Presented, with 
No Funds to Meet It—Frauds in the 
Timber Lands—Other Washington News 


of Interest. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 5.—When the silver 
pool investigating committee met. yester- 
day, Judge Johnson, counsel for Owenby, 
stated that on Tuesday he had objected to 
aquestion concerning the arrest of his 
clieut in connection with an alleged fraud- 
ulent note. He withdrew the objection in 
order to allow Owenby to make a state- 
ment. Uwenby explained that he had 
been arrested in connection with a note 
which had gone to protest and in the po- 
lice court in Washington he had been de- 
clared innocent of any criminal intent, 

Mr. Dingley cross-questioned Owenby 
as to his testimony ‘Tuesday, and partic- 
ularly wita reference to his statement 


thai fintimated to Senator Cullom 
that mu..y couid be made in silver spec- 
ulation. ‘ibe witness said it was only the 


barest intimation he had given®Senator 


Cullom. He did not advise the senator to 
buy. This concluded Owenby’s _ testi- 
mony. 


David T. Littler was called and asked 
whether (as testfied by Owenby) he had 
told Owenby that there was more than 
one senator interested in selling silver 
certificates. ‘he witness said he had no 
recollection of any such conversation. He 
knew uothing about the complicity of any 
senator or sepresentative except from 
what he had heard in the lobbies and read 
in the newspapers. 

Charles S. Bradley, cashier of the Na- 
tional Bank of the Republic of this city, 
testified that Owenby had made deposits 
in that bank and had drawn on the Han- 
over National bank through his institu- 
tion at different times. He knew of no 
sen ater or representative who had bought 
or sold silver or who was connected with 
any pool, and he did not remember talk- 
ing with Owenby on the subject, 

Mr. Owenby does not find Washington 
an attiauctive place. He was released from 
custody of the sergeant-at-arms by an or- 
der of the house of representatives, and 
wus eugaiced ia drawing his tees and his 
mileage, wien he was again placed under 
arrest by a city detective. This arrest 
was based upon the charge made by T. L. 
Page, ihe keeper of the senate restaurant, 
that he had cashed a check for Owenby, 
and thatthere were no funds in the bank 
to meet the check. 

This check was given upon the Hanover 
National bank, with which this witness 
claimed to have had dealings in connec- 
tion with the silver po:i, as to which he 
gave tothe committee so iittle iuforma- 
tion. Lheexpectation is thatthe com- 
mittee will endeavor to ascertain whether 
there is any foundation for the clues 
which the witness, Owenby, has given 
them in the list of names he presented. 
Unless something definite shall be found 
itis certain that the committe will not 
make kuown the names or the strength of 
the unsupported statement of Owenby.

AMATZUR ATHLETES. 
Joint Committee Reports on the Matter 

New York, Feb. 5.—The report of the 
committees appointed by the Amateur 
Athletic union, the League of American 
Wheelman an:i the National Associaticn 
of Amateur Oarsmen regarding pay- 
ment of athletic expenses, has been mude 
public. The rule regarding prizes, pro- 
vides that no prize shall be given exc ‘pt 
properly inscribed medals, cups, badges, 
banners, diplomas or wreaths. In no con- 
test under laws of the Amateur Athletic 
union or League of American Wheelmen, 
shall any prizes be given to the club whose 
athletes made the highest aggregate 
score. No team contests shail be allowed 
other than base ball, football and other 
like team contests. 

No more than three prizes shall be given 
in any competition, and sail prizes shall 
not exceed in cost, in club games, $29 for 
first prize, $10 for second and $5 for third; 
in association championship meeting:, 335 
for first, $20 for second and $10 for third; 
in national championships, $50 for first, 
$25 for second and $15 for thirl. The

Another Catastrophe in the Penn- 
sylvania Coal Regions. 


EIGHTEEN MEN ARE DROWNED. 


Many Theories as to the Canse of the 
Disaster—A Similar Accident Near 
Nanticoke—Miles of Coal Ablaze in 
a District of Colorado. 


HAZLETON, Pa,, Feb. 5.—While Charles 
Boyle and Patrick Coll of Lewiston were 
engaged in drilling a hole in their cham- 
ber in the lower lift of No. L slope of J. C. 
Haydon & Co. at Jeanesville, they broke 
into the old No. Sslope that has been idle 
for five years, and had been flooded to the 
mouth with water. William Brislin, a 
driver, was at the bottom of the slope 
when he felt the wind coming, and cried 
out, “Boys, for God’s sake, run for your 
lives, or we will all be drowned.” Ina 
moment the force of watercame, and 


Brislin b rely escaped with his life. Be- 
sides hin: -ix others were saved. The 
Water rose 3+ rapidly that before any at- 


tempt coull be inuie lo rescue the rest of 
the workmen, the sl pe, which is 624 
feet deep, was filled tu the mouth. The 
lost are:

friends of the unfortunate men could be 
induced to go to their homes. 

The firm of Haydon & Co. will pump 
the water out as rapidly as the machinery 
placed in position can do the work. How 
long it will take is a question, since no 
definite idea of the volume of water can 
be ascertained. Many theories are ad- 
vanced as to the cause of the disaster. 
The slope iz question where the accident 
occurred is a new slope which was sunk 
from the bottom of a worn-out slope. The 
latter has been, flooded for at least sixteen 
months, but only a few of the old miners 
knew of the presence of the great body of 
water, 


AWFUL, STATE OF AFFAIRS. 


Miles of Coal ov Fire in Colorado — The 
Heat and Smoke Intolerable, 

New York, Feb. 5.—A special from 
Denver says: There is a startling and per- 
ilous sequel to the coal mine explosion at 
New Castle.

THE CONNECTICUT TANGLE. 


Doings of the Senate and House Indicate 
® Speedy Settlement of the Dispute. 


HARTFORD, Feb, 5.—The senate on open- 
ing received the report of the house com- 
mittee on the canvass of the votes. After 
a considerable debate a resolution was 
passed declaring that the senate had al- 
ready done its full constitutional duty. 
The full vote was divided on party lines. 
The senate then adjourned to await the 
action of the house. 

In the course of the debate, one Demo- 
cratic senator declared that he had been 
sent there to do business and that he 
favored a conference committee as soon as 
disagreeing action had been taken by the 
house. This is taken by some to intimate 
a possibility of a settlement of the dis- 
pute. 

The house on reassembling appointed a@ 
committee of conference of five members 
tomeet a committee of the senateif it 
would appoint one, and then took a recess 
till to-day. 

The senate amended ,the resolution that 
came from the house, appcinting a com- 
mittee of conference, and then passed the 
resolution and appointed five Democrats 
for its share of the committee to answer 
to the five Republicans appointed by the 
house. The senate’s amendment to the 
resolution simply changed the language 
so that it should not conflict with the con- 
stitutional stand taken by the senate and 
the house, it is thought, will undoubt- 
edly accept the amendment. A committee 
of conference will therefore, in all 
probability, be in existence soon. Both 
houses meet again to-day. 


BIG JOB FOR TROOPS. 


Curious Devices Adupted by Boomers to 
“Ring in” on the Cherokee Strip. 


ARKANSAS City, Ark., Feb. 5.—A news- 
paper correspondent has just returned 
from a trip through the Cherokee Strip. 
Along every stream in the eastern half 
of the strip he reports having found 
dozens of families living in cares duy into 
the high banks with a tree or bushes hid- 
ing the entrance, and many are living in 
caves iu the open prairie. Along Black 
Bear creek there is a colony of over 200 in 
caves, tents and cabins, and at several 
points they are preparing to plow for 
spring crops. There are at least 200) 
boomers now occupying the choicest quar- 
ter séctions in the strip, and it will take 
the soldiers months to find them. South- 
westand east of Kiowa there are hun- 
dreds of settlers in the strip, and it is re- 
ported that there are large numbers in 
the broken country at the extreme west. 

Fort Reno, L. T., Feb. 5.—A number of 
troops at the post are under orders to 
move into “the strip” at a short notice. 
This order has been issued presumably in 
view of the fact that a number of boomers 
along the border have invaded the strip 
without sanction of law.

Officers. 


MANCHESTER, N. H., Feb. 5,—The G. A. 
R. state encampment is in session. 
committee on credentials met in the as- 
sessors’ room at City hall. Department 
Commander Cogswell and othe? officers 
were in attendance. At the business meet- 
ing the reports of Commander Cogswell, 
Quartermaster Farrar and the secretary 
were presented. Several hundred delegates 
were present. A camp fire was held in 
Smyth’s opera house. Commander-in- 
Chief Veazey, Deputy Commander Innis 
of Massachusetts and Mrs. Mary Sears 
McHenry, vational president of the 
Women’s Relief Corps, were present. 
Commander Cogswell’s report reviewed 
the work of the past year, which was com- 
mendable. There are ninety-three posts 
at present in the state. The report of As- 
sistant Quartermaster -General Farrar 
gave the financial standing of the depart- 
ment at $2463.44. 

A grand reception was tendered Com- 
mander-in-Chief Veazey of Rutland, Vt., 
at Smyth’s opera house last evening, by 
the department in this state. The hail 
was tastefully decorated with flags and 
bannerets, and at 8 o’clock the house was 
completely filled with veterans and their 
friends. Department Commander Col. 
Lbhomas Cogswell presided. Commander- 
in-Chief Veazey was given armost enthu- 
siastic reception. He was accompanied 
by Capt. L. S. Emery of Washington, 
Capt. Talmidge of Washington, Col. H. 
O. Clark of Orange, N. J., and Col. E. W. 
Jewett of Swanton, Vt., aidesde camp of 
his staff, and other distinguished military 
men. 

Col. Cogswell, in appropriate remarks, 
introduced Governor Tuttle, who was 
given a most cordial greeting. Governor 
Tuttle said that New Hampshire had doue 
noble work for the veterans. It has a 
soldiers’ home at Tilton second to none in 
the country, and the state should always 
endeavor to support and foster it. 

Mayor Knowlton was then introduced 
and delivered an address of welcome to 
the city. 

Col. Cogswellin complimentary words 
then presented Commander-in-Chief Vea- 
zey. Ashe stepped out upon the plat- 
form cheer after cheer was given him, 
many of the veterans waving their hats, 
After silence was restored he said he was 
always glaa to meet the boys in blue froin 
this state. It was on the soil of New 
Hampshire he was born. The glories of 
chis state are kuown all over the land,and 
its history in the wars of our nation is 
such that it casts honor upon every citi- 
zen of the commonwealth. 

My ancestors for generations were born 
in New Hampshire and many of them 
did good service at Bunker Hill, Lundy’s 
Lane and the Mexican war. My youth 
was spent in Exeter, and I received my 
education at Phillips acadamy and Dart- 
mouth college. I was personally ac- 
quainted with many of New Hampshire's 
generals inthe late war. The late Gen. 
Marston, a hero, a statesman and a loyal 
citizen, always called me ‘‘oneof his boys.” 
It wasthe present secretary of war, Gen. 
Proctor, who induced me togo to Ver- 
mont, and I arrived there the same week 
Lincoln was elected president. Although 
the stats of my adoptivun has given me 
more than myshare of honors, yet my 
affection for the state of my nativity has 
never grown cold. The present Grand 
Army isin a most flourishing condition. 
It contaius about 500,000 members. aud 
will exceed that number before my term 
expires. The Grand Army is a conserva- 
tive body, and its loyalty hus been demon- 
strated on many battlefields. 

The Sons of Veterans are entitled te the 
highest degree of commendation because 
they will striveto perpetuate the princi- 
ples which their fathers fought for. . The 
membership of the Grand Army will 
reach before many years, in all prob- 
ability, 1,000,000 men. During the past 
months I have carefully examined the 
workings of the pension bureau. Gen. 
Raum is making strenuous efforts to clear 
up the work in that department. The 
pension law is being thoroughly lived,up 
to. Inthe month of January over 23, 000 
certificates were ix-u-d. and before long 
25,000 will be miaie each muuth. The vet- 
eraus will not bave to wait long. Al- 
though there is some dissatisfaction ex- 
pressed in certain quarters in regard to 
pension legislation, yet the country is do- 
ing well for the old soldier. 
Woman’s Relief corps by its exertions is 
doing noble work for the veterans. 

After Commander Veagey had closed he 
was again cheered, and during his address 
was frequently applauded.

rate of mortality among their children. 
The tribes north of an east and west line 


coinciding with the northern limit of 
New Mexico use for dwellings what is 
known as the tepee. An Indian of 


wealth in the Ute country sometimes 
has an opportunity to purchase an A 
tent, and even a wall tent. at some sale 
of condemned quartermaster’s supplies, 
but the very best and newest canvas af- 
fords poor protection against the snow 
storms and freezing winds of the plains. 

The tent is usually staked down, with 
ashallow gutter dug round it to carry 
off the rain water, which would other- 
wise flood its interior, and, beginning in 
the early autumn, a fire is built in the 
center of the earth floor, which is sel- 
dom allowed to go out. Overhead and 
hanging in lines suspended from the 
canvas are the rifles and other weap- 
ons of the family, and the floor is cov- 
ered with about six inches of dead grass 
or hay, which in time is trodden down 
and pressed into a fair and tolerably 
soft mattress. Wrapped up in his blanket, 
with his head resting on his saddle for 
a pillow, the Indian sleeps through the 
night, depending somewhat on the fire 
to keep him from freezing in extremely 
cold weather. 

LIFE IN A TEPEE. 

In dry weather the ventilator at the 
apex of the tent may be kept open, but 
during storms, when it is closed, the at- 
mosphere of the tent is stifling and reek- 
ing with the odor of the unwashed fam- 
ily and of the many damp and badly 
cured furs which every buck accumu- 
lates. Far from the agencies the In- 
dians lay in a small stock of flour, coffee 
und sugar sufficient to be used sparingly 
through the winter, which, with his 
frozen beef or antelope meat, constitutes 
his bill of fare. 

In a tent ten feet in diameter, a buck, 
two squaws and five or six small children 
pass the winter months, and considering 
their uncleanly habits, itis not difficult 
to imagine the condition of the habita- 
tion in the spring. They themselves 
probably appreciate this, because rather 
than clean up they simply move their 
tent to some clean spot. 

With a little flour, water and salt the 
squaws make a thick paste, which is 
first cooked on hot stones until it be- 
comes stiff, and then each cake is further 
cooked by standingit on its edge with 
its flat surface exposed to the flames 
until itis thoroughly baked into quite 
palatable bread. Their meat is fried in 
its own fat or roasted@on a spit stuck in 
the ground, while a small ehild keeps it 
turning to equalize the roasting. The 
bread cakes serves as plates, while their 
fingers are both knives and forks, so thé 
Indian has no dish washing process to 
go through with, for when the meal is 
finished he eats Bis plate and licks off his 
knives and forks with his tongue. 

MAKING LEGGINS. 

The hunting of deer in the Rocky 
mountains has driven them north into 
British America, and in a few more 
years our Indians will have no more 
buckskins for leggins and moccasins. 
Only theskin of the heavy hided deer 
can be used, that of the antelope and 
white tailed varieties being too tender 
for long service. The Apaches make 
their moccasins and leggins in one piece, 
in the style of hunting boots, while most 
of the Indians to the north wear slippers 
and leggins. Whenever a deer is killed 
and cut up the bladder is carefully cut 
away, cleaned, and filled with the brain 
of the animal, and the little bag is most 
carefully guarded until a stream is 
reached, where the hide may be cured, 

The entire skin is then put into run- 
ning water, and weighted down with 
stones. In four or five hours the soak- 
ing has swelled it and loosened the hair 
at the roots, when it ‘is taken out and 
stretched on a frame, while the owner, 
with the aid of a cleaned rib of the ani- 
mal, scrapes it down until all the hair is 
rubbed off, very much in the same man- 
ner as overheated horses are scraped to 
remove the foam and sweat. The skin 
is then pulled and stretched for three or 
four hours, and, at the same time, oiled 
with the brain until it is perfectly dry, 
soft and pliable, when it is ready for 
use. When a tan color is desired it is 
soaked in an infusion of red bark. The 
sole of the moccasin is always made of the 
raw hide of beef cattle and sewed to the 
upper with the sinews of the deer’s tendon 
achilles.—Cleveland Plain Dealer. 


The Attorney's Dog. 

A Boston lawyer who resides in the 
suburbs is the owner of a dog that cer- 
tainly possesses the instincts of an attor- 
ney. The other day he saw another dog 
carrying off a tempting looking bone. 
A second dog followed at a short dis- 
tance. The lawyer’s dog quickly con- 
ceived a plan of action worthy of an em- 
inent legal mind. He immediately 
brought action against the dog with the 
bone. The third dog at once quickened 
his pace, and lost no time in instituting 
supplementary proceedings in his own 
behalf. This assistance proved equiva- 
lent to a decree for the plaintiff, for the 
lawyer’s dog left the third dog to bear 
the brunt of the litigation, and seizing 
the bone fled to-his own kennel, where 
possession was truly nine points of the 
law.—Boston Traveller.

This hospitable fire flared up a chim 
ney proportioned to its size, lighting 1 
huge brick oven, the iron firedogs, the 
bellows, shovel, gridiron, ladles, « 
drons, saucepans, mortar, tin pails and 
other utensils that stood on the bracke 
of the hearth, and irradiating the brass 
and copper pots, the metal candlesticks 
the lamp, the lantern, the not unfrequent 
silver beaker, and the glass drinking 
cups that were ranged on the chests and 
cupbcards round the walls. Near this 
fire stood a high backed settle, the mas 
ter’s corner, and under the great mantl: 
of the chimney narrower benches wer 
set in the brick. 

Within easy reach of the hearth a dev} 
oak chest held the logs for burning. It 
was generally matched by a handsome 
wedding chest with carved or painted 
front, long enough to contain a grown 
person full length, but more usually filled. 
it must be admitted, with the best clothes 
the trinkets and the savings of the house 
hold. The registers of the chatelet record 
no crime so common as the breaking open 
of such wedding chests; and it is surpris 
ing how many clasps of jewels, girdles 
of pearls, golden headdresses and rings 
and purses full of gold were stolen from 
quite humble households. Our fore- 
fathers invested their capital in cups 
or trinkets of precious metal, pretty to 
look at, easy to hide, and readily con- 
verted into cash when necessity demand- 
ed a sacrifice.—Fortnightly Review.

A somewhat novel colonization scheme

But the most 
important feature of the scheme is the 
erection of a paper millin the federal 
district and the agreement of the con- 
cessionaire to sell the paper manufact- 
ured there at a maximum price of $3.50 
for common triple printing paper, $8.50 
for superior printing paper suitable for 
books, and $10 for glazed paper. <An- 
other feature is the project for putting 
upa vegetable, frnit and fish canning 
establishment.—Mexican Financier.

BRAZ!E I$ WITH US. 


A Proclamation Setting Forth 
~ Reciprocity Terms. 


MAKE-UP OF THE FREE LIST. 


The New Treaty Commended by a Lead- 
ing Merchant in the South American 
Trade—Satisfaction in Washington. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.--The following 
proclamation was issued late yesterday 
afternoon: 

By the President of the United States 
of America: 

A PROCLAMATION. 


Whereas, Pursuant to section 8 of the 
act of congress, approved Oct. 1, 1890, en- 
titled, “‘An act to reduce the revenue and 
equalize duties on imports, and for other 
purposes,” the secretary of state of the 
United States of America communicated 
to the government of the United States of 
Brazil the action of the government of 
the United States of America, with a 
view to secure reciprocal trade, in declar- 
ing the articles enumerated in said sec- 
tion 3, to wit: sugars, molasses, coffee and 
hides, to be exempt from duty upon their 

| importation into the United States of 
| America, 

Aud whereas, the envoy extraordinary 
aud minister plenipotentiary of Brazil at 
Washington has communicated to the 
secretary of state the fact thatin due 
reciprocity, for and inconsideration of the 
admission into the United States of 
America free of all duty ofthe articles 
enumerated in section 3 of said act, the 
government of Brazil has, by legal enact- 
ment, authorized the admission, from and 
after April 1, i891, into all the established 
ports of entry of Brazil, free of all duty, 
whether national, state or municipal, of 
the articles of merchandise named in the 
following schedule, provided that the 
same be the product and manufacture of 
the United States of America: 

1--Schedule of articles to be admitted 
free into Brazil; Wheat,wheat flour,corn 
or maize and the manufactures thereof, 
including cornmeal and starch; rye, rye 
flour, buckwheat, buckwheat flour and 
barley; potatoes, beavs and peas; hay and 
oats; pork, salted, including pickled pork 
and bacon, except hams; fish, salted, dried 
or pickled; cotton seed oil; coal, anthra- 
cite and bituminous; rosin, tar, pitch and 
| Curpentine; agricultural tools,implements 
and machinery; mining and mechanical 
tools, implements and machinery, includ- 
ing stationary and portable engines and 
all machinery for manufacturing and in- 
dustrial purposes,except sewing machines; 
instruments and books for the arts and 
sciences; railway construction material 
and equipment. 

And that the government of Brazil has, 
by legal enactment, further authorized 
tne admission into all the established 
ports of entry of Brazil, with a reduction 
of 25 per centum of the duty designated on 
the respective articles on the tariff now in 
forceor which may hereafter be adopted 
in the United States of Brazil, whether 
national, state or municipal. of the arti- 
cles or merchandise named in the follow- 
ing schedule, provided that the same be 
the product or manufacture of the 
United States of America: 

2—Schedule of articles. to be admitted 
into Brazil with a reduction of duty of 
25 per centum: Lard and substitutes 
therefor; bacon hams; butter and cheese; 
canned and preserved meats, fish, fruits 
and vegetables; manufactures of cotton, 
including cotton clothing; manufactures 
of iron and steel, single or mixed, not in- 
cluded in the foregoing free schedule; 
leather and manufactures thereof, except 
boots and shoes; lumber, timber and 
manufactures of wood, including cooper- 
age, furniture of all kinds, wagons, carts 
and carriages; manufactures of rubber. 

And that the government of Brazil has 
further provided that the laws and regu- 
lations, adopted to protect its revenue and 
prevent fraud in the deciarations and 
proof that the articles named in the fore- 
going schedules are the product or manu- 
facture of the United States of America, 
shall place no undue restrictions on the 
importer, nor impose any additional 
charges or fees therefor on the articles im- 
ported. 

And whereas, the secretary of state has, 
by my direction, giveu assurance to the 
envoy extraordinary and minister pleni- 
potentiary of Brazilat Washington that 
this action of the government of Brazil 
in grauting exemption of duties to the 
products and maunfactures of the United 
Scates ‘of America is accepted as a due 
reciprocity for the action of congress, as 
set forth in section 3 of said act. 

Now,therefore, be it known that I, Ben- 
jamin Harrison, President of the United 
States of America, have caused the above 
stated modifications of the tariff law of 
Lrazil to be made public for the informa- 
tion of the citizens of the United States 
of America. 

In testimony whereof, I have hereunto 
set my hand and caused the seal of the 
United States to be affixed. 

Done at the city of Washington, this 
fitth day of February, one thousand eight 
hundred and ninety one, and of the inde- 
pendence of the United States of America, 
the one hundred and fifteenth.

The reciprocity treaty with Brazil is the 
first step in the policy inaugurated by 


Secretary Blaine and embodied in the, 


Aldrich clause of the McKinley bill. It 1s 
understood that similar treaties are under 
negotiation, not only with Central and 
South American states, but with Mexico 
and Spain as well. All these countries, it 
appears, have indicated willingness to 
euter into mutually beneficial trade rela- 
tions with us. The wisdom ofthe recip- 
rosity clause is thus considered clearly de- 
moustrated as founded on sound policy 
and just principles. 

The announcement that Brazil had ac- 
cepted the overtures and conditions form- 
ulated by the state department is the 
topic of general comment at the Capitol. 
The friends of reciprocity are greatly 
elated, and those who doubted the feasi- 
bility of the measure are nighly pleased 
with the first result of the policy of the 
administration. 


NEW ERA OF PROSPERITY. 


One Who Ought to Know Gives 
Opinion of the New Treaty. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 6.—Charles R. Flint of 
the house of Flint & Co., engaged in the 
South American trade, and treasurer of 
the New York Commercial company, 
limited, which deais extensively with 
Brazil, was seen in reference to the recip- 
rocity treaty just concluded between Bra- 
zil and the United States. Mr. Flint con- 
sidered the conclusion of this convention 
amost important event. It opened up 
under favored conditioas the largest and 
most promising market of South America 
to our manufactures and agricultural 
products. Mr. Flint statedthat the ad- 
vantages conferred by the treaty were, in 
his opinion, sufficient tosecure the Bra- 
zilian market for American goods and 
| products, as it would enable them to com- 
pete in price with the European goods, 
which was the only requisite needed, 
| American goods being recognized to be 
| superior in quality and better adapted to 
the requirements of the South American 
countries. On the other hand it should 


lead to an ‘nersased import from Brazil to 
the Uniteu tutes, more especially of 
sugar, which can be produced in Brazil in 
large quantities. Mr. Flint thought such 
a treaty, combined with increased trans- 
portation facilitics and with an interna- 
tional American bank, such as proposed 
in the bill now before congress making us 
independent of Europe from a banking 
point of view, would lead to a new era of 
prosperity and commercial and industrial 
devzlopment in this country. 


THE WEATHER INDICATIONS. 


Summary of the Weather in New Eng- 
land for January, Issued by the New 
England Meteorological Society. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—Forecast for 
New England: Southerly winds; warmer; 
fair weather. 


CAMBRIDGE, Mass., Feb. 6.—Ten cyclones 
and nine anti-cyclones determined the 
weather for New England for January, 
1891. Many of tke former were well de- 
veloped and exerted a marked influence, 
During the passage of the third cyclone 
the lowest air pressure was observed that 
has ever been recorded over the greater 
part of New England, the barometer read- 
ing below 28.30 inches in places. Oa the 
17th-18th, with the passage of the fifth cy- 
clone, there occurred one of the most 
beautiful, yet destructive ice storms, ever 
noted in New England. In the north it 
was much les-, the temperiture being 
rather too low. Tine storm which came up 
the coast on the 25th was preceded by a 
damp northeast snow storm, which along 
the coast stuck and adhered to every ex- 
posed object, and caused even more dam- 
age to the electric wires than -the ice 
storm, yet not injuring the trees so much. 
Although there were several cold “‘north- 
erly” storms and considerable snowfall 
during the mouth, the mean temperature 
was nearly 4 degrees above the normal. 
The maximum temperature occurred gen- 
erally on the 224, ranging from 4) to 50. 
The lowest temperatures were generally 
on the Ist or 10th in the north? from 0 to 
80 below zero, and on the 4th or 9th in the 
south, ranging from Oto 15 above. The 
precipitation was 3 inches above the nor- 
mal. Thunderstorms were noted on the 
24 and on the night of the 11th-12th. An 
earthquake was felt on the 15th at Fitch- 
burg, Mass., at 5:26 1-4 p. m., lasting about 
10 seconds, and Groton, Mass., at 5:25 p. m. 


Early Morping Bluze in New York. 

New York, Feb. 6.—This morning three 
alarms of tire were sevt out from the 
Washington soda manufactory of Wright 
and Church at Clay and Oakland streets, 
Green Point. ‘The fire was not discovered 
until it had made some headway and ina 
short time the flames burst through: the 
roof of the building. The building covers 
a city block ani its value 1s estimated at 
$800,000. Most of this is a total loss. Later 
on two more special alarms were sent out. 
A box factory in the neighborhood caught 
fire, but the blaze was rapidly extin- 
guished. The Brooklyn oil works were 
threatened, and at one time the tanks 
were smoking from the intense heat. 


A Protest from Artists, 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—The vice presi- 
dent laid before the senate a telegram 
from the president and vice president of 
the National Acadamy of Design and 
others petitioning the senate to reject the 
proposed amendment to the copyright 
bill, under which the copyright on foreign 
designs and work of art is restricted to 
those that are reproduced inthe United 
States, such restriction involving practi- 
cal denial of copyright to foreign artists 
and designers. 

Fraud Atieged. 

New YorK, Feb. 6.—Judge Andrews of 
the supreme court has granted Andrew A. 
French an attachment against the prop- 
erty in this state of Amos C. Barstow of 
Providence in an action to recover $20,844. 
French charges Barstow with converting 
247 shares of the A. A. French Net and 
Twine company to his own use. They 
had been deposited with him in considera- 
tion of Barstow indorsing French’s notes. 


Forests of Vast Resources, 

Cuicaco, Feb. 6—The Northwestern 
Lumberman says the production of white 
pine lumber iu 1890 was 8,664,504,715 feet, 
or 275,788,255 feet more than produced in 
apy previous year.

ANOTHER SETBACK. 


Connecticut Compromise Scheme 
May Be Declared Off. 


ONE WORD CAUSES TROUBLE. 


Democrats Think Their Leader Has Be- 
come the Victim of a Trick—The Dead- 
lock May Be More Solid Than Before. 


HARTFORD, Feb. 6.—Wednesday after- 
noon the party managers in Connecticut’s 
political fight were waving olive branches. 
Yesterday they had them stuffed down 
into their pockets and their fists were 
doubled up again. One word worked the 
transformation. The senate was not quite 
satisfied with the house resolution for a 
conference committee ‘‘to take into con- 
sideration the separate action of the sen- 
ate and house of representatives on the 
subject of the late election of state offi- 
cers,’’ 

But when Governor Bulkeley and Law 
yer Case, the legal manager of the Repub- 
licans, scrutinized it yesterday, they ob- 
jected to the word “late.” The point was 
thatits use wasan admission that the 
election was actually settled. 

The Democrats clain that it was so set- 
tled by the people at the polls in Novem- 
ber. The Republicans argue that it is net 
settled until a declaration of the result is 
made by the general assembly. 

The Republican leader of the house, 
Mr. Greene of Norwich, had a consulta- 
tion with the Democratic leader in the 
senate, Senator Pierce, and the latter as- 
sented to the suggestion that the proposed 
amendment was of no particular conse- 
quence, and that if the house made it, the 
senate would concur. The house made 
it, the Democrats withdrawing their ob- 
jection after a statement that the matter 
had been arranged with the senate. The 
house almost immediately after this ac- 
tion took a recess to next Tnesday. 

When the resolution came over tothe 
senate the Democrats, who knew nothing 
of their leader’s arrangements, became 
suspicious. The result of these suspicions 
was asavage attuck on the amendment by 
the Democratic senators, excepting Sena- 
tors Pierce and Seymour. 

Senator Cleveland of Hartford pitched 
inte Senator Pierce for making any agree- 
ment without conference with his Demo- 
cratic colleagues. The debate took a bit- 
ter turn, and sharp words were exchanged 
between Pierce and Cleveland, the latter 
taking the position that the Republicans 
were upto some mysterious trick which 
the Democrats should checkmate. 

The opposing speakers, who argued 
that the change could not possibly con- 
trol or limit the deliberations of the com- 
mittee, were met with the argument that 
if it meant nothing, then the house would 
not have made i¢. The house amend- 
ment, after two hours’ talk, was rejected 
by 9 nays to 8 yeas. 

The Democrats were divided for the 
first $time this session, Senators Pierce, 
Seymour and Pinney voting with the Re- 
publican senators for the amendment. 

This leaves the conference committee in 
mid air. The resolution which instructs 
them as to the scope of their consultation 
goes back to the house for final action 
next Tuesday. 

It is not improbable that the little snag 
of yesterday may wreck the compromise 
scheme and leave the deadlock more solid 
than before.

In 
1823 Dr. Poschmann, a physician there, 
believed that he hy1 found in thema 
new curative medinm, und they have 
since become popular. Some physicians 
still question their efficacy, while others 
in Austria and Germany rely upon them 
to render good service in many maladies, 
Though the bath is composed of peat or 
moor earth to which enough water has 
been added to make a thick paste of the 
mass, yet the peat is different from that 
which is extracted from a bog in Ireland 
or Scotland. 

In both Ireland 2nd Scotland the peat 
is used as fuel; at Franzensbad the min- 
eralized peat will not serve such a pur- 
pose. The bog from which it is extract- | 
ed has been saturated throughout count- 
less ages with mineral water, and the 
product is a strong chemical compound. 
Thus a moor bath is a mineral bathin a 
concentrated form, and effects are pro- 
duced upon the system by taking a 
course of these baths which cannot be 
produced, according to experts, by any 
mineral water.—Blackwood’s Magazine, 


Umbrellas in England. 

How many umbrellas are manufact- 
ured in this country annually? There 
are no official returns giving the number 
in this country, though in the United 
States it is calculated that one umbrella 
is made annually for every six persons. 
If we apply this proportion to the popu- 
lation of the United Kingdom—now cal- 
culated, in round numbers, at 38,000,000 
—over 6,000,000 umbrellas are made an- 
nually. Upward of 2,500,000 umbrellas 


were imported by sea into Calcutta in|f 


the year 1888-89, and the yearly exports 
of uinbrellas from this country are valued 
at £581,000. in France, in 1830, um- 
brellas were manufactured by 160 makers 
to the value of £280,000; in 1847, £405,000 
worth by 303 makers; in 1882 their value 
was £1,180,000, and 890 manufacturers. 
Price averaged four francs each. There 
were thus made in France in 1882 7,500,- 
000 umbrellas, or nearly one for each in- 
habited house.—London Tit-Bits.

Neatly Caught. 

The device lately hit upon by a mem- 
ber of the Paris police force for catching 
a thief was certainly an ingenious one, 
but now that the light fingered fra- 
ternity know of the trap they will prob- 
ably be on their guard in future. At one 
of the large dress warehouses in the 
Faubourg St. Germain there had been, 
it appears, for several weeks past a 
number of robberies committed, and 
though the strictest watch was kept by 
the inspectors it had been impossible to 
discover the thief. In the majority of 
cases the unknown shoplifter took away 
with him elegant and costly mantles ex- 
posed for sale on dummies in the shop, 
choosing his time for operating so well 
that his identity remained a mystery. 

The police were at length appealed to, 
and in order to catch the rogue one or 
two agents were, at the suggestion of a 
member of the force, ordered to substi- 
tute themselves for the dummies—or 
rather, to hide themselves inside their 
wirework frames. It was not long be- 
fore the plan succeeded. A day or two 
since, just as a richly trimmed mantle 
was being cleverly removed from the 
shoulders of a dummy, the individual 
engaged in the act felt himself grasped 
tightly by a pair of strong arms, and 
held a prisoner. The shoplifter’s fright 
at finding the dummy to be, so to say, 
inhabited, was so great that it deprived 
him of speech and action, and he made 
no attempt to escape from the constable’s 
grip or to explain away his conduct. 
He is now lodged in prijon, and on any 
future thieving expedition of this kind 
he will probably be suspicious of dum- 
mies.—London Standard.

POLITICIANS INTERFERED. 


The Much Talked of Dixon-McCarthy 
Fight Declared Off—The Decision Ar- 
rived at at the Last Moment, 


Lone IsLanp City. L. L, Feb. 6—The 
glove fight between George Dixon, the 
Boston colored pugilist, and Cal Me- 
Carthy, the New Jersey wonder, which 
was to have taken place at the Puritan 
club rooms in this city last night, has 
been declared off. The backers of the men 
decided they would not risk their arrest 
and incarceration in jail. 

It was not until 8:30 last night that 
those in charge of the arrangements for 
the battle gave up all hope and told their 
friends the contest would not take place. 
At this time a crowd of fully 2000 had col- 
lected in front of the Puritan club rooms 
and hacks lined the avenue. The crowd 
was patiently waiting for the doors of the 
hall to be opened. Soon after they were 
told that the fight was off they dispersed 
quietly. 

The authorities would not have inter- 
fered had not acommittece froma local 
political orzanizati»n, known as the Jef- 
ferson club, taken the matter up. The 
commitree went before Judge Garretson, 
who held a special session of court in 
Long Island City, and filed with him 
affidavits stating that, upon information 
and belief, they thought Dixon and Mc- 
Carthy were" going to engage ina prize 
fight. Judge Garretson then issued war- 
rants for the arrest of the men. It was 
then 4 p. m. and the warrants were given 
Sheriff Matthew T. Goldner to serve. 

The sheriff swore in twenty deputy 
sheriffs, who, under command of a cap- 
tain, proceed te the Puritan club rooms 
and stood guard over the building from 6 
o’clock to 10 o’clock p. m., when the 
crowd had dispersed. Dixon and McCar- 
thy would have been arrested on sight. 
The managers of the Puritan club did 
everything possible to arrange matters so 
the contest could proceed, but nothing 
could be done. 

The Puritan club consulted counsel, 
and, although informed that it would 
not be legal to arrest men on charges 
that they were about to commit a 
misdemeanor and confine them in 
jail without bail, pending an investi- 
gation of these charges, the authorities 
remained obdurate, and the club sorrow- 
fully declared the fight off. Dixon and 
McCarthy were both in Long Island City. 
As soon as it ‘vas learned that warrants 
had been issued for their arrest they were 
taken back to New York.

Latest Scheme for Making the 
Free Coinage Bill a Law. 


OWENBY GIVEN A NEW TITLE. 


A Witness Refers tc Him asa “Vocal 
Capitalist'’—Many Abuses in United 
States Courts Found to Exist—Order of 
Business Acranged by Republicans. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—Secret confer- 
ences have been going on for several days 
among the Republican managers of the 
free coinage movement and the Demo- 
cratic managers, The purpose of th’s was 
not known until Senator Stewart gave 
notice of his intention to attach the Vest 
bill, which passed the senate, to some ap- 
propriation bill. After long conference it 
was decided to engraft it on the pension 
bill, as it was thought this would force 
the president to sign it, should it go 
through both houses. 

The plan was to hold the pension bill 
back until two or three days before ad- 
journmeut, thus making the issue direct. 
If the president should veto it, the pen- 
sion bill would fail and necessitate an 
extra session. 

The conferres met again yesterday 
afternoon, however, and now propose to 
use an appropriation bill. They discov- 
ered that there are some Democrats who 
are not disposed to go to the length of 
putting it onthe pension bill, as their ac- 
tion might be construed as unfriendly to 
the soldiers. 

Senator Stewart, however, says that 
they have agreed to stand with them, at- 
taching it to an important appropriation 
bill, but which one has not been fully de- 
termined and will not be until all their 
forces have been consulted. 


A SERIES OF DENIALS. 


By Witnesses Before the Silver Pool In- 
vestigating Committee, 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—Representative 
Perkins uf Kansas was recalled to testify 
before the silver pool committee, Mr. 
Perkins denied that he had e*er 
approached any other person on thesub- 
ject or requested any other person to hayn 
Senator Vest suppress the investigation 
through Mr. Dockery. 

L. J, Cunningham of Atlantic City, 
N. J., a broker doing business in New 
York, testified that he had known Ow- 
enby for eight or tep years. He might 
have had conversations with Owenby on 
the silver question, but he had never told 
Owenby that he knew any senator, repre- 
sentative or government official who was 
interested in silver speculation. The wit- 
ness said he never had any silver deal in 
partnership with Owenby. Owenby, he 
said, had come to his office and stated 
tht he eould buy -.59,000 ounces 
of silver and requested the witness to put 
up the margin forhim. This the witness 
declined to do. Mr. Payne asked what 
security Owenby gave. The witness said 
he gave “jawbone” security and referred 
to him as a‘“‘vocal capitalist.” The wit- 
ness denied positively that he had ever 
mentioned to Owenby the names of any 
persons who were engaged in silver specu- 
lation. Owenby’s indebtedness to him 
was not for services rendered, but for 
money he had loaned him. 

Representative Ketcham of New York 
was recalled and in reply to questions 
said that no senator, representative or 
other government official had told him 
that he had purchased silver. He did not 
recollect stating after his former testi- 
mony thatif the committee had asked 
him the prcper questions before he could 
have thrown more light on the subject. 
He had given all the information he could 
and he knew nothing additional now. 


JUDGES RAKED OVER. 


Iuvestigators Unearth Abuses in Various 
United States Courts, 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—The sub-com- 
inittee of the house judiciary committee, 
which, during the la st session, made an 
extensive investigati on into the practices 
in various courts of the United States, has 
submitted to the full committee a volum- 
inous and exhaustive report which criti- 
cises the practices in various United 
States courts. It finds that a great many 
abuses have sprung up in the administra- 
tion of justice and there is a widespread 
Cisposition on the part of the United 
States commissioners, court officers, 
marsbals and others to make cases largely 
for the purpose of reaping the accruing 
fees. For this class of abuses the report 
advises the adoption of the salary instead 
of the fee system, but it is pointed out 
that in the administration of the law as 
it stands at present, there is great room 
for improvemnt,. 

The practices of, judges and other court 
officials in Alatama, Georgia, West Vir- 
ginia, Massachusetts and Louisiana are 
criticised. Special attention is called to 
the abuse by judges of the power tosus- 
pend the execution of sentence, and a bill 
is submitted to take away from judges 
the right to exercise clemency in this 
manner and to require that they shall 
sentence men convicted and leave their 
pardon, if proper, to the right officers of 
the government. 

The lax methods to which the natural- 
ization laws are administered are also 
severely commented on. Naturalization, 
the-repert says, has become in many 
courts a mere matter of form, and judges 
have permitted this function to be exer- 
cised by their clients. The adoption with 
some few changes of the naturalization 
bill heretofore introduced by Mr. Oates is 
earnestly recommended. 


SENATE’S ORDER OF BUSINESS. 


No Reference to the Election Bill or 
Pending Silver Legislation. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 6.—The Republican 
senators held a harmonious caucus last 
night. The purpose was the arrangement 
of an order of business for the remainder 
of the session, and the outcome was the 
selection of the following measures to be 
considered as far as practicable in the or- 
der named: The eight-hour bill, the 
copyright bill, the Nicaragua canal bill, 
the Paddock pure food bill and the Con- 
ger lard bill (which may be discussed in 
connection, although preference in order 
was assigned to the pure food bill), the 
land court bill, the bankruptcy bill, the 
interstate commerce bili and the Pacific 
railroad refunding bil Appropriation 
bills and conference reports are to have 
the privilege of consideration at any time. 
Nothing was said about the election bill 
or silver legislation. It was understood 
that the order of business above given 
was to be supported by all Republican 
senators.

TRUSTS GET A BLACK EYE. 


They are Not Likely to Thrive Here- 
after in the Hoosier State, 


INDIANAPOLIS, Feb. 6.—The senate has 
passed the most sweeping measure 
that was ever enacted aguinst trusts in 
this state. The bill provides that all 
trusts, pools, contracts, combinations, ar- 
rangements or corporations which at- 
tempt to decrease outputs, control prices 
or limit production, shall be considered 
conspiracies to defraud the people, and 
apy person being a member of such or- 
ganizations shall be subject to a fine of 
$1000 to $5000, and imprisonment from 
two to five years. This provision is made 
to apply to any stockholders or any per- 
son in any way interested init. In cases 
where the compapy is orgauized under In- 
diana laws, the charter is to be forfeited 
in addition to the punishment prescribed 
inthe penal section of the bill. In an- 
other section it is provided that any per- 
son whoisiujared by the operations of 
the trust or pool may sue and recover 
damages in double the sum of the injury 
which his business has suffered.

Ward eliciting the warm and intelligent 
approbation of the audience. ‘The remarks 
of the chairman made previous to the in- 
troduction of the orator of the evening, 
were brief, well digested and appropriate. 

The subject of the address of Mr. Byron 
W. Groce, of Boston, principal of the 
Braintree High school twenty-two years 
ago was ‘‘Book Learning.’’ It was a 
successful effort, possessing in not a few 
respects, rare merit. It was not lengthy, 
but lengthy enough to make plain the 
wisdom of begetting in young people a 
love for books; ‘‘book learning.’*’ We 
hardly think that Mr. Groce would sub- 
scribe to what Byron wrote in ridicule that 
“a book’s a book although there’s nothing 
in’t,”” nor would he advise indiscriminate 
reading. There is a debauchery in read- 
ing as well as in drinking yet the grand 
thing is to have the desire for reading and 
use it and not abuse it. ‘‘ Of books there 
is no end’’ said Solomon and the danger is 
that in acquiring a love for books we 
acquire along with it a love for all kinds of 
books which is bad and to be repented of. 

John Bunyan’s library consisted only of 
the Bible and “‘Fox’s Martyers” and he 
gave it out that if he had had more than 
these he never would have written ‘‘ The 
Pilgrim’s Progress,” The grand thing is 
to acquire the habit of reading when young, 
and exercise it in reading well approved 
books and storing up their contents for 
future use. In urging this, we speak from 
personal experience. Mr. Groce defends 
and believes in ‘“ Book-lore’* and calls it 
self culture, which it really is. 

Miss Bridgham proved herself to be a 
highly entertaining and accomplished 
reader. She received the hearty applause 
of the audience every time she finished 
rendering her selections, which was well 
deserved. 

The entertainment concluded a little 
after 10 o'clock and then after the hall was 
cleared, the grand march and circle fol- 
lowed, consisting of nearly one hundred 
couples. Then dancing began and was 
kept up with great spirit and sociability till 
morning.

FARMERS DICTATING THE TERMS. 


IHinois Republicans May Conclude to 
Iudorse the Farmers’ Candidate 


SPRINGFIELD, Ills., Feb. 7.—The contest 
for the United States senatorship has 
reached acrisis. Representative Moore of 
the Farmers’ Mutua! Benefit association 
appeared before the Kepublican steering 
committee. He suid he had no pledges to 
make except that, if they saw fit to accept 
any of the three men named by the farm- 
ers, the one elected would, he thought, 
carry out fully the dictates of his con- 
science and principle of the Farmers’ 
Mutual Benefit association. 

The farmers have given the Republicans 
until next Tuesday to reach a decision. 
Atter Tuesday the three Farmers’ Mutual 
Benefit association representatives will 
refuse to further participate iv joint bal- 
loting and will demand that the work of 
legislation in both houses be taken up. 

Considerable excitement has been occa- 
sioned by the publication of a letter from 
Col. William R. Morrison, who four years 
ago was the Democratic candidate for 
United States senator. The letter says: 
When Palmer bas liad the continued sup- 
port/of all the Democratic votes a reasona- 
ble time, there will be neither decency nor 
democracy in standiug out and saying if 
he cannot be elected no other Democrat 
shall have the opportunity. 

Five more ballots yesterday for United 
States senator i1esulted: Palmer, 101; 
Oglesby, 100: Steeter 3. Necessary toa 
choice, 103. 

Held a High Government Position. 

CHICAGO, Feb. 7.—John Stillman Lang- 
worthy, for nearly twenty-four years 
deputy comptroller of the currency of the 
United States, died here. Mr. Lang- 
worthy was born in Saratoga Springs, N. 
Y., in 1823. He entered a bank as a clerk 
and rose from one position to another, 
finally accepting the positionof deputy 
comptroller of the currency under Lin- 
coln, and held it until shortly after the 
inauguration of Cleveland, who named 
his successor. 


Convicted of Perjary. 

WORCESTER, Feb. 7.—In the superior 
criminal court, Henry N. Stone of New- 
buryport was convicted of the crime of 
subornation of perjury, in procuring wit- 
nesses to sign an alleged will of his uncle, 
Elbridge Stone of Harvard, The case was 
tried at the May term of last year and the 
prisoner found guilty. A new trial was 
granted by thesupreme courton excep- 
tions, and the case will probably again go 
to the higher tribunal. 


Where is All His Money? 

WORCESTER,Feb, 7.—Clark Wells Hatch 
is stillan inmate of Worcester jail. Great 
surprise is expressed that he has as yet 
been unable to raise the $10,000 required 
to set him free until the meeting of the 
grand jury. This is one of the singular 
incidents of this very mysterions case. 
Hatch is reported to be a wealthy man, 
yet he has been in confinement ever since 
his arrest last Saturday night. 


Followed by Others. 


SILVER RECEIVES A SETBACK. 


The Bland Amendment Rejecte@ by the 
House — Charges Against Ger. Raum 
Not Supported by Evidence—Question- 
able Methods Adopted by Pension 
Attorneys—Other Washingten Topics. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.—The president’s 
proclamation announcing the consumma- 
tion of the great policy of reciprocal trade 
instituted by his administration is the 
general theme of conversation in diplo- 
matic and political circles here. The 
rapidity with which the negotiations were 
carried through is regarded as most re- 
merkable. The scope of its provisions is 
more extensive than anyone here supposed 
could be secured; but it appears that 
Brazil was as anxious in this direction as 
was our government. This is Only the 
forerunner of a number of treaties of 
similar kinds with other South American 
republics and with Mexico. It is alsosaid 
that a treaty with Spain for reciprocity 
with Cuba is weN under way. The only 
two South American countries with which 
bot much progress bad been made in 
negotiating treaties are Chili and Peru. 
This is owing probably to the disturbed 
condition of these governments. It is ad- 
mitted now that it is only necessary to es- 
tablish steamship communications with 
the nations south of us to add enormously 
to the foreign trade of our country. This 
fact, it is hoped by the friends of the ship- 
ping bill, will stimulate the house to 
adopt this measure. Under the present 
conditions we buy $60,000,000 annually of 
Brazil and sell only $8,000,000. Reduced 
duties will do much to adjust this bal- 
ance; but nothing except mail steamship 
lines will bring our commerce to an equal 
and profitable exchange. With these our 
commerce will grow by leaps and bounds. 

The Post publishes several columns of 
interviews by ;telegraph with prominent 
men in all the leading cities of the United 
States in reference to the probable effect 
upon trade and commerce of the United 
States of the Brazil reciprocity agree- 
ment. Sentiment seems generally favor- 
able and the prevailing expression of 
opinion is that the negotiation of this 
treaty, which will no doubt be followed by 
others of similar character, will stimulate 
American manufactures by creating ad- 
ditional markets for the surplus products 
of the United States of all kinds. 


RULED OUT. 


House Votes Against Bland’s Free Coin- 
age Amendment. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.—The free coin- 
age men were defeated in their atcempt in 
the house to incorporate a free coinage 
amendment in the sundry civil appropria- 
tion bill. Bland Thursday night moved 
the amendment, and Dingley raised the 
point of order that it was out of order in 
that, “1,” it changed existing law, and, 
“2.” it was not germane. The chairman 
of the committee of the whole ruled it 
out of order. The free coinage men ap- 
pealed and were defeated, the house sus- 
taining the chair by a vote of yeas 134 to 
nays 127. This was a pretty fair test of the 
strength on a full vote. 

The general opinion concerning the ac- 
tion of the house in sustaining Mr. Pay- 
son’s ruling against the silver bill, is that 
there will be no more silver legislation 
this session. The vote is con~i lered a fair 
test of the strength of free coinage in the 
house, and it is believed that the same re- 
sult will be had if a vote is taken in the 
lower body on the senate bill. 

‘The Republican senators who are advo- 
cates of free coinage will not admit that 
the bill has received its death blow, and 
they say they are prepared to make every 
effort to push the measure in the face of 
the unfavorable conditions confronting 
them. Oneof the free coinage senators 
said to a reporter that he considered those 
Republicans in the house favorable to sil- 
ver legislation, who had voted to sustain 
Mr. Payson’s ruling, had voted us they 
did in order to keep in with the adminis- 
tration. ‘‘But they will understand soon 
enough,” said he, “‘that they have ms. a 
mistake. Free coinage will be the issue 
next campaign, and I am sorry to see the 
Republican party, in the face of this 
knowledge, doing what it hasdone in the 
house.”’ 


PROTECTION FOR VETERANS. 


An Order Calculated to Keep Them Out 
of the Clutches of Pension Sharks. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.—Assistant Secre- 
tary Bussey sent a letter tothe commis- 
sioner of pensions, calling his attention to 
a number of printed circulars, copies of 
which he enclosed, indicating that he re- 
garded as unprofessional and illegitimate 
methods employed by certain pension at- 
torneysin soliciting and procuring besi- 
ness. The circulars, as a rule, stated that 
the pensioner to whom they were sent 
was rated too low and that by applying to 
the agent a handsome increase could be 
speedly obtained. Others claim to have 
superior facilities at their command. In 
neary every instance a direct promise is 
made to get the pension allowed with no 
trouble or expense to the petitioner. The 
assistant secretary says of this class of at- 
torneys: 

The allurements which they hold out to 
the soldiers are based upon false pretences, 
tending to mislead the honest but misin- 
formed applicants, and at the same time 
prey are calculated to arouse among the 
soldiers the prejudices which follow the 
inevitable disappointment to which they 
are thereby exposed by irresponsible 
agents. I respectfully suggest, therefore, 
in order to restrain and, if possible, to ex- 
tinguish this obvious evil, that you notify 
all attorneys who are prosecuting pension 
claims before your bureau that hence- 
forth they must forward to your office 
copies of all circhlars that may be pre- 
pared by them for distribution through 
the mails or otherwise in soliciting pen- 
sion claims; and any attorney who shall 
be guilty hereafter of such publications 
as are indicated here should be promptly 
reported to the secretary for disbarment 
from the practice before the department. 
The veterans must be protected from such 
illigitimate methods of business. 


GEN. RAUM EXONERATED, 


Substance of the Report Returned by the 
Investigating Committee. 


WASHINGTON, Feb, 7.—The special com- 
mittee of the house, which investigated 
the charges against Gen. Raum, the com- 
missioner of pensions, has completed its 
report of the inquiry, and Representative 
Morrill, tue chairman of the committee, 
will subinit it to the house at once. The 
report was agreed to by the three Repub- 
lican members of the committee and a

Once More a Candidate for Presi- 
dential Honors.

HIS RECIPROCITY POSITION 


Sure to Bring Him Success in the Next 
E ection, So His Friends Think—Ques- 
tion of Vice President a Side Issue. 


Boston, Feb. 7.—A Washington’ special 
to The Herald says: 

Secretary Blaine is a presidential can- 
didate from this time on, and thinks he 
sees victory ahead, both in the party con- 
vention and in the general campaign. He 
was only waiting to see how his efforts at 
negotiating reciprocity agreements with 
countries south of us turped out. 

Now that he has gotten Brazil’s consent, 
he hopes to use it as a lever to bring all 
the other countries he has on his list into 
line. Hetook Brazil first as being, for 
many reasons, likely to yield, and as 
being, when captured, most valuable in 
dealing with her rivals. 

To get Sprtin’s consent for Cuba might 
have been impos-ihie if Brazil had not 
been at first secure!. After Cuba will 
come Mexico, and even the reluctant 
Chili and the Argentine Republic. 

Blaine sees his policy—which Harrison, 
Reed, McKinley, Aldrich and all the other 
Republican leader, first ignored and, on 
account of Blaine’s appeal to tbe people, 
finally disterted in the paragraph which 
Blaine forced into the McKinley bill— 
promising as great results as he had pre- 
dicted for the present stage. 

Naturally he feels that his success ought 
to make him president, just as his failure, 
even under the difficult conditions im- 
posed upon him by his own party enemies, 
would bave buried him forever. He has 
kept very quiet. He has had his friends 
deny that he would be acandidate. But 
now that the time for “lying low” is be- 
ginning to pass, his friends are availing 
themselves of his success to draw con- 
trasts which point te the necessity of 
nominating him. 

“Blaine and business’’ is their rallying 
cry. They do not care much who is nomi- 
nated for vice president, but would proba- 
bly prefer Alger. 


A NANTICOKE MINE ABLAZE. 


An Underground Furnace Which May 
Not Be Quenched for Many Months, 


READING, Pa, Feb. 7.—A gas feeder in 
No. 7 lift of No.4 slope of tne Susque- 
hanna Coal company at Nanticoke was ig- 
nited by men who were driving new open- 
ings. The feeder rapidly increased. until 
the flames spread along the face of the 
workings, setting fire to the coal and 
driving the men to the surface. In a short 
time the interior was a mass of flames, 
roaring like a-furnace and threatening to- 
tal destruction to the entire underground 
workings. Preparations were made as 
soon as possible to flood the workings, 
and a trough 2700 feet long was thrown 
down the slope to carry the water into the 
mine. The trough has just been com- 
pleted, and a large volume of water is now 
pouring down the slope. Whether this 
will extinguish the flames is a question 
which no one can decide as yet. In any 
case the work of flooding the mine may 
require months, and in the meantime 
hundreds of miners will be idle. 


Many Workmen: Thrown Ont. 

READING, Pa., Feb. 7.—The large bolt 
and nut works of Sternbergh & Son was 
completely destroyed by fire last evening. 
The fire originated in the forging depart- 
ment and quickly spread to the adjoining 
building, including the machine shop, 
threading department, warehouse and 
office, all of which were burned to the 
ground. The loss is estimated at from 
$300,000 to $350,000, with insurance of 
probably $250,000. The firm employed 350 
men and boys, who will be thrown out of 
employment. It is probable that the 
works will be rebuilt at once. Many 
valuable patterns were dlestroyed and tiey 
cannot be replaced. 


Charged with Marder. 

PutnaM, Conn., Feb, 7.—The New York 
detectives arrested in Dayville, Patrick 
Murphy, acomparative stranger in the 
town, on the charge of murdering a com- 
panion in a drinking saloon in New York 
city, Jan. 19, by crushing his head witha 
bottle.

A ROYAL SCANDAL. 


Libel Suit. 


A DISPUTE OVER BACCARAT 


Ends by an Opponent Being Accused of 
Cheating, and He Now Goes to Law 
for His Reputation--Other Foreign 
News of Interest. 


Lonpon, Feb. 7.—The Star says: The 
Prince ot Wales will shortly appear as a 
witness in x court of law. From the ver- 
sions given of the affair it appears that 
during the St. Legerrace week the Prince 
of Wales stayed at Arthur Wilson’s house 
at Doncaster. During his stay the prince 
seems to have played at baccarat with a 
wealthy military baronet and about 
twenty other players. During the course 
of a certain evening the baronet referred,to 
was suspected to be cheated. After some 
consultation among the other players, the 
latter appointed a committee com! 
posed of two ladies and three gentlemen 
to watch the suspected baronet. This 
committee some time later deputed Gen. 
Owen Williams and Lord Coventry to en- 
ter into communication with the baronet 
referred to. Gen. Williams and Lord Coy- 
entry, without personally indorsing the 
charges, fulfilled the unpleasant which 
was assi, ned to them. 

When the baronet was informed that 
he was suspected of winning money at 
baccarat by unfair means he was indig- 
nant and flatly denied the charges made 
against him. The Prince of Wales,dread- 
ing the unpleasant notoriety and dis- 
agreeable comments of the Radical press 
which would be sure to follow if the scan- 
dal was made public, interposed in the 
dispute. The result of the prince’s inter- 
position was thatan arrangement was ar- 
rived at by which the St. Leger week bac- 
caratscandal was tobe hushed up and 
every precaution was to be taken to pre- 
vent the fact that the Prince of Wales had 
been connected with a baccarat dispute 
from reaching the ears of the public. 

One of the stipulations insisted upon by 
the committer of the prince’s friends, and, 
itis said, by the prince himself, was that 
the accused baronet should give a written 
undertaking not to play cards for money 
in the future. On the other hand, the 
baronet’s accusers agree to sign an under- 
taking that they would not mention the 
unfortunate baccarat dispute. These 
agreements or undertakings were duly 
signed by the parties interested, but 1t 
seems, in spite of the silence imposed 
upon all concerned by the documents, 
that the occurrence was publicly discassed 
and commented upon in the aristocratic 
London clubs, 

The baronet was therefore left with but 
two courses to pursue. He had either to 
say nothing and practically admit the 
truth of the accusations made against 
him, orhe must proclaim his innocence 
by takiug legal action against his accus- 
ers. The baronet chose the latter course, 
and, it is now announced, bas served the 
members of the committee of inquiry who 
watched his actions while playing bac- 
carat at Mr. Wilson’s house with writs 
in action for libel which he has brought 
against the committee. 

The baronet in his suit has retained the 
service of Mr. Gill as his counsel, and the 
committee has retained the services of 
Sir Charles Russell, M. P., and of George 
Pitt Lewis, M. P., anda most interesting 
trial may be the outcome of the affair. In 
the meanwhile the military baronet’s fel- 
low officers have advised him to retire 
from the service pending the result of the 
trial. The baronet  concladed to 
adopt the suggestion, and has volun- 
tarily retired from the army.

Privileges, 


Credit to Our Congressman in Bringing 


Matter to Attention of Government, 


Congressman Morse secured by an act of 
Congress at the jast session, a preliminary 
examination of Town River in Quincy with 
a view to its improvement. 

He succe veded in securing a favorable report 
fr8m Col. S. M. Mansfield, Lieut. Col. of 
Ergineers, who recommends an appropria- 
tion of $20,000 by the next Congress, for 
the improvement of Town River, and Col. 
Mansfield’s recommendation is endorsed by 
the Secretary of War and transmitted to 
Congress. 

It remains to be seen if Congressman 
Morse can get the appropriation through 
the next Democratic House of Representa- 
tives, The people of Quincy can be sure 
he will try. 

Col. Mansfield’s reports are as follows: 

Preliminary Examination. 
UNITED STATES ENGINEER OFFICE, 
Boston, Mass., November 1, 1890 

GENERAL: In compliance with instruc- 
tions contained in letter from your office 
dated September 20, 1890, I have the honor 
to submit the following report of a pre- 
liminary examination of Town River, 
Massachusetts, provided for in the river 
and harbor act approved September 19, 1890. 

Town River is a small tidal river debouch- 
ing into Weymouth Fore River, and lies 
entirely within the limits of the city of 
Quincy. It is about 13 miles long from its 
mouth at Quincy Point to the upper 
wharves of the city, where lumber and 
granite are handled, and where large 
amounts of coal and heavy merchandise 
would be transferred were the facilities for 
navigating the river improved. 

The upper half of the river (three- 
fourths of a mile) has a very narrow and 
crooked channel, carrying about 1} feet of 
water at low tide, and this is the region 
demanding improvement to the extent of 
securing 4 feet of water through a channel 
200 feet wide. With this accomplished, 
valuable wharf privileges will be given the 
city of Quincy in addition to those already 
established, for the channel will run near 
to one bank of the river. 

During the past year about 300 cargoes 
of granite (30,000 to 40,000 tons) have been 
shipped, and over 40 cargoes of lumber 
landed, measuring 2,500,000 feet and three 
cargoes of brick. About 35,000 tons of 
coal for Quincy were landed at the wharves 
at the mouth of the river (Quincy Point,) 
a large portion of which would be delivered 
near the center of the city, and about 2 
miles of teaming would be saved with an 
improved river. 

I think the river worthy of improve- 
ment, and recommend an allotment of $450 
for a survey upon which to base a plan and 
estimate for the work.

The Engineer's Survey. 
UNITED STATES ENGINEERS OFFICE, 
Boston, Mass., December 31, 1890. 

GENERAL: I have the honor to forward 
herewith a report of Mr. Sophus Haagen- 
sep, Assistant Engineer, on the survey of 
Town River, Massachusetts, made in 
accordance with Department instructions 
of November 4, 1890, and to comply with 
the provisions of the river and harbor act 
of September 19, 1890. 

A tracing of the survey is aiso submitted. 

The report of the preliminary examina- 
tion is dated November 1, 1890, and I re- 
spectfully invite attention to it fora general 
description of the river, for its commercial 
importance, and the reasons for making the 
survey. 

The survey shows that the natural chan- 
nel of the river is sufficiently capacious to 
accommodate its present and prospective 
commerce to a point within 4,500 feet of 
the head of navigation. 

From this point I respectfully recommend 
that the channel be improved by dredging, 
so that it shall be 100 feet wide, 4 feet deep 
at mean low water, as indicated on the ac- 
compenying chart. 

The cost of this improvement is estimated 
as follows: 

Dredging 80,000 cubic yards, at 

23 cents, $18,400 

Contingencies, 1,600 


Total, $20,000

All Mail Matter Is Counted. 

Persons who read the reports of the 
number of pieces of mail matter handled 
at the New York postoffice may have 
wondered how the figures were obtained. 
The explanation is simple: Every piece 
was actually counted. Every employer 
who stamps mail matter must keep an 
accurate account of the number of pieces 
he handles and must makea daily report 
of the amount of work he has done. He 
must not only give the grand total, but 
tell what part was in each of the four 
classes of mail matter, and also how the 
pieces reached the postoffice. 

The letters, etc., are mailed at the 
postoffice, in which case they are known 
as ‘‘drops,” collected by carriers, arrive 
by trains, or, in the case of foreign 

.itter, are brought by steamers. <A 
-eport must be made of every piece 
that comes in by any one of these ways. 

When one considers that an average 
of about 600,000 letters alone reach the 
- eral postoffice here every day, it will 
oe seen that the task of counting them 
isa bigone. Leta person count 1,000 
and then try to get some idea of the 
labor involved in keeping a record of 
1.000 times that many, and his head will 
swim at the thought. As the counting 
is done by a number of men, and the 
letters are subdivided into batches, the 
labor is not so enormous as might at 
first be supposed.—New York Tribune. 


Disposing of an Office Seeker. 

“The art of putting the right men in 
the right places,” Talleyrand once said,

Bad Fix—The Storm Elsewhere. 


Boston, Feb. 9.—A storm began here 
Saturday night. At 6o’clock snow first 
began falling and at 9 o’clock the storm 
had assumed a threatening appearance. 
The wind blew strongly, with a heavy fall 
of large, wet flakes, that adhered to the 
telegraph and other wires, and there was 
every prospect of another blockade in 
telegraphic communication. Between 9 
and 11 o’clock two inches of wet snow fell, 
but at the latter hour the snow became 
dry, and until the end of the storm at 7 
o’clock Sunday evening, the storm had no 
power to do much damage. 

The snow tall was nearly six inches, but 
the flakes were feathery and therefure 
light. The melted snow measured ony 
.8inch. The maximum wind velocity was 
thirty-eight miles, northeast. Last night’s 


weather map showed nothing of the 
storm; it had passed seaward. There 


were still a few clouds left down east, and 
the snow had not ceased falling at Nan- 
tucket. 

The steam railroads felt the snow very 
little, the snow being too light to bother, 
The same lightness and dryress of the 
snow also operated in favor of the tele- 
phone and telegraph wires. It would not 
stick to them, therefore no trouble was 
reported from sagging wires or breaking 
poles. 


IN THE NORTHWEST. 


North Dakota Appears to Be the Only 
Steate Exempt from the Blizzard. 

Str. PAuL, Feb. 9.—At noon yesterday 
snow began to fall in this city and 
there is a promise of a blizzard. The 
storm is pretty general in the northwest, 
except in North Dakota. In South Dakota 
the storm that was raging at Rapid City 
has extend do- r‘he ntire state, Aber- 
deen, Huron, vierre and other points re- 
perting a very severe blizzard. At Pierre 
the worst blizzard since 1858 has been rag- 
ing since Saturday night. The thermom- 
eter went as low as 20 below Sunday 
morning. Trains will start out, but it is 
doubtful if they will be abie to get 
through. At Huron the storm which set 
in at midnight Saturday night has de- 
veloped into a gigantic blizzard, almost 
equal in fnry to that of January, 1888. It 
raged all day, the wind blowing at a 
velocity of from thirty-five to forty miles 
au hour. 

At7o’clock last night the thermometeriu 
this city was 24 below zero, It was 16 be- 
low at St. Vincent, Minn.; 12 below at 
Minnedoss, 4 below at Morehead, Minn.; 
2 below at Bismarck and 8 below at Fort 
Biferd. The blizzard did not appear in 
North D kota last night, but was con- 
fined to South Dakota, Nebraska, Iowa, 
Minnesota and Wisconsin, being severest 
in South Dakota. 


ALBANY’S PLIGHT. 


In About the Same Condition as New 
York Was Two Weeks Ago. 


ALBANY, Feb. 9.—The effects of the 
stormin this city can be summed up 
briefly by saying that the present condi- 
tions here are, on asmaller scale, ex actly 
what they were in New York city two 
weeks ago. The telephone service is sus- 
pended; the streets are in darkness be- 
cause it would be dangerous to turn on 
the current among thetangled and broken 
wires; the electric cars have ceased run- 
ning for a like reason; the fire alarm cir- 
cuits are down and many telegraph wires 
are useless. ‘The damage to the telephone 
company is estimated at $10,000. 


Wires Down and Orchards Reined. 

AUBURN, N. Y., Feb. 9.—A violent snow- 
storm set in about 3 o’clock Saturday 
afternoon and continued without abate- 
ment until midnight. The snow was wet 
and soon the telegraph and telephone 
wires began going down in all directions 
and large numbers of fruit and shade 
trees were broken down and ruined. The 
snow is now frozen solidly to the wires 
an.l great damage has been done to the 
large orchards. Falling telegraph, tele- 
phone and fire alarm wires coming in con- 
tact with electric light and electric rail- 
road wires caused much alarm among 
p-destrians, The mayor ordered the 
electric light and electric railroad dyna- 
mos stopped, leaving the city in darkness 
and without railroad facilities. The 
buildings of the old Sheldon Axle works, 
which were being fitted up as aforge 
works, took fire: and, owing to the de- 
moralization of the fire alarm circuits, 
was burned, together with the machinery 
which was being set up by the forge com- 
pany. Loss estimated at $10,000, 


In Nebraska. 

OMAHA, Feb. 9.—A heavy snowstorm 
has been raging here since Sunday morn- 
ing. Reports from all portions of the 
stute show that the storm was very se- 
vere. In the northwestern part of the 
state the blizzard has been raging for 
tweive hours, and the people dare not 
veiture away from their homes, In the 
southern part of the state snow is re- 
ported very heavy and has drifted ten feet 
deep. 


In Other Places. 

SARATOGA Sprincs, N. Y., Feb. 9.— 
A foot anda half pf snow fell here dur- 
ing Saturday night and Sunday morning, 
and the storm continues.

CFF THE JERSEY COAST. 


Norwegian Steamer, Supposed to Be the 
Simon Dumois, Goes to the Bottom. 


New Yorks, Feb. 9.—Another steamer is 
reported sunk almost on the spot where 
the ill-fated Viscaya went down a few 
months azo. The vessel is supposed to be 
the Norwegian fruit steamer Simon Du- 
mois, which left this port on Wednesday 
last for Cuba, As yet, nothing has been 
heard of or from any of thecrew. The 
first tidings of a disaster were brought 
here by Frank Kelley, a pilot en boat No. 
12. Kelley reports that on the 5th inst. he 
passed close to the wreck of a vessel, with 
three masts standing, projecting about 
twenty feet above the water. The posi- 
tion of the vessel was about lon. 73 78, lat. 
8919. The vessel lay with her head to the 
north. Her masts were pole masts, scraped 
and varnished, flat trucks, wire rigging 
and signal halliards rove at the mizzen. 
A short distance away was a sunken three- 
masted schooner, whose cargo consisted 
wholly or in part of petroleum, as a large 
quantity of oil was floating on the surface 
of the sea. No wreckage was to be seen 
floating about. 

Inquiry among the steamship men 
brought out facts enough to fix beyond a 
doubt the identity of the vessel as the Si- 
mon Dumois, ofa fl-et of fruit steamers 
plying between New York ané Cuban 
ports, all owned by Norwegians. Capt. 
Juhan Kanitz was in charg> of the Simon 
Dumois, with a crew of sixtecn mer. The 
vessel wns a new one, of 448 tuns, and 
hailed from Bergen, Norway. She was 
chartered for the present tripto H. Du- 
mois & Co., fruit importers. Her cargo 
was valued at abont $22,000. Matanzas, 
Cuba, was the vessel’s destination, where 
she was to be reloaded with sugar. 


HARRINGTON'S CIRCULAR. 


Trish Rishops Protest Against ‘“*Pack- 


ing’—Harrington's Hint. 

DvB.itn, Feb. 9.—Several Irish bishops, 
following the example set by Archbishop 
Walsh, have written letters to the clergy 
of their diocese in opposition to Mr. Har- 
rington’s appeal to the members of the 
National league to reorganize in view of 
the coming general elections. Archbishop 
Walsh advised clerical members of the 
league tocombat such Parnellite *‘pack- 
ing” by refusing to join in the trickery. 

In reply to Archbishop Walsh, Mr. Har- 
rington says that the are bixsh p mis- 
judges the obj-ct of the leacue’s circular, 
which is similar to those issued annually 
by the league. Mr. Harrington says that 
he informed Messrs. Dillon and O’Brien 
before issuing the circnlar that in conse- 
quence of the collapse of the American 
tour, he bad determined to ask the league 
branches to help evicted tenants. Mr, 
Harrington advises the archbishop not to 
commit the priests too hastily toa policy 
which will lead to two hostile camps in 
every parish. 


PERJUROUS POLES. 


A Society of ‘‘Avengers’ Who Make a 
Specialty of Cheating Justice, 


SHENANDOAH,Pa., Feb. 9.—William and 
George Butsairage, Matt Moldazes and 
John Lalurnikus, four Poles, have been 
committed to jail in default of $2500 bail 
each, for murderously clubbing and stab- 
bing five of their fellow countrymen, who 
were instrumental in havingu friend of 
one of the accused sent to jail for assault 
and highway robbery. The men named 
are ringleaders of a society which has for 
its main object the avengiug of wrongs 
done its members,-and the payment of all 
expenses of members who get into trouble 
before the courts. The discovery of the 
society's existence is of great importance. 
Of late it has been almost impossible for 
the commonwealth to convict Poles of 
crimes on account of the vast amount of 
testimony put iu favor of the accused. 
This kind of testimony is now believed to 
bave been supplied by professional wit- 
nesses, members of the society. 


TWO MORE ATTACHMENTS 


Levied Upon Clark W. Hatch, the Insur- 
ance Man, Who is Still in Jail. 

WonrcesTER, Feb. 9.—Clark Wells 
Hatch, the Boston insurance agent, is 
still in jail, his efforts to get bail having 
been unsuccessful. Hedeclines to make 
any statement for publication. 

Saturday an attachment in $5000 was 
levied upon him in an action of contract 
brought by the Travellers’ Accident In- 
surance company of Hartford,and another 
attachment of $15,000 is ready to be served 
onaccount of the same company. Mr. 
Hatch must satisfy the attachments be- 
fore he can he set free. If he secures the 
original $10,000 he will be immediately re- 
arrested, aud held to await the furnishing 
of satisfactory security in the other cases. 

Nobody here knows what these attach- 
ments are for, but the inference is that 
other cases of crooked dealing have been 
discovered by an ipvestigation which the 
company has set on foot intu the business 
of its Boston agency. 


Couldn’t Stand Disgrace, 

BRIDGEPORT, Conn., Feb. 9.—George F. 
Dibble of New Milford was locked up 
charged with stealing several hundred 
dollars’ worth diamonds and jewelry from 
his boarding house mistress. Dibble 
made two attempts to end his life. First 
he hanged himself to his cell door with 
his suspenders, but was discovered. Later 
he tried to dash out his brains against the 
wall of his cell. 


Jealous of Afcican Possessions. 

BERLIN, Feb. 9.—The Hamburger Nach- 
richten objects to Chancellor Von Caprivi 
throwing che responsibility for Germany’s 
present colonial policy on Prince Bis- 
marck. Itsays: “His public announce- 
ment of the value of English friendship is 
quite different from Prince Bismarck’s 
note on documents to the same effect, and 
is likely to encourage English ascendancy 
in Africa.” 


Elever Went Down, 

LonpDoN, Feb. 9.—The steamer Chis- 
wick, bound from Cardiff to St. Nazaire, 
with a cargo of coal, struck a sand bank 
off the Scilly Islands. The captain and 
ten seamen were drowned. Eight men, 
who had life belts around them, clung to 
an overturned lifeboat for sevea hours un- 
tilthey were rescued by a boat froma 
lightship. 


Surprised Bank Officials. 

Fort WayneE, Ind., Feb. 9.—Bank rob- 
bers made a raid at Ridgeville, Ind., se- 
curing $3400. When the officials opened 
the bank at the usual hour they found the 
vault, which was provided with a time 
lock and was thought tw be burglar proof, 
had been drilled and blown open and its 
contents abstracted. 


Was Forif*tive Years on the Rail. 

SARATOGA SprinGs, N. Y., Feb. 9.— 
Jacob Myers, one of the oldest locomotive 
engineers in America, is dead, aged 72. He 
is known to raiiroaders all over the country 
aud was a*prominent Knight Templar. 
He had never had an accident during his 
forty-five years of service, 


OPEN TO CEN. NEW. 


He Can Have the Vacant Port- 
folio if He Wants It. 


WOULD BENEFIT MR. HARRISON 


In the Coming Campaign, Owing to the 
General’s Vast Knowledge—Congress 
Trying to Get Through by March 4. 


New Yonk, Feb. 9.—A gentieman of 
more than local prominence, who has long 
been identified with public affairs, and is 
thoroughly informed regarding the inside 
workings of the .present administration, 
and who has just returned from a visit to 
Washington, said: 

“At 5 o'clock on Thursday afternoon last 
President Harrison cabled Gen. John C. 
New, consul general at London, to come 
to Washington at once. It will be re- 
membered that when President Harrison 
was making up his cabinet, Gen. New was 
very anxious to be appointed the secre- 
tary of the treasury. He had been treas- 
urer and assistant secretary of the treas- 
ury, and his ambition impelled him to 
seek the teeasuryship. But his friends 
urged upon him that he could not then 
afford to sacrifice the consul-generalship 
for the position of secretury of the treas- 
ury. The consul generalship would cer- 
tainly yield him $25,000 annually, and be- 
sides would give many legitimate oppor- 
tunities of adding to it. Indiana has 
fallen into very bad form politically, and 
the president and his friends are much 
disgusted. The prominent candidates for 
the treasury portfolio are in the follow- 
ing order: Ex-Governor Foster of Ohio, 
William H. McKinley of Ohio, and Cor- 
nelius M. Bliss of New York. But unless 
Gen. New deciles that the handsome in 
come from the consul generalship, with 
its freedom from care, is better than the 
secretaryship with its perplexities, (leav- 
ing out the impulses of ambition) he will 
probably be the next secretary of the 
treasury. This isthe settled opinion of 
those whoare best informed 4s to th 
president’s purpose. 

“When Gen. N-w was here on a recent 
leave of absence, he frequently rode out 
with the president so that they could talk 
without interruption. Outside of the per- 
sonal relations existing between the pres- 
ident and Mr. New, theJatter’s ownership 
of The Indianapolis Journal, and the in- 
fluence he can wield in politics in In- 
diana in the coming presidential cam- 
paign, in which Mr. Harrison is an ac- 
knowledged candidate, is a feature enter- 
ing into the president’s choice of an im- 
portant cabinet officer. In case the policy 
of the administration on the Bebring sea 
and fisheries questions become heroic, 
the advice and judgment of Gen. 
New will be of the greatest value. 
It is known that he has _ studied 
the whole question thoroughly from 
an international standpoint. As he 
isa man of great discretion and caution, 
besides being thoroughly American, his 
views will be of the greatest importance 
to Mr. Harrison, who fully realizes this. 
This fact alone makes Gen. New the 
strongest possible candidate for the secre 
tary of the treasury. The objection that 
his appointment would make two cabinet 
officers from Indiana will weigh as 
nothing with the president, for the same 
thing has occurred before.”’ 


APPROPRIATION BILLS 


Will Occupy the Time of the Senate and 
House This Week. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—The two branches 
of congress have made rapid progress dur- 
ing the past week in the trapvsaction of 
public business, but there is a general dis- 
position at the Capitol to do even more 
work daily henceforward The lengthen 
ing of the legislative day in the senate ix 
expected to result in final action before 
March 4, not only upon all the annual ap- 
propriation bills, but also upon the rather 
long list of measures selected by the Re- 
publican caucus for advancement’ because 
of their public importance. So the week 
in the senate will probably be devoted tc 
the consideration of the appropriation 
bills made ready in time for action and 
such measures upon the cauc’is program 
as can be reached. The naval appropria- 
tion bill, itis said, will be called up as 
soon as fina: action is reached on the 
eight-hour bill, and the District o. 
Columbia and diplomatic and consular 
appropriation bills will be reported from 
committee during the week. The other 
measures that wiil probably intervene are 
the copyright bill, the Indian depreda- 
tions bill and the Nicaragua canal bill. It 
is within the bounds of possibility that 
an effort will be made to attach a free 
silver coinage rider to oneof the appro 
priation bills, in which case some delay in 
carrying out the remainder of the pro- 
gram may result. 

In the House. 

The appropriation bills will probably 
continue to absorb nearly all the time oi 
the house for some days to come and the 
prospect for any general legislation dur- 
ing this week is not bright. The District 
of Columbia committee is entitled to the 
floor to-day and is making an earnest ef- 
fort to secure the day for local legislation, 
but Mr. Cannon does not intend to permit 
anything to intervene while the sundry 
civil Lill is pending in the house, if he can 
prevent it, The other appropriation bills 
are on the calendar awviting action, and 
itis likely that their consideration will 
consume practically the whole of the 
week. There are a number of other mat- 
ters.including the shipping bill and sundry 
election contests on which action by the 
house is very earnestly desired, but it is 
the understanding among the Republi- 
cans that the appropriation bills shall 
have right of way at all times. 

The silver bill and the report of the 
Raum investigating committee are sub- 
jects which may be precipitated upon the 
house during the week, but in what form 
it is impossible to predict. 


In Congress, 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—In the senate, it 
was decided that alight and fog signal 
station should be established near Butler 
flats, New Bedford. Evening sessions 
were ordered by a vote of 32 to16. The 
bill for the adjustment of accounts under 
the eight-hour law was amenied, ordered 
to a third reading and then recommitted 
to the committee on education by a vote 
of 27 to 24. 

In the house, the World’s fair clause ef 
the sundry civil appropriation bill was 
disposed of in committee. The death of 
Representative Phelau of Tennessee was 
announced. 


John C. Ellis, ex-representative and ex- 
senator of the Rhode Island legislature 
and ex-postmaster of East Greenwich, 
died in Warwick, R. L, from the effects 
of a fall. He was secretary and treasurer 
of the Rhode Isiand Insurance company. 


WORKINGMEN SPEAK - UP. 


They Allege That World's Fair Directors 
Have Violated an Agreemen', 


CnIcaco, Feb. 9.—At a regular meeting 
of the Trades Labor assembly, a body said. 
to represent 47,000 workingmen,and one of 
whose membeis was given a seatin the 
World’s fair directory in recognition of 
the $300,000 subscribed by the working- 
men to the guarantee fund of the fair, a 
number of speeches of a violent nature 
were indulged in against the directory for 
an indicated intention of refusing to 
recognize union labor on the buildings of 
the expositionin violation of their pledges. 
The following resolutions were carried 
without opposition and amid cheers, and 
acommittee appointed to act with simi- 
lar committees from the Central Labor 
union and the Carpenters’ council: 

Resolved, That we, as union men, pro- 
test against the treacherous action of the 
directors of the World’s Columbian ex- 
position, and unless immediate action is 
taken by that body to redeem their im- 

lied pledges given in regard to union 
abor, that we shall deem it our duty to 
oppose in every way any further legisla- 
tion, either municipal, state or’ national, 
in favor of said World’s Columbian ex- 
position; and we hereby recommend all 
workingmen who have subscribed for 
said stock to decline to pay any further 
assessments until proper sssurances are 
given by the directors that said implied 
pledges will be kept. ~- 

Resolved, That if Pricer ae | assur- 
ances are given by the directors that their 
indicated action will be changed we shall 
deem it our duty to ask the c@operation 
of every body of organized labor through- 
out the country to assist us in making 
our protest emphatic. 


ITALY’S NEW CABINET. 


It is Headed by Marquis di Rudini— 
Crispi Bids His Associates Farewell. 


Rome, Feb. 9.—The following cabinet 
was officially announced to-day, with the 
probable addition of Sig. Villari as min- 
,ister of education: 

Marquis di Rudini, premier, minister of 
foreign affairs ad interim and minister of 
marine; Sig. Colombo, minister of finance; 
Sig. Nicotera, minister of the interior; 
Sig. Luzzatti, minister of the treasury; 
Sig. Pelloux, minister of war; Sig. Branca, 
minister of public works ad interim, and 
minister of posts and telegraphs; Sig. 
Ferrais, minister of justice. - 

The formation of the foregoing ministry 
was the result of the collapse of the pro- 
jected combination having Sig. Saracco at 
its head. 

Sig. Crispi yesterday took farewell of 
the officials of the interior and foreign 
offices. 

The leading Italian newspapers do not 
look with favor upon the new ministry 
and they express the opinion that it will 
be short lived. Of the new ministers Sig. 
Nicoter and Sig. Branca are members of 
the Left, Sig. Pelloux is neutral and the 
others belong to the party of the Right. 
With Sig. Saracco not in the cabinet, 
Catholic support of the new ministry is 
very uncertain. 


HAS GIVEN AWAY MILLIONS. 


Baron Hirsch’s Generous Contribution 
for the Benefit of Hebrew Immigrants. 

New YORK, Feb. 9.—It was announced 
in Wall street that Baron Hirsch had 
cabled to Jesse Seligman, representing the 
trustee of the Hirsch fund for the benefit 
of Hebrew immigrants, to draw on him 
for [12,000,000, or abuut $2,400,000, for the 
prosecution of the work. From the in- 
come poor Hebrews, and especially those 
driven to America by their troubles in 
Russia, will be provided with homes and 
farms. Schoolhouses will be built, and in 
other ways Hebrew immigrants are to be 
assisted. 

Mr. Seligman says that the charities of 
Baron Hirsch to the pvor of his race in 
Austria and other parts of Europe already 
amount to $12500,000. Baron Hirsch 1s 
55 years old, has a wife and no children, 
and is reported to have a fortune of $100,- 
000,000. Heisan intimate friend of the 
Prince of Wales, and became prominent 
in Paris a short time ago when he quietly 
bought the building occupied by the 
Jockey’club and notified the clubto move 
out. Theclub had refused to admit him 
asamember. Hischarities to Hebrews 
of America already, it is said, amouut to 
$750,000. 


PREPARING FOR WAR. 


An Alliance Between Guatemala and Hon- 
duras Against San Salvador. 

City oF MExico, Feb, 9.—It is reported 
that a secret ulliance has been sigued be- 
tween Guatemala. and Honduras against 
Siu Salvador, A Guatemalan dispatch 
says Gen. Cayetane Sanchez died yester- 
day at Faltenango from shot wounds in- 
flicted by soldiers. He was arrested sev- 
eral days ago forinsubordination. Yes- 
terday he attempted to escape, firing at 
the guards, who returned the fire, fatally 
wounding him. Guatemala is preparing 
for war, and bringing her army up to the 
required standard. 


Disappointed Weavers. 

FALL RIVER, Feb. 9.—The weavers in 
Granite mill No. 2 expected to find that 
their pay had been increased Saturday. 
They were working on what is known as 
“sixty-four squares, three-hand,” and had 
been told in a semi-official way, they 
claim, that the price per cut was to be ad- 
vanced 3 cents. The advance did not 
materialize, and the weavers will see the 
superiatendent before going 
again. 


Jobn McKeown’s Kapid Rise. 

PITTSBURG, Feb. 9.—John McKeown, the 
millionaire oil producer, died at his home 
iu Washington, Pa., aged 53. He came to 
this country a poor map twenty-eight 
years ago, and engaged as drillerin the 
upper oil fields. Later he boughtan in- 
terest in an cil well that proved a gusher, 
and atthe time of his death his wealth 
was estimated at $5,000,000.

LONDON, Feb. 9.—The Chronicle this 
morning says: Mail advices show that 
we have lately come dangerously near to 
forfeiting the allegiance of Newfound- 
land. We hope that Lord Salisbury has 
profited from the lesson of such a disre- 
gard of colonial wishes.

The Bible of the Buddhists. 

The bible of the sect is not without 
beauty and high moral as well as poetic 
conceptions. There is much in it of the 
nature of mythology and mysticism, 
which Buddhists do not pretend to un- 
derstand themselves, yet there is much 
toadmire. From a book of extracts and 
translations from the Buddhist bible I 
give a few examples: 


“The p-riect man is: like the lily, un- 
soiled by iie¢ mud in which it grows.” 
Another: *‘The perfect man will not be 


angry with him who brings him evil re- 
ports of himself, lest he be not able to 
judge truthfuily of the matter whereof 
he is accused.” Its moral code contains 
such rules as ‘‘Do not steal;” ‘‘Do not 
lie;” ““Do not kill;” ‘‘Do not be a drunk- 
ard;’ ‘Do not to another what you 
would not wish done to yourself.” 
From these examples it may be observed 
how nearly their moral law runs parallel 
with our own; and that this has exerted 
a potent influence in forming the Chi- 
nese character is evident. Also, that 
they cover the cardinal rules of right 
living in good society none will question. 

The system offers motives in the way 
of rewards for right living and punish- 
ments of evildoing. It develops symp- 
athy, the source of many virtues. It 
teaches the equality of all men. One 
man is better or worse than another 
only as he observes the laws of good so- 
ciety or breaks them.—W. G. Benton in 
Popular Science.

THE POLARIA’S ROUGH VOYAGE. 


She Reaches Port in a Battered Condi- 
tion, Five Days Overdue. 

New York, Feb. 9.—The Hamburg- 

American steamship Polaria, regarding 


whose safety much anxiety has been felt, 
has reached port, five days overdue. Her 


foremast was gone, her engine out of or- 
der, the bulwarks forward of her star- 
board side were replaced with rough un- 
planed boards. It took nearly an hour to 
make the short passage from the battery 
to her dock, where a large crowd of anx- 
ious Germans were awaiting their de- 
layed friends. Capt. George Busch told 
what a narrow escape the passengers and 
crew had from an ocean grave. ‘We left 
Copenhagen on the 16th,” he said, “with 
seventy steerage passengers and a general 
cargo. Fromthe start we encountered 
nasty weather, Jan. 27 was a particularly 
stormy day. At 2:30 in the afternoon a 
gigantic wave struck us forward and tons 
of water came rolling on deck. The first 
mate was on the bridge at the time, and 
above the din of the surging waters he 
heard a sharp crash, and when he rubbed 
the water out of his eyes hesaw the big 
foremast hanging level with the main 
deck over the starboard side. The forward 
bulwarks had been carried away, the 
stairs leading from the quarter deck to 
the main deck were gone, the sheet iron 
end of the cabin compartment forward 
had been burst in, portions of the bridge 
were missing, the iron rail was broken 
like a pipe stem and asmall boat had 
been carried off. The succeeding waves 
were threatening and we had to put oil 
bags out on all sides of the ship in order 
to calm the waters somewhat. The bad 
weather continued until we had passed 
the Newfoundland banks.” 

The accident to the ship to which the 
captain referred created a panic on board, 
but this was speedily quelled. No one 
was injured. Something bappened to the 
engines atthe banks, which delayed the 
vessel coming in. It will probably be 
some time before the Polaria is fit for sea 
again.

DIED AS HE WISHED. 


Ex-Chief Justice John A. Apple- 
ton Suddenly Expires. 


WAS EMINENT AS A JURIST 


And Was for Fifty-seven Years a Member 
of the Legal 
Years Spent on the Supreme Bench. 


Fraternity—Thirty-one 


BANcor, Me., Feb. 9.—The city was 
startled Saturday to hear that ex-Chief 
Justice Jchn A. Appleton was dead. He 
had been ill only a few days. About five 
minutes before noon,as the venerable jur- 
ist and his wife were togetherin their 
apartments, Mrs. Appleton turned fora 
moment to attendto some duty, and as 
she looked in the direction of the judge 
again she saw that his head had dropped 
forward. He had passed away without a 
word and without a sign of pain. It was 
found that death had resulted from heart 
failure. 

One of the most striking things about 
the ex-chief justice’s death was that he 
died just as he had hundreds of times ex- 
pressed a wish todie. He had frequently 
referred to the sectiou of the liiany of the 
Episcopal church where deliverance from 
sudden death is asked, and said that he 
could not agree with that one notion, and 
hoped that when theend came it would 
be without either suffering or warning. 

He was 8 years old. He was born in 
New Ipswich, N. H., and graduated from 
Bowdoin college in 182: . atthe age of 18 
He studied law in pad Ipswich and 
afterv ard with Nathan Dane Appleton of 
Alfred, Me. He began the practice of law 
in Sebec, Piscataquis county, Me., in 1826, 
came to Bangor in 1832 and formed a law 
partnership with the late Hon. E. H. 
Allen, late minister from the Hawaiian 
Islands, afterward with John B. Hill, and 
since the first date has made his Lome in 
Banyor. 

He was appointed reporter of decisions 
by Governor Kent in 1844, appointed asso- 
ciate justice of the supreme judicial court 
in 1852, and chief justice in 1862. He was 
an active member of the legal fraternity 
for fifty-seven years. Thirty-one years of 
that time he was on the supreme bench, 
and during twenty-one years of the latter 
period was chief justice. 

Ex-Chief Justice Appleton has been ip 
many respects one of the most conspicu- 
ous characters in Maine. No one n.an, 
perhaps, has had more to do with mould- 
ing the law of the state and affecting ju- 
risprudence. He was an eminent advo- 
cate, and if he had not been placed on the 
bench would andoubtedly have won 
wealth and success at the bar. The expi- 
ration of his last term as Supreme judge 
expired on Sept. 20, 1883, when John A, 
Peters was appointed to his place as chief 
justice. At that time John Appleton was 
over 79 years ofage, but stillin his full 
vigor, mentally and physically. 

Since the summer of 1883, the judge had 
neither done nor sought mucb practical 
law business. He had been interested in 
the law business of his son, and had also 
attended to his large interests in timber 
lands. Aside from this he had largely de- 
voted his attention to the reading of fic- 
tion and general literature, in which he 
was wonderfully well posted. 

On the evening of Oct. 10, 1883, the bar 
of Bangor and the state gave him a ban- 
quet at the Bangor house. On that oc- 
cassion, men without regard to party, de- 
lighted to do the ex-chief honor. 

Judge Appleton was twice married. He 
leaves a widow and two sons—Frederick 
H. Appleton, ex-county attorney and one 
of the most brilliant young lawyers in the 
state, and Henry Appleton, at present en- 
gaged in the lumber business. 


CARLESS TRACK WALKERS. 


Two Fatalaties on New York “L” Roads. 
Daniel Phelan’s Sad Fate. 

New York, Feb. 9.—Twomen have been 
killed on the elevated railroads in this 
city within twenty-four hours, John 
Drohman, a lamp trimmer, was run over 
by an engiue on the Ninth Avenue branch 
while crossing the tracks. Some time 
during the night Daniel F. Phelan, acir 
cleaner, was struck by an engine onthe 
Third Avenue line and his dead body was 
found in a tool house on the tracks, where 
he had crawled to die. His head had been 
cut open and a trail of blood led from the 
tracks to the little shanty where his body 
was found. There is nothing to show that 
these accidents were not the result of 
the unfortunate victims.

Old Dr. Sylvester Baird does not prac- 
tice now. He is retired upon a very 
fine income, the result of long years of 
practice, very successful too, in a med- 
ical point of view, and being a bachelor 
loves to gather such of his old cronies as 
time has spared about him, unawed by 
the presence of petticoats or the domi-

He did not 
think, barring insanity, that a case of 
poisoning ever occurred among people 
in humble life. He had yet to hear of 
such an instance. Talk as you will, he 
asserted, the humbler classes are the 
closest to God and are the moat obedient 
to his will. 

Dr. Baird, who had his eye bent upon 
the fire while the not unpleasantly vol- 
uble clergyman was talking, looked up 
as he closed and said: ‘‘One of your con- 
cluding remarks somehow reminds me 
of a strange case that came under my 
observation while 1 was in practice in 
one of the largest cities of the United 
States. A watchman was taken sud- 
denly ill while pacing his beat at 2:30 
o’clock in the morning, and was carried 
home. 

“The nearest physician, myself as it 
happened to be, was hurriedly called, 
and hastening thither I found the man 
in great distress. Administering some- 
thing to alleviate his pains, I came to 
the conclusion that it was a case of 
poison by strychnine.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—The eight- hou 
bill was recommitted in the senate to the 
committee on education and labor by one 
majority. That vote is regarded by the 
friends of the measure as its final defeat. 
Announcement was made to that effect 
by Mr. Blair, who is also chairman of the 
committee on education, This statement 
is undoubtedly a fair judgment of the 
friends of the measure, but it is not to 
be inferred vhat all of those who voted in 
favor of the motion to recommit are 
hostile to the general purposes of the bill. 
Mr. Edmunds remarked that the measure 
as it stands was a burlesque, and impos- 
sible ot execution. Other friends of the 
bill were confident that if it could be re- 
cominilted and the suggestions which had 
been made in the course of the debate in- 
corporated in it and reported back to the 
senate at an early day, it would be still 
possible to pass it. It is not certain 
whether the committee on education and 
labor will undertake what the chairman 
of that committee regards as a hopeless 
task to put the measure again before the 
senate, 


REGARDING SILVER. 


The Money Stringency is Three Months 
Old and Now Overcome, 
"WASHINGTON, Feb. 19.—The president 
talks very unreservedly concerning his 
position on the silver question. In con- 
versation with a prominent western Re- 
publican senator , he remarked that there 
was no necessity fer any further silver 
legislation, as present existing law was 
amply sufficient fer all the needs and re- 
quirement of the business interests. All 
that was needed was to give the present 
law a fair test, which it had not yet had. 

All this silver talk, he added, was occa- 
sioned by the stringency in the money 
market which occurred three months ago- 
The country bad passed through this emer- 
gency by theaid and co-operation of the 
treasury department, aud from what he 
could learn from various parts of the 
country and from the business and in- 
dustrial interests there was no demand 
either for free coinuge or atly additional 
silver legislation. In fact, he said, there 
was a decided reaction going on through 
out the country concerning the question. 

Republican Silver Advocates. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—A meeting of 
about afteen Republican representatives, 
including free coinage men and those who 
hold more conservative views on the sub- 
ject, was heid at the house of Representa- 
tive Townsend of Colorado, to discuss the 
present phase of the senate silver bill and 
the prospects of getting the silver ques- 
tion before the house insome shape. The 
sentiment was unanimous that action 
should be taken in the’ matter and the de- 
termination was expressed that the house 
should have an opporinnity to act upop 
the silver question in some form. While 
the extreme silver men were unwilling to 
accept anything that did not embody the 
free c § “4, several more conserva- 
tive tne. aces were discussed,among them 
the free coinage of the American product, 
anda plan of campaign by which itis 
hoped tu bring the house to a vote upon 
the silver question was outlived, though 
not formally agreed upon. 

Representative Willcox of the house 
coinage committee said to a Post re- 


porter that the senate silver bill will be | 


reported from the house coinage commit- 

tee this week. There will be two reports, 
an adverse one, signed by Representatives 
Wickham, Walker, Comstock, Knapp and 
Taylor, Republicans, and Tracy, Willcox 
and Vaux, Democrats, The favorable re- 
port will be signed by Representatives 
Carter and Bartine, Republicans, and 
Bland and Williams, Democrats. The 
Post adds that the ‘meeting‘of silver Re- 
publicans shows that they feel the time 
has come for united action, and that a cau- 
cus of Republican members may be called 
to hear what the silver men may have to 
say. 


NO GEOGRAPHICAL LIMIT 


Concerning the Appointment of Mr. 


Windom,s Successor, 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—The statement 
that the president cabled Consul General 
New on Thursday last, requesting his im- 
mediate presence here, is without any 
foundation in fact. The inference wag 
that the president wanted him to take the 
treasury portfolio. It can be stated on 
the highest authority that the president 
had no such intentions. It is well known 
that New would very much like to have 
had the secretaryship, but there were two 
insuperable obstacles. First, he could not 
afford financially to take the position,and 
again the president could not appoint 
him, baving taken his attorney general 
from Indiana. 

The same conditions confront the presi- 
dent to-day. In alluding tothe selection 
the presider.t said he was still figuring 
onthe problem. He intimated that he 
did not propose tobe hampered by geo- 
graphical lines, Ifa proper person could 
not be found in the west he should turn 
to the east. 


In Congress. 

WASHINGTON, Feb, 10.—In the senate, 
the credentials of Messrs. Voorhees and 
Hansbrough were presented. Reconsider- 
ation was refused the bill to adjust ac- 
counts under the eight-hour law. The 
copyright bill was discussed at great 
length, and the amendment to protect 
lithographs, ete., adopted by a vote of 27 
to 24. 

In the house, the sundry civil appro- 
priation bill was passed. The legislative 
bill was discussed in committee. A reso- 
lution was introduced by Mr. Dingley of 
Maine regarding “riders” to approprias 
tion bills. 


A Swell Affair. 

"ASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—Baron Fava,the

Till ARREST OF PATTI. 


The Singer Te!ls How It Was Accom- 
plished—She Will Prosecnte Her Tor- 
menter. 


Paris, Feb. 10.—Mme. Patti was inter- 

veiwed at the Hotel Bristol with reference 
to her arrest for alleged breach of con- 
tract. She said that the well-known im- 
presario, Zette, met her in London some 
time ago, and engaged her for a series of 
concerts in St. Petersburg. As Zette 
failed to pay a deposit to her manager at 
St. Petersburg, and as he hired asmall 
and unimportant theatre instead of the 
leading theatreas he had promised, she 
considered the engagement broken. She 
consulted Solictor George Lewis, and he 
advised her that she was under no legal 
obligations, and that the contract was 
nullified. On the evening of her fulfilling 
her Berlin engagement, Zette came to 
Berlin from St. Petersburg to try to seize 
her costumes and jewels and to try to pre- 
vent her sizing. Zette was unable to 
procure in time the 1000 marks which it 
was necessary to pay into thecourt asa 
precaution before obtaining an order to 
distrain her effects. The concert was, 
therefore, not interfered with. On the 
following morning, however, a writ was 
served on her, and six men were posted 
outside her hotel to execute it. Mme. 
Patti was unable to pay the 8400 marks 
demanded, having on the previous even- 
ing deposited the proceeds of the concert 
with the Rothsctilis. Her Lerlin agent, 
Mr. Wolf, came to her rescue, and paid 
the armount demanded to thecourt. Mme. 
Patti is intensely indignant over her treat- 
ment. She is convinced that Zette’s ob- 
ject was to frighten her to pay on the spot 
his whole claim of 90,000 marks. She bas 
decided to prosecute Zette for illegal dis- 
traiut. 


OWENBY RELIEVES HIS MIND. 


He Declares He Could Have Told a Great 
Deal More Than Ue Did. 

CHICAGO, Feb. 10.—J. A. Owenby, the 
silver pool witness, has returned from 
Washington. He threatened to bring suit 
against the sergeaut-of-arms of the house 
and others whom he holds responsible for 
his arrest while there. In an interview 
he said he had agreat quantity of evi- 
dence which he was not permitted to give, 
which woul! hav» shown that he and 
Donala, the New York cashier, had an 
explicit undersiandiug. Mr. Owenby ex- 
hibited a number of telegrams signed 
“Donald,” which were evidently in cipher, 
or very guardedly worded, as,their mean- 
ing was not apparent. Oweuby declared 
that a member of congress from Nebraska, 
whose name he gave, offered him $2500 not 
to testify as to the facts known to him in 
regard to the silver pool. 


THE NORTH SALEM MURDER. 


State Evidence Will Not Be Accepted 
from Wood and Murphy. 
ConcorD, N. H., Feb. 10.—With refer- 
ence tothe report published that there 
was a probability that Murphy and Wood 
would turn state’s evidence in the Salem 
murder case trial, and implicate Mrs. 
Reed, wife of the murdered man as ac- 
cessory before tiie fact, Hon. Daniel 
Barnard, attorney geueral, stated toa re- 
porter that there is no likelihood that the 
state willaccept any plea from or enter 
into an arrangement with Murphy and 
Wood that willcontemplate their release. 
PortsmMouTH. N. H., Feb. 10. — Mrs, 
Lucy M. Reed, charged with complicity 
in the murder of her husband, at North 
Salem, was committed to jail without 
bail to await the action of the April term 

of court.

Agricuitural Bequest. 


A POINT REGARDING A TRUST 


Will 
Thompson 
His Will—Long Litigation May Follow. 


ConcorD, N. H., Feb. 10.—Hon. James 
F. Joy, a well known railroad magnate of 
Detroit, arrived in Concord, to discharge 
duties covnected with the administration 
of the estate of the late Benjamin Thomp- 


son of Durham, whose bequest of nearly 


$500,000 for the establishment of an agri- 
cultural college in that town is already fa- 
miliar tothe public. Mr. Joy is one of 
the executors of the will, while the other, 
Elisha R. Brown. a banker of Dover, is 
unable to be here on account of impaired 
health. The counsel for the executors 
are Hon. William I. Foster of this city 
and Hon. Joshua C. Hall of Dover, both 
of whom are here in consultation with 
Mr. Joy. One of the duties of the execu- 
tors, and which was made very emphatic 
in the will, is that they stall personally 
see that in case of the acceptance of the 
trust by New Hampshire, the state shall 
give guarantees of undoubted value. 

New Hampshire has until January next 
in which to accept the trust, and if not 
during that time it will be 
offered, if necessary,successively to Massa- 
chusetts and Michigan, and if rejected by 
all the estate will be distributed among 
the heirs. A bill has already been pre- 
sented to the legislature providing for the 
acceptance of the trust, which, with a few 
brief amendments, will be satisfactory to 
the executors. Zealous advocates of the 
establishment of an agricultural college at 
Durham are endeavoring to induce the 
executors of the Thompson will to use 
their influence in favor of the passage of 
a legislative act providing for the removal 
ofthe present state college to Durham, 
but the executors refuse to comply on the 
ground that in the discharge of their 
duties no question arises, nor is there any 
ground for one to arise, having any con- 
nection with the state college at Hanover. 

The heirs of Mr. Thompson have already 
begun a legal contest over the will, hav- 
ing secured for counse] Hon. John H. S. 
Frink of Greenland and Hon. John Kivel 
of Dover. It is understood that the heirs 
do not question the ability of Mr. Thomp- 
son to have made the will, but the posi- 
tion’they will take is that the state has 
no coustitutional right to hold and ad- 
minister av estate as is provided for in the 
Thompson will, which would require the 
state to hold property and guarantee not 
only the safety ofthe principal but the 
payfhent of acertain rate of annual in- 
terest, and to perform other duties in the 
relation of a trustee, executor or admin- 
istrator on the question. 

Messrs. Frink and Kivel have asked for 
a hearing before a legislative committee 
on Wednesday next in relation to the 
Thompson bill. They will endeavor to 
impress upon the committee their opinion 
that the state constitution cannot ad- 
administer the trust and urge the rejec- 
tion of the bequest rather than to open 
the way for long and expensive litiga- 
tion. 

Hon. Mr. Hill said to a reporter: “The 
state can by a provision of the bill antici- 
pate certain of its conditions,and thus at an 
early day establish the college at Durham, 
that is on the supposition that the present 
litigation should not result in breaking 
the will. The state would have the entire 
income of the property, which as at pres- 
ent invested would leave asmall margin 
in favorof thestaje. It was the wish of the 
testatorthat the state would invest the 
principal, in case it should be allowed to 
run twenty years, in its own securities. 
Tbe personal property has been inven- 
toried at $390,000, while the real estate is 
considerable more than ample to meet all 
personul bequests and other expenses. 


Massachusetts Legislature, 

Boston, Feb. 10.—In the senate a bill 
was reported to apply the grade crossing 
act to a case of several roads crossing at 
the same point. It was reported that it 
would be anconstitutional to require 
railroads to issue passes to members, or 
toallow the state to pay traveling ex- 
penses, and a cunstitutional amendment 
was brought in to cover thecase, The 
house had a quantity of new business, of 
which a great deal was aimed at Bostou 
and particularly the board of police. 
There was also an order for a constitu- 
tional convention. 


Parnell’s Plea, 

LONDON, Feb. 10.--In a letter to the 
chairman of the Irish leadership com- 
mittee of Dublin, Mr. Parnell says: “I 
regret exceedingly to inform you that the 
prospects of asettlement are less promis- 
ing than they appeared at the beginning 
of last wetk. I shall continue, however, 
to do everything in my power to reunite 
Ireland while safeguarding national inter- 
ests, Itrust your committee and similar 
bodies will not relax exertions in my be- 
half.” 

A Question of Religion. 

LonpDoN, Feb. 10.—In the house of com- 
mons, R. F. Causton, Gladstonian mem- 
ber, asked whether Catholics would be 
eligible to Oceupy the position of lord 
chancellor of England or viceroy of Ire- 
land. Sir Richard Everard Webster, the 
attorney general, declined to answer, on 
the ground that eminent lawyers differed 
on the question, which would become 
practical ifany government appointed a 
Catholic to either of those positions, 


Proposed Statue of Gen. Terry. 

New HAVEN, Feb.10.—There will be in- 
troduced before the legislature ina day 
or two a resolution from the Grand Army 
posts of New Haven and Hartford, calling 
for an appropriation for the erection of a 
statue of the late Gen. Alfred H. Terry, 
atthe capitol. It calls for an equestrian 
statue,and although no location is named, 
it is understood that it will be placed on 
the plaza immediately south of the cap- 
itol building. eae 

Big Building Flooded, 

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., Feb, 10.—Fire 
broke out inthe roofef the Massachu- 
setts Mutual Life Insurance company’s 
building and a general aJarm was sounded, 
The blawe was a stubborn one, and before 
it was conquered the entire block of five 
stores was dooded. ‘The entire loss will’ 
not exceed $40,000.

Use of Petroleum Increasing. 

It is an interesting fact that the first 
use to which petroleum was put in Eng- 
land was not that of a luminant. Its 
chemical composition rendered it a most 
useful medium for preserving substances 
which have a strong affinity for oxygen. 
Chemists employed it in preserving po- 
tassium and metals possessed of kindred 
qualities. Hot naphtha, it was discoy- 
ered, dissolved phosphorus and sulphur, 
and deposited them on cooling. It was 
found to be, too, an excellent solvent for 
gutta percha, caoutchouc, camphor, 
fatty and resinous bodies generally, and 
hence it was extensively used in the arts 
for these purposes. Its great use, how- 
ever, is as a source of artificial light, and | 
notwithstanding the present use of coal | 
gas and electric lighting the employ- 
ment of petroleum for this purpose still 
increases.—Chambers’ Journal. 


Will Not Stay Down. 

The engineers on the Fairhaven and 
Southern railroad in Oregon have struck 
another natural phenomenon only sec- 
ond to ‘tthe Devil's Breadpan.” The 
gap of five miles in the track two miles 
beyond the boundary is a low, swampy 
place, which itwas found necessary to 
pile. <A forty foot pile was driven right 
into the swamp,,and then another was 
driven over it.

ALREADY ORGANIZED. 


Hirsch Fund Trustees Assume Their 
Duties—But Few Restrictions, 


New York, Feb, 10.—A meeting of the 
trustees of the Baron de Hirsch fund was 
held at the house of Jesse Seligman. All 
of the trustees were present to learn the 
wisbes of Baron de Hirsch in regard to 
his new gift of $2,460,000. The election of 
officers resulted as follows: President, 
Meyer S. Isaacs; vice president, Jacob B. 

hieff; treasurer, Jesse Seligman; secre- 

ry, Julius Goldman. Adolphus S. Solo- 
mans is the general agent of the fund with 
an office at 45 Broadway. 

The trust deed which has been prepared 
and signed by Baron de Hirsch was laid 
before the trustees and signed by them 
all. On March 1, according to the agree- 
ment, ¢he trustees will draw upon Paris 
for the $2,400,000, which will then be in- 
vested in this country as they see fit. 
There are no restrictions on the invest- 
ment of the money and the trust deeds 
provides but few conditions for the ex- 
penditure of its income, which is expected 
to be $10,000 a month. ‘This is exactly the 
amount which has been paid monthly to 
the trustees for about a year. 


CUSTOM HOUSE FRAUDS. 


New York Importers Heavily Swindled 
by Government Employes. 


NEw YorRE, Feb. 10.—That there is a 
regularly organized system of stealing 
being carried on by either the employes of 
some of the express companies or the 
clerks inthe custom house, is evidenced 
by the discovery made by a commission 
who has been investigating the matter. 
It was found iv one instance that a con- 
signee had paid the agent of an express 
company $183 duty for that on which the 
government had only asked $10 or $11. 
The balance had not beeu returned to the 
consignee. The case led to a full examina- 
tion of all classes of merchandise to see to 
what extent the practice hal been carried 
and to ascertain if any collusion existed 
between the agents and government em- 
ployes. How much has been stolen the 
commissioners do not yet know. Clerk 
Wagener has been suspended pendiug the 
investigation and other suspensions will 
follow. 


BITTER STRUGGLE PROBABLE. 


Thirteen Thousand Miners Now op Strike, 
te Be Followed by Many More. 


PitTTsBuRG, Feb. 10.—No coal has been 
mined in any of the pits owned by the 
Frick, Schvuonmaker or McClure Coke 
companies since Saturday, and no one 
but the coke drawers are at work to-day. 
The other 13,000 are out on a strike. There 
will belarge additions to that number to- 
morrow. Inthe Dunbar district the men 
are nearly all at work and some of them 
will remain at work if permitted to do so. 
The worker’s scale demands an advance 
of wages of about 18 1-2 per cent., all coal 
to be weighed instead of measured, and 
eight hours to constitute a day’s work. 
The operators have demanded a reduction 
of 10 per cent. on all classes of labor. 
There are now no negotiations fora settle- 
ment pending. 


JUMPED THE TRACK. 


A Train Goes Down an Embankment, 
Takes Fire and is Consumed. 


MAsoy Cry, Ia., Feb. 10.—The regular 
north-bound passenger train on the Bur- 
lington, Cedar Rapids and Northern was 
derailed a short distance from Randalia. 
The entire train of three cars, except the 
engine, rolled down a six-foot embank- 
ment. The train was heated by steam, but 
the postal clerk had a hot fire in the mail 
car. Thisset fire to the car. The fire 
spread rapidly, and before help came 
all the cars were entirely destroyed. There 
were about 250 passengers on the train, all 
being badly shaken up. A numer were 
seriously injured, but none killed. Doc- 
tors came from West Union and Fayette 
and the injured were taken care of, as 
well as circumstances would permit.

NEW ORLEANS, Feb. 10.—Billy Woods of 
Denver and Mike Conley, the Ithaca 
giant, fought at the Audubon Athletic as- 
sociation rooms for a purse of $1000, $750 
to the wiuner and $250 to the loser. In the 
first round, Conley landed a right on 
Woods’ ribs, after which Woods smashed 
Conley on the jaw with his left and rat- 
tled him, when Conley clinched to avoid 
punishment. In the second round Woods 
gave Conley a hard one on the nose ana 
followed it with a knockdown. As Conley 
arose he received a settler on the jaw and 
was knocked out. 

A Boston Murder.

A THRILLING STORY 


Of the Rescue of Miners from 2 
Fidoded Mine. 


DAYS AND NIGHTS OF MISERY 


Without Food or Light—Heroic Work of 
Rescuers Brings Them from What 
Almost Proved to Be Their Sepulchre. 


WEsT NANTICOKE, Pa., Feb. 10.—The 
three miners who were hemmed in b; 
water and supposed to be drownedin Ne, 
8 colliery of the Susquehanna Coal com 
oany, last Wednesday afternoon, bave 
been rescued alive. They could not have 
lived much longer, on account of thr 
scarcity of air. 

As the facts of the wonderful rescun 
from their imprisonment in the Grand 
Tunnel mine of John Rineer, Willian: 
Cragel and Michael Shilling have become 
known about the thickly populated min- 
ing regions, the people are intensely inter: 
ested and excited. All had wiven up hope 
of their rescue, and the story of their es- 
eape is accepted as one of the most won- 
derful known in the long list of mining 
accidents, where the men of the subter- 
ranean passages are frequently impris- 
oned, but rarely escape alive. 

The Experience of the Meu 
ismost thrilling in every detail, and al! 
through their long, weary imprisonment. 
After they had reached a point of compar- 
ative safety from the flood, they found 
that only aslender piece of wood served 
to keep back tons of loose coal that bad 
fallen into the mouth or head of the cross- 
cut. Whenthey found the inclined cut 
in the vein, and climbed up its almost 
perpendicular passage, they managed to 
press into service a piece of loose timber 
which they had picked up in their hasiy 
retreat, and this they placed across the 
opening of the tunnel, and after getting. is 
safely lodged, climbed upon it for a seat. 
The men then found that their feet rested 
in the water below them, but soon after 
determined from its gurgling sound that 
it bad gained the highest altitude it 
could. There they were sitting on a sien- 
der piece of timber three inches wide, for 
over four days. Behind them wasthe iry- 
mense body of coal held in place by a 
small piece of “prop,” and, fearing to dis- 
lodge it, the men dared not even rest 
against it. <Y 

By changing the oil in their lamps and 
economizing they were enabled to keep a 
light for a few hours, but even this sup- 
ply had an end, and after a short time 
they were compelled to sit in absolute 
darkness, with hardly enough room to 
hold themselves in an upright position. 
John Rineer, the most experienced of the 
miners, an employe for many years‘in the 
colliery; was able to keep his head in 
their long imprisonment, but both Cragel 
and Shilling at times became crazed. 
Cragel imagiued be saw a mine car and 
jumped down into the water to ride tothe 
slope upon it. He was rescued and got 
back on the perch by Rineer. Shilling 
was more easily managed, although he 
was sobbing corstantly. Wednesday 
night passed and Thursday came, and 
then the men lost track of the time. 

The First Welcome Sound, 
reaching their ears was the “plunk” of 
the pump, andthen the men knew that 
active work had commenced toward their 
rescue. This gave them great hope, but 
from that time they could only count the 
regular reverberations of the pump’s 
“plunk” through the mine and note the 
receding of the water. 

But while this welcome sound reached 
their ears the men were almost overcome 
by the dreaded sound of the working of 
the coal and loose particles held in check 
behind them. The creaking sound showed 
that the coal was becoming loosened, and 
every moment they expected a slide of 
co2l which would envelope them and 
earry them into the lower part of the 
cross-heading. By gradually throwing 
away the loosened pieces they kept the 
opening clear and so lingered and waited, 
listening to the sounds of the working of 
the rescuing party. 

The rescuers worked constantly, and 
while they sat there in the cold they 
rubbed one another and adopted every 
method they could couceive to keep warm. 
The first message between them and their 
rescuers passed over the flooded gang- 
ways shortly after3 o’clock in the morn- 
ing, the water then being down to sucha 
point that men on timber rafts could 
float by the clogged brattice work and get 
over the level to the gangway on theother 
side. 

Back through the darkened passageway, 
lit only by the flare of the miners’ naked 
lamps, came resounding the shouts of joy 
of the rescuers: “The men are found: 
they are alive!’ The shout was taken up 
by those at the pump and sent up the slope. 
The men at the bottom could not restrain 
themselves, and many plunged into the 
dark and murky waters, to wade and 
swim across the abyss, 

Brave George Bender. 

The work of reaching the imprisoned 
miners was daringly accomplished by 
George Bender, who, when he found bis 
progress stopped by low timbers, dipped 
his raft under them ard followed it by 
diving. He lost his hat and miner’s 
lamp, but William Bowen, who was 
swimmiog the gangway, passed his lamp 
through a break: over the timbers, and 
Bender went on with his search. As he 
went along the brattice he heard Rineer’s 
voice: ‘For God’s sake, hurry up and get 
us out of here. Weare yet alive.” This 
was the message that Be nder sent back to 
the other rescuers. 

When he found Rineer, Cragel and 
Shilling, they were up in the cross-head- 
Ing perched on a “legging”? and at the 
highest point they could get in the mine. 
This was but a trifle more than six feet 
above the elevation reached by the flood, 
and here they had been without food since 
Wednesday morning. 

At 5:39 the water was down enough to 
let the men be taken out. This was done 
by floating them one at a time on the raft 
across the flooded gangway, their impris- 
onment making them too weak to risk 
the dangerjof the water. They were then 
taken to their homes, where they received 
the congratulations of their friends and 
acquaintances, 

The scene was most thrilling and in- 
spiring, the stoutest hearts being over- 
come, The change wrought was remarka- 
ble. They came from the mouth of their 
living graves as from sepulchre, and amid 
the shouts and cries of joy were carried to 
their families and friends. 

The rescuers were Anthony Jones, J. C. 
Hopkins, George Bender and William 

Bowen, under the direction of Foreman 
Reise, and Joel Farne. Shilling and 
Rineer have wives and three children 
each, while Cragel is unmarried. 


THE WESTERN BLIZZARD. 


Report of Loss of Life by Freezing Be- 
ginning to Come In. 


OMANA, Feb. 10.—Specials to The Bee 
show a number of lives were lost in Ne 
braska during the blizzard. The wife of 
Milton Cummings, a farmer, near Rush- 
ville, who started from the town for her 
home Saturday, was found deadin her 
buggy within forty rods of a neighbor’s 
house. 

Eddie Chedster and Steven St. Peters, 
14-year-old Kearney boys, who had been 
out hunting, were found frozen to death 
in a cornfield. 

M. L. Lissent, residing three miles north 
of Chadron, is supposed to be buried un- 
der the snow and searching parties are 
looking for his body. 

Rapip City, S. D., Feb. 10.—The bliz- 
zard has worn itself out. A man and 
woman, supposed to be a school teacher 
and driver, who started for Elk Creek on 
Saturday, were found four miles out 
frozen to death. All the roads are blocked 
and details cannot be secured.

by Archbishop O’Brien. The situation is 
so curiously complex and the play of 
forces so subtle that it would be rash to 
speculate on the results,

| Ir THE deal has been made for the pas- 
| sage of the bill for biennial elections, then 
| the people will have a word to say about it. 


| We believe in holding public servants ac- 
| countable very closely to the people. The 


|/men who make laws, which are but the ex- 
| pression of the will of the people, should 
| be made to feel that the people, not the 
| corporations, are their masters. But with 
| biennial elections no man would look for 
| two terms; the corporations would be more 
| ready to secure men ready to vole as they 
wished. _ The fact is, and anyone who has 
much experience in legislation knows it, 
that today the great corporations of the 
state can elect a majority of both branches 
that will do as they please. One of our 
largest manufacturers says he has a corner 
of sympathy in his heart for the western 
farmers, and that something is wrong in 
our system of government when one man 
can roll up wealth of $200,000,000, while 
whole counties of the garden state of the 
country are absolutely bankrupt. There 
will be a revolution. The defeat of Ingalls 
signifies that Massachusetts had best stick 
close to the people and annual elections.— 
Brockton Gazette. 


THE BIENNIAL movement in its present 
form is not the best that can be devised. 
But it is in a right direction and its practi- 
cal tendency will be for good. We do not 
object to annual elections, and therefore 
should feel better pleased if the proposed 
biennial State elections should alternate 
with the national elections. The tendency 
of this would be to perfect our system by 
keeping national and State issues more dis- 
tinct from each other. We should not 
object if the sessions as well as the elections 
were biennial. Once in two years is often 
enough to legislate in the public interest. 
We do not need to have a legislative body 
at work practically half of every year 
tinkering laws that ought to have at least 
a two years’ trial before being altered to 
something different.—Salem Gazette. 


ONE OF the best propositions for legisla- 
tion before the general court is that provid- 
ing that in every case where the division of 
a town is sought for, a prerequisite of leg- 
islative action shall be the consent and 
request of the inhabitants of the town. 
| The proposed legislation is urged by promi- 
;nent members of both parties, there being 
| no political bearings to the question. ‘Towns 
can judge for themselves about these 
matters better than people at the state 
house can judge for them,and the proposed 
amendment is simply intended to leave the 
decision in their own hands.—Pittsfield 
Journal.

TWO HEADS 


To the Financial De- 
partment of the City. 


‘Mayor Fairbank’s Petitions for Amand- 
ment to Cily Charter, 


He Thinks There is a Chances for Con- 
flict of Authority, 


Among the new business introduced into 
the Legislature yesterday was a petition of 
Mayor Fairbanks of Quincy for an amend- 
ment to the city charter to require the 
School Committee to submit annually to 
the Mayor estimates of expenses for the 
current year. 

When interviewed by the LEDGER re- 
presentative Mayor Fairbanks said that the 
charter was now silent on this point and 
while no clash of authority had yet arisen, 
he could easily conceive how it might in 
future years if the mayor and School Com- 
mittee should not be friendly. The sec- 
tion which it is hoped to amend is number 
forty-five, which reads as follows: 


Sec. 45. The administrative officers and 
boards above-named in title six shall, annu- 
ally, on or before the first day of March, 
furnish to the Mayor an itemized and de- 
tailed estimate of the moneys required for 
their respective departments or offices 
during the ensuing financial year. The 
mayor and city treasurer shall examine such 
estimates, and shall submit the same to the 
city council on or before the first day of 
April, with their itemized and detailed 
recommendations thereon. No gross ap- 
propriation of money, and no item thereof, 
in excess of the recommendations of the 
mayor and city treasufer, in case they shall 
agree in such recommendations, shall be 
passed by the council, except by the affirm- 
ative vote of two-thirds of the members 
present and voting, and in no case by vote 
of less than a majority of all the members 
of the council. 


It is desired to include the School Com- 
mittee with the above officers and boards, 

There are two good reasons for this. 
Now the School Committee takes as much 
money as it wants and the Mayor has no 
alternative but to take what is left, which 
is hardly a fair deal. Now the City Coun- 
cil cannot pass an appropriation in excess 
of the Mayor’s recommendation without a 
two-thirds vote, yet as the Mayor has noth- 
ing to do with the estimate for schools, a 
majority of the Council can pass it. 

If the building of schoolhouses is to come 
under the direction of the School Com- 
mittee, as the Board request, it is all the 
more important that the Mayor should 
have something to say.

Annexation to Boston. 

Representative Quincy offered an order 
in the House this week, as to the appoint- 
ment of a special commission to consider 
the advisability of legislation to provide for 
a common administration by the city of 
Boston, and any or all of the cities and 
towns lying in whole orin part within a 
radius of twelve miles from the Boston 
City Hall; of matters pertaining to water 
supply, sewerage, highways, lighting, 
passenger transportation, public schools, 
libraries and parks, police and health 
departments, public institutions and other 
matters of common interest to such cities 
and towns. The order was referred to the 
Committee on Cities.

Strike of Coke Workers is Now in Full 
Ilast—Serious Trouble Expected. 

SCOTTDALE, Pa., Feb. 11.—The great 
strike of 16,000 coke workers has material- 
ized. There is hardly a man aé work in 
the whole district, outside of those em- 
ployed by W. J. Rainey, and these, to the 
number of 1000, are expected to come out 
to-morrow. Rainey bas now all his works 
guarded by Pinkerton detectives, whose 
duty it is to keep labor agitators and 
strikers at a distance from the plants and 
the employes. Trouble is expected, as the 
strikers are’uronsed and may make an at- 
tack on Rain y’s works at avy moment. 


American Ability Recognized. 

MADRID. Feb. 11.—La Epoca, discussing 
the question whether the negotiations 
for atreaty of commerce between Spain 
and the United States should be held in 
Madrid or iu Washington, decides in favor 
ofthe American capital. The American 
government, it says, is better informed on 
trade relations between America and 
Cuba. The only difficulty in the way of 
a-=peedy settlement is the tobacco ques- 
tion; but in view of the good will which 
America manifests, itis hoped that this 
will not long delay the conclusion of a 
treaty which wiil save Cuba from a 
serious crisis.

RUCSIAN BARDARITY 


As Shown Toward Poor Hebrews 
in the Czar’s Domain. 


THE PETITION OF BRITISHERS 


————— 


Has Served to Increase the Atrocities 
Which Were Heaped Upon a Helpless 
People — Human Beings Treated with 
Less Consideration Than Beasts. 


LONDON, Feb. 11.—The St. Petersburg 
correspondent of The Daily Telegraph of 
this city, telegraphs from St. Petersburg 
important facts in connection with the 
possible result of the return by the czar, 
without comment, of the Guildhall mem- 
orial in favor of the unfortunate suffer- 
ing Hebrews in Russia. The corres- 
pondent wires: 

British sympathy has sgueravated the 
Jews’ hard lot, which was #lready so 
wretched that it seemed impossible for it 
to be worse. Yet the provincial govern- 
ors have redoubled the ‘severity of the 
laws. Where the statutes were inap- 
plicable the governors have is-nel ciren- 
lars and ukascstoreplace them. The Jews 
bitterly regret the British well-meant, but 
injudicious zeal, which has exasperated 
instead of soothed the Russian bear. The 
daily severities practiced against the 
families of unoffending men, women and 
children are incredible and wanton. 
Russia’s reply to the lord mayor's re- 
spectful petition consists of secret circu- 
lars ordering his officials to rigorously ad- 
minister the anti-Semetic laws, and to 
supply the legal deficiency by their own 
decisions, harmonious with the govern- 
ment’s intolerant spirit. The Poles, after 
the rebellion of 1884, were less cruelly and 
less inhumanly treated than the Jews 
after the London indignation meeting 

Gen. Gurko, governor of Warsaw, has 
issued a circular regulating how Jewish 
recruits ure to be brought for medical in- 
pection. The Jews, through the wretched 
lives they are forced to live, are physically 
«degenerate, and becomea most striking 
embodiment vf human life continuing in 
spite of gradnal decay of the vital func- 
tions. The majority of the Jewish re- 
cruits are found to be unfit for service. In 
the event of Christians being found unfit 
to perform the duties of a soldier they are 
sent home and are finally released from 
military service. The Jewish recruits, on 
the other haud, 

Are Worried to Death. 

They are sent home and are subject dur- 
ing a period of three years to be recalled 
at any momenton the suspicion of ma- 
lingery. The recruit, consequently, re- 
turns to his home, hundreds of miles 
away, resumes his occupation anda month 
later is suddenly ordered to reappear for 
medical examination. This process is re- 
peated at intervals of afew months dur- 
ing tnree years. Gen. Gurko considers 
this method to be insufficient, as it leaves 
the Jewish conscript the option of trans- 
porting himself to the town where the 
medical committee sits and gives him a 
dangerous liberty and -opportunity to 
simulate sickness. The result is that 
henceforth the police are ordered to con- 
vey the Jews, on foot, to the town where 
the committee sits. The police are to ar- 
rest and imprison recruits until the con- 
vict gang arrives, with which they are to 
proceed to the next prison, in company 
with murderers and the dregs of society, 
until they reach their destination. 

Astrange anomaly is Prince Dolgorou- 
koff, governor of Moscow, the czar’s most 
intimate, confidential friend, whose con- 
duct is in flat contradiction with the anti- 
Jewish current, the explanation whereof 
is very sad. Prince Dolgoroukoff has al- 
ways represented the czar, with pomp and 
pageantry, giving balls and dinners, re- 
Moscow has 
always treated the Jevts better than any 
other place in Russia. To them Prince 
Dolgoroukoff turned for monetary succor, 
and the Jews 

Embodied Their Gratitude in Roubles. 
Free gifts were succeeded by loans, and it 
has now transpired that the vice-regal 
court of Moscow is overwhelmed with 
debt to wealthy Jews. Instead of exer- 
cising severiry, Prince Dolgoroukoff al- 
lowed the Jews te construct «a bath near 
the Cathedral. The czir’s indignation at 
this was bound!ess. Englishmen are 
proneto believe that the czar does not 
know-the enormiti-s perpetrated in his 
nawe. Thetrathis that the czar knows 
enough to convince him that the Jews are 
more cruelly treated than horses, kine or 
swine, ‘which are’ cared for as the gifts of 
God. 

A number of eninent Russian literary 
men recently addressed a declaration to 
the public and to journalists a-king them 
to remember that the Jews were human 
beings. The goverument refused to allow 
the declaration to be published. There- 
upon people exclaimed that if the czar 
knew it he would rescind theorder. A 
personal friend of the czar recently laid 
the document before him with an humble 
letter from the authors asking for per- 
mission to publish it. The czar read both 
papers and then flung them away. 


Silver Holds Them Back. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 11.—The 
national monetary conference has ad- 
journed until March 28. The reason 
assigned*by a prominent member of the 
conference for this action was the fact 
that legislation is now pending in con- 
gress which may materially change the 
status of silver, and until this question of 
silver legislation was disposed of it was 
not thought advisable to further discuss 
the subject of an international coin.

A PLEA FOR LENIENCY. 


| Forger Robinson Addresses a Long Let- 
i ter to the Citizens of Brockton, 

BROCKTON, Mass., Feb. 12.—The Brock- 
ton Enterprise prints a two-column letter 
| addressed to the local public from Charles 
|W. Robinson, the clerk of the police 
jcourt and partner of F. 7. Howard and

A DiABOLICAL PLOT. 


Whiskey Trust Said to Have Re- 
sorted to Dynamite 


TO DESTROY A COMPETITOR. 


Charges of a Most Sensational Character 
Against the Secretary of the Trust—The 
Conspiracy Foiled Through the Activity 


of Government Officers. 


CHICAGO, Feb. 12.—If the story told ty 
the agents of ne national treasury de- 
partment now in this city is true, one of 
the most dinbolical of dynamite plots, in- 
volving great loss of life and property,has 
been discovered and its consummation 
prevented just on the eve of putting it 
into effect. 

The Western Disti¥lers and Cattle Feed- 
ers association, better known as the 
Whisky Trust, is a corporation with a 
capital stock of $35,000,000, and controls 
the price of high wines throughout the 
country, as it controls all of the distiller- 
ies with two or three exceptions. The 
most important distillery outside of the 
combination is that of H. H. Shufeldt in 
this city, and it was against this concern 
that the plot was arranged. 

The exposure of the conspiracy occurred 
yesterday. George J. Gibson of Peoria, 
Ills., arrived here at 8 o’clock, and on 
complaint of Solicitor General Hart of the 
treasury department, who came here 
| from Washington for the purpose, was 
arrested as he alighted from a carriage at 
the door of the Grand Pacific hotel, and 
hurried across the street into the govern- 
ment building, where he was locked up, 
The arrest was made as quietly as pos- 


sible andthe fact was not made public 
till some hours afterward. The charge

SEWERAGE HEARING. 


Mayor and Others Before 
the Legislature, 


Henry H. Faxon the Only Citizen to 
Remonstrate, 


Weymouth Represented by Counsel to op- 
pose Outlet at Quincy Point. 


The Committee on Drainage of the 
Massachusetts Legislature gave 
Thursday, at the State House, Boston, on 
the proposed Sewerage system for the city 
of Quincy. All of the committee were 
present, and the city was represented by 
Mayor Fairbanks, City Solicitor Hayes, 
Councilmen Thompson, Newcomb, Dufileld, 
Holden, Moxon, Morton, Bass, ex-Coun- 
cilman Federhen, representatives Quincy, 
Burke and Bicknell of this district, ex- 
Commissioner Alexander, ges H. Faxon, 
Henry McGrath, Dr. W. L. Faxon, Thomas 
J. Lamb, Joseph L. Whiton, and a LepGEer 
representative, Weymouth was represented 
by Hon. James Humphrey and Augustus 
J. Richards; Engineer Blake, who made 
the study, was also present to answer any 
questions which the committee might ask. 
The hearing was opened by City Solicitor 
Hayes, in behalf of the city who explained 
the proposed plan, saying that the proposed 
outlet at Nut island was perhaps the best, 
the only question was &s to cost, the bill as 
drafted in his mind presents’ these 
questions: the appointing of commissioners, 
the borrowing of the money, andis ita

Feasible and Practical Plan, 


and will it accomplish what is required, and 
will the Legislature authorize the city to 
borrow the amount of money necessary. 

In answer to questions of the committee, 
Mayor Fairbanks said the present indebt- 
ness of the city of Quincy was $191,000, 
the valuation $15,000,000. The plan 
covers the entire city. Wedo not propose 
to build all that is outlined in the plan, 
only what is needed at present. Quincy 
is a growing city and has a population 
of 17,000. Many have refused to build 
until a system of sewerage isadopted. He 
thought the $400,000 asked for would 
be sufticient at present,but he could not tell 
what the cost of the whole system as pre- 
sented on the outline would be. 

Councilman Newcomb said 
the whole city system as outlined by Mr. 
Blake, would when completed be $420,000, 
but the completion would cover ten years, 
and at the expiration of that time the esti- 
mated population would be $25,000. We con- 
sider Nut island the best outlet to be ob- 
tained, for the current there is atthe rate of 
four and one-half knots per hour.

Always Urged Improvements. 


There was no doubt but a sewer was 
wanted for the centre of the city. Some 
few years ago he had offered to construct a 
sewer in the centre which would empty 
into Town river to cost $6000, and had he 
been allowed to do so we would not 
have any need of a system at present. 
People are very much afraid of sewerage 
matter and there is a great deal of senti- 
mental business about it. People who have 
cesspools are afraid of a little fresh air. 
Cleanliness is next to Godliness, and if 
people will have their 
after, as he did his, there would be no need 
of a sewerage for the next ten years. The 
greatest trouble is in the cost of which the 
people have no idea. If it is emptied at 
Nut island the inhabitants of Houghs Neck 
will struggle to defeat it. 

It is the same at the Point, if you have 
it there, they will kick, and there will be a 
kick wherever it is emptied.

FREE HEADSTONES. 


Government Will Supply Them For Sailors’ 
Home Cemetery Freight Paid. 


The statement having been made in last 
week’s Patriot by the inmates of the Na- 
tional Sailors’ Home that the government 
would erect headstones over the unmarked 
graves of the Home cemetery, if so re- 
quested, the matter was referred to the 
War Department for more definite informa- 
tion. The following reply was received 
fromthe deputy quartermaster general of 
the army: . 

“Tn reply to your request of the 9th in- 
stant, to be informed whether the govern- 
ment would place headstones over the 
graves in the National Sailors’ Home 
burial ground, at W ollaston, Mass., free of 
expense, if so requested, I am directed by 
the quartermaster ge sneral to inform you 
that the Act of Congress, (Sundry Civil), 
approved Aug. 30, 1890, provides for con- 
tinuing the work of furnishing headstones 
for unmarke ~1 graves of Union soldiers, 
sailores and marines in national, post, city, 
town, and village cemeteries, naval ceme- 
teries at navy “yards and stations of the 
United States, and other burial places, 
under the Acts of March 3, 1873 and Febru- 
ary 3, 1879. 

Tenclose herewith blank forms of appli- 
cation for headstones, which, if properly 
filled up and returned to this office, will 
receive attention at as early a date as 
practicable. 

The headstones provided by the govern- 
ment are of white marble, 36 inches long, 
10 inches wide and 4 inches thick, inscribed 
with the name and rank (if above that of 
a private) of the deceased soldier or sailor, 
and are delivered freight paid at the rail- 
road station nearest the place of interment, 
provided that they shall be received and 
set at the expense of the applicant. 2

HE SHOWS WONDERFUL POWER. 


Senator Sherman Explains That the 


General Was 2 Christian, but Not of 


the Roman Catholic Faith—I May

New York, Feb. 14.--The condition of 
Gen. Sherman durivg the early hours of 
last evening remained about the same as 
in the afternoon. Gen. Horace Porter 
called at 6 o’clock and when he came out 
half au hour later he said the general was 
resting quietly. Hon. Carl Schurz also 
called during the evening. Information 
about the general’s condition was very 
hard to obtain. All sorts of rumors were 


| flying around about 10 o’clock regarding 


the condition of the general. At that hour 
the physicians in attendance issued the 


| following bulletin: 


After consultation the doctors say there 

is no change for the better.

A few moments later one of the serv- 
ants came out of the Sherman house and 
went hurriedly toa near-by drug store. On 
her way back to the house she was asked 
how the generaliwas. Her reply was,that he 
had had a bad time since9 o’clock and was 
apperently sinking. It was impossible to 


learn positively just what his condition 
was. 

At 11:30 Lieut. Thackara left the house, 
at which time he said the general was not 


sleeping, He was using all his strength 
to breathe. His glands were very much 
swollen and his throat was filling with 
mucus. He was growing perceptibly 
weaker. Drs. Green and Alexander are 
with him. The erys las had left him.

wired Gen. Miles at Chicago and Gen. G. 
M. Dodge at Des Moines that Gen, Sher- 
man’s condition was unchanged at mid- 
night, and the family was resting.

A TERRIBLE DISASTER. 


Inundation of a South American City— 
A Handred and Fifty Lives Lost — An 
Epormous Property Loss. 


PANAMA, Feb. 14.—-The Buenos Ayres 
Standard of Dec. 31 contains the foilow- 
ing particulars of the inundation at Cor- 
doba: 

News of a terrible disaster was received 
last evening from Cordoba. Half the city 
is under water, and houses are being 
washed away by thescore. In the west 
end of the city three blocks have been 
reduced to ruins, and the number of vic- 
timsjis already stated to be 100. In the 
east end asimilar state of things is rec- 
orded. Houses are falling, owing to the 
foundations being weakened by the water. 
In the theantime, adds a telegram, the 
most terrible panic prevails. The air is 
filled with the shrieks of terrified women 
and children, and people are seen running 
madly out of the city. 

It appears that at 11 o’clock on Friday 
night the authorities observed that an in- 
undation was taking place, it being sup- 
posed that the dike hal given way. The 
police immediately began firing their 
rifles toawaken the population and apprise 
them of the approaching danger. People 
thought at first that a revolution had 
broken out, but soon the waters began to 
spread and rise. The panic then began, 
and what made matters worse the whole 
city was steeped iu darkness, owing to 
the gas factory having been inundated. 

Up toa late hour no further news was 
received, it being supposed that the tele- 
graph offices must have been washed 
away. The damages caused are estimated 
at over $3,000,000, and more than 150 per- 
sons lost their lives.

Two little children are 
motherless, and their father oscupies a 
cell in station Four. Until the medical 
examiner shall have made his report it 
cannot be positively asserted that the 
woman’s death was dueto her injuries, 
for the only persons who can give inform- 
ation are in a confused state of mind; but 
the indications point very strong in that 
direction. 

It seems that during the latter part of 
the afternoon John Kennedy, a longshore- 
man who lives in two attic rooms of house 
73 Cove street, engaged in an altercation 
with his wife Bridget. The cause of the 
troubie 1s not known, but it is said that 
both husband ;and wife were sober.

tion of diseases, including congestion ot 
the lungs and dropsy. As soon as he 
could be moved with safety he was 
brought to his home in Washington, and 
all means known to science and medicine 
Were resorted to for his benefit. 

Medical Director Philip S. Wales of the 
navy has been at his bedside for two or 
three hours out of every twenty-four 
hours, He said yesterday that Admiral 
Porter suffere@ from strangulation of the 
bowels twelve years azo, and the malady 
had a weakening effect on his system, but 
it Was not until seven years later that the 
disease which carried him off first mani- 
fested itself. The admiral’s condition has 
been such for the past five years that he 
has been unable to transact much public 
business. He was retained on the active 
list of .he navy, however, and given the 
lightest and least responsible kinds of 
duties. 

His death was calm and peaceful. It 
came almost entirely without warning. 


When Dr. Wales left him Thursday 
night, his condition was about the 
Sameas ithas been for several weeks 


past, and there were no indications that 
medical services would be needed before 
the time for the doctor’s regular visit in 
the morning. 

The news spread rapidiy, and was 
known allover the couutry ina short 
time. Word was at once sent to the pres- 
ident and the secretary of the navy, and 
flags on the White House and on al! other 
public buildings were placed at half mast. 
Secretary Tracy promptly visited the 
family and conferred with them in regard 
to the funeral arrangements. It was set- 
tlel that the funeral should be marked 
with the highest military honors, and 
that the interment should be atthe Ar- 
lington national cemetery. 


Admical Porter's Career. 


Admiral David Dixon Porter was born 
at Chester, Pa., June 8, 1813, and was a 
son of Commodore David Porter, who was 
auative of Boston. At the age of 11, 
David Dixon entered Columbian college 
in the city of Washington, and left it in 
1824 to accompany his father, Commodore 
Porter, to the West Indies, where the lat- 
ter had been ordered to chastise the pi- 
rates who were swarmiog in these waters. 
His father wasin command of the sloop- 
of-war John Adams, from whose deck the 
young sailor received his first inspiration 
of the stirring life of a naval officer. He 
did not enter the service of the govern- 
ment, however, until Feb. 2, 1829, when a 
midshipman’s warrant was conferred 
upon him, and his eventful career com- 
menced as a United States officer. But 
he had already undergone ‘‘the baptism 
of fire’ under the folds of a foreign flag, 
and acquitted himself well. 

In 1846 he was sent by Mr. Buchanan, 
then secretary of state, to Hayti, to ascer- 
tain the exact condition of affairs in that 
country. He was three months on the isl- 
and, and during that time traveied 1900 
miles on horseback. During his absence 
the war between the United States and 
Mexico broke out, and he at once applied 
for active service. He was ordered to pro- 
ceed to New Orleans and raise men for 
Commodore Conner’s fleet. He afterward 
proceeded to Vera Cruz and was ordered 
as first lieutenaut to the steamer Spitfire, 
which he afterward commanded. 

On the eve of the Civil war, Porter was 
still a iieutenant and received orders to 
bring the old frigute Consticution to An- 
napolis. While the Fort Sumter expedi- 
tion was being fitted out, Secretary Sew- 
ward consulted Porter in regard to a plan 
to relieve Fort Pickens. The result was 
he received command of the Powhatan, 
was secretly detached from the 
Sumter expedition. 

He proceeded to the relief of Fort Pick- 
ens and then steamed 10,000 miles in pur- 
suit of the priyateer Sumter. On his re- 
turn from this cruise he was ordered to 
take charge of the mortar fleet, which 
was to form pec of the force fitting out 
for the attack on the Mississippi forts and 
the capture of New Orleans. April 22, 
1861, Porter was promoted tothe rank of 
commander, which grade he held when 
co-operating with Farragut. The famous 
mortar fleet numbered twenty-one 
schooners and five steamers, and § for 
six days and nights a continuous fire 
was maintained upon the rebel works, 
Six thousand bombs were exploded ere 
Farragut moved to the grand attack. It 
was the first move of prominence Porter 
had handled during the war, and he 
leaped at once into public favor and 
prominence. The breaking out of the 
rebellion had found Porter an obscure 
lieutenant, on shore duty. In a little over 
two years he was a rear admiral, com- 


The tattie with the river forts was 
fought April 24, 1862, and Porter’s com- 
mission as rear admiral was dated July 4, 
1863. 

Porter then assumed command of the 
north Atlantic blockading squadron, com- 
posed of thirty-five vessels and a reserve 
force of pbineteen vessels, with which he 
sroceeded against Fort Fisher and si- 
enced the enemy’s guns in an hour aud a 
quarter. A second attack,with Maj. Gen. 
‘terry in command of the army, resulted 
in the capture of the stronghold. Four- 
teen hundred sailors and 500 marines 
landed and participated in the attack. 
Porter again received the thanks of con- 
gress, being the fourth vote of thauks re- 
ceived by him during the war. He was 
promoted to vice admiral in July, 1866, 
and assume: charge of the naval academy, 
In August, 1870, he was promoted to be 
admiral of the navy. 

For the past dozen or more years Ad- 
miral Porter has. written much for the 
magazines and newspapers. He was the 
author of « ‘Life of Commodore Porter,” 

ublished in 1875; a romance entitled “Al- 
au Dare aud Kobert le Diable,”’ which 
has been dramatized; “Incidents and An- 
ecdotes of the Civil War;” “Harry Mar- 
line,” a naval romance, anda ‘‘History of 
the Navy iu the Warof the Rebellion.” 
His last contribution to magazine litera- 
ture was his account of President Lin- 
coln’s visit to Richmond, published in 
Belford’s Magazine of September and 
October. His recent controversy with 
Gen. Butler will be 1emembered.

Our Roads, Etc. 
| To the Editors of the Daily Ledger: 

There is no reason why the streets in the 
centre of the city may not be in a suitable 
condition for foot travellers to cross with- 
out going twenty rods out of their way to 
find a place where it is possible to do so 
without wading in four or six inches of 
snow or water. This happens every time 
there is a storm, or even a heavy shower. 
| There are gutters on each side of the street 
so wide they cannot be jumped, and there 
is no covering or bridge anywhere to be of 
use. Why this condition of things con- 
tinues is one of those secrets that are past 
finding out. There is no other city or 
town in so bad condition as regards street 
crossings in the Commonwealth, and there 
isno other place of the same population 
that spends so much money as Quincy, and 
itis probable if you ask why this is so the 
answer will be, that we have no money on 
hand to make these repairs. 

The writer was called to the old, histori- 
cal town of Plymouth today upon a divorce 
case in court there, and in passing from the 
depot to the court house hé could not help 
noticing the difference in the streets there 
from those we have in Quincy. In that 
town you don’t meet many persons in the 
streets, but the roads are all in excellent 
condition, and in the village every conven- 
ience desirable is provided. 

The morning was pleasant, and there 
was no snow; the streets were bare and 
dry; the harbor open and free of ice, and 
it appeared like a May morning, no chill in 
the air, and he could not help thinking, as 
the old landmarks met his gaze, that after 
all that has been said, the Pilgrim chose a 
desirable spot to build his home. After 
passing the monument on the hill, the bare 
pastures and scrub trees brought the times 
of schoolboy days back again, and one

The probability is that the geo- 
graphical change of these shores since the 
Pilgrims landed must be very smail.

One 
thing is pretty sure, he won’t make very 
hard work in disposing of cases brought 
before him, and so far judging from the 
acts of Goy. Russell, we shall have an exel-

INCIDENTS OF INTEREST 


In the Long and Brilliant Career of 
the Fearless Fighter 
William Tecumseh Sherman was bora 


in Lancaster, O., Feb. 8, 1820. His father 
was Charles R. Shermau. a noted lawyer, 
his mother, Mary Hoyt, and be was sixth 
in the family of eleven children. His 
father was stricken down with cholera 
while a judge of the supreme court of 
Ohio, leaving the family to be taken care 
of by a wife in straitened circumstances, or 
by relatives and frieniis who were kindly 
disposed. 

William 1. was adopted into the family 
of Hon. Thomas Ewing, one of the fore- 
most men of his day, and aman amply 
qualified in every way todevelop in young 
Sherman all the good and intelligence of 
his nature. He graduated from West 
Point in 1840, and served in the Florida 
war in 1840-2, and in the South until 1847. 
In 1846 he was first lieutenant of a com- 
pany of artillery stationed at Fort Moult- 
rie, S. C.

Secretary of the Whiskey Trust 
Thoroughly Scared. 


MADE AN INFERNAL MACHINE. 


Damaging Evidence Collected, Showing 


That He Bought Fifty Pounds of Dy- 


namite and Other Powerful Explosives 
to Accomplish His Design. 


Peoria, Ills, Feb. 16. — Yesterday 
rought startling revelatiors in the cong 
spiracy of George J. Gibson to blow up 
the Shufeldt distillery in Chicago. 

It is now koow that Gibson bought fifty 
pounds of dynamite from A. R. Barne- 
walt some time ago, and the druggist 
from whom the alleged plotter obtained 
the ingredients of the deadly fluid found 
in his satchel in Chicago has been dis- 
covered. 

Gibson bought the different constituents 
separately and mixed them himself. The 
stuff was made of six parts of bi-sulphate 
of carbon and ninety-four parts of phos- 
vhorous. He purchased these chemicais 
three weeks ago. 

There is no doubt that Gibson has left 
the city, as he has not been seen since last 
Thursday, and the members of the Trust 
no longer deny that he has gone. They 
say that he has got out of the way because 
he was afraid that he would have to face 
additional charges, and that his bail 

would be largely increased.

THEY ALMOST GOT AWAY. 


Three Noted Criminals Make a Daring 
Attempt to Escape from the Massa- 
chusetts State Prison. 

Boston, Feb. 16.—One of the most 
clever and ingenious attempts to escape 
in the history of the state prison at 
Charlestown was made on Saturday even- 
ing last, abuut 8 o’clock, when three con- 
victs almost succeeded in making good 
their escape. They were in solitary con- 
finement and occupied cellsin the build- 
ing which is situated in the prison yard 
and known as the “block,” or ‘Fort Rus- 
sell.”” The escape was planned by Will- 
iam Timmins, alias James S. Carroll, who 
is serving a twenty-five years’ sentence 
under the habitual criminal law. With 
the aid of an improvised saw he succeeded 
in cutting the bars of his cell door near 
the lock, which he soon easily removed. 
He was then free to pass into the corridor, 
which he quickly did. 

Having plenty of time at his command, 
and not fearing detection, as there are no 
officers stationed in the building, it being 
considered almost impregnable, he pro- 
ceeded to liberate, in a similar @anner, 
two other convicts, Michael O’Connor, 
who is serving fifteen years for breaking 
jail and having burglar’s tools in his 
possession, and Edward Dennis, sentenced 
to fours years’ imprisonment for larceny 
and escaping from the jail at Newbury- 
port. 

The trio were in the corridor, and pre- 
paring to go to work on the walls of the 
building, when discovered by Yard Officer 
Darling. The oflicer was going his rounds 
and was passing the building, when he 
heard the following words spoken ina 
startling tone: **Here he comes, Jimmy.” 
The convicts had evidently been watch- 
ing his movements, and seeing him up- 
proach so.“e one of them gave utterauce 
to the above words of warning, which led 
to their discovery. Obtaining reinforce- 
ments from the main building, Officer 
Darling proceeded to the stronghold in 
the yard, where the men were confined, 
and found them in the corridor. 

They were soon securely locked up and 
extra precation taken to prevent again 
any attempt on their part to escape. The 
men are all hard characters, all of them 
have broken jail before, and Timmins, the 
leader, has served no less than three 
terms of ten, seven and five years before.

The copyright bill is the unfinished 
business before the senate. Whether its 
consideration will be resumed at once, 
however, depends upon the majority’s 
estimate of the amount of time that will 
be required to reach the point of final ac- 
tion. Senator Hale has stated his inten- 
tion go call up the diplomatic appropria- 
tion Rit at once, but as the friends of the 
copyright biJl are confident that the 
measure is in such shape that it cannot 
consume much more time,it will brobably 
be brought to a final vote before the 
diplomatic billis taken up.

He was afraid the 
birds would be frightened off our shores if 
the gunners were allowed such an advan- 
tage. 

Herbert T. Whitman of Quincy, said he 
objected to allowing steam launches and 
sailboats to pursue fowl on such natural 
feeding grounds as exist in Quincy Bay and 
off Brant Rock. 

Mr. Thomas Curtis of Quincy, said he 
had seen a number of steam launches start 
a flock of fowl in the water in his vicinity 
every six minutes for an hour. He was 
opposed to allowing the use of such craft 
in the waters of our Massachusetts bays.

Mr. Golden spoke to him and the man 
said he was sick and hungry and wanted 
some change to buy something to eat with, 
and said if be could only get to Avon he 
would be all right. Mr. Golding advised 
him to go to the lockup, but this the man 
did not want to do for he was afraid he 
would be arrested. 

He started up the track, and, as it is sup- 
posed that he was feeling sick and perhaps 
tired, entered the building and lay down 
for a rest.

MR. QUAY EXPLAINS. 


His Long Looked for Speech Made 
to Brother Senators. 


HE MAKES AGENERAL DENIAL 


Of a Number of Misdeeds Charged to 
Him by the Press and Politicians— 


Says They are All ies and Without 


Foundation. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 17.—Senator Quay 
has speken. On the floor of the senate he 
broke his long-maiutained silence in the 
face of the charges made against him. He 
denies them in toto. He said: 

Never, probably, since Alexander Ham- 
ilton was hunted to his death has one i 
public life been pursued so persistently 
and malignantly. The field of the malign 
effort has been the entire Union. The as- 
saults were of a character so monstrous as 
largely to carry with them their own 
refutaticn. Were it otherwise, I could 
could not remain, nor would my constitu- 
ents permit me to remain, a member of 
this senate. Partly through indifference 
to slander, a weapon which has never had 
a place in my political arsenal, and partly 
by the advice of friends who urged me to 
treat the assassins of reputation as unde- 
serving of open controversy, I have per- 
mitted, without comment, the passage 
of the flood of falsehoods. Its malodorous 
odors chance at this time to be quiescent 
and, now, when no heated political con- 
flict is raging, when neither bope nor fear 
can De deemed the inspiration of my ut- 
terance, I choose briefly to confront ac- 
cusation with truth. 

he first assertion concerning my offi- 
cial acts is that at “ine time, or coutinu- 
ously between the years of 157d aud 1582, 
I alone, or acting with another, or others, 
used the moneys of the state of Penusyl- 
vania for speculative or private purposes. 
I denounce this statement us absolutely 
false. In 1877, the Democratic party of 
Pennsylvania elected a state treasurer and 
auditor-general, the financial 
the commouwealth. A year or two tater, 
pending theirterms of office, I 
engaged in stock operations 
transactions I was associated aud 
interested with the venticins 1 who was at 
that time cashier of the state treasury. 
These transactions provet seriously disas- 
trous, and Iwas compelled sv pay a por- 
tion of his losses, as wellas my own. In 
doing this it became necessary to supply 
an aileged deficiency he had caused in che 
treasary. As a portion of the fund for 
this purpose I borrowed $100,00) from the 
gentleman who is at present my colleague 
in the senate. Igave himmy jadginent 
vote therefor, the amount of which note 

I Vaid to Him Dollar for Dollar 
yearsago. Not until the beginning of the 
settlement of our losses was I aware that 
a deficiency existed, and Thad every as- 
surance that my associute was able to 
carry his share of the losses. My connec- 
tion thereafter was simply with the aid of 
friends, to raise the necessary funds to 
supply the deficit. 

It is charged that again I used moneys 
belonging to the commonwealth of Penn- 
sylvania to purchase bonds, or stock, or 
both, of a Chicago street railway. I was 
invited by friends in Philadelphia to join 
in the purchase of street railway property 
in Chicago and did so, borrowing the 
money upon my vwn collateral from the 
People’s bank in Philadelphia. I stood 
upon the same footing with the other gen- 
tlemen concerned, and it was a perfectly 
straightforward business transactoin, and 
had no connection in any way with any 
public fund or publicinterest. The charge 
that securities belonging to the state of 
Ponnsylyania were used in this transaction 
is false aud impossible of truth. 

Coilateral to this last accusation is a 
charge that I defrauded or attempted to 
defraud the widow of a deceased friend. 
This also is absolutely false. There 
breathes not upon the earth, man or wo- 
man, who can truthfully say that I ever 
defrauded or attempted to defraud him or 
her ofadollar. Uponthis point charity 
to the dead und to the liviug forbids my 
making any personal explanation, Sam- 
uel Gustine Thompson is one of several 
thoroughly conversant with the facts, 
who can give them to the publicif they 
see proper. Icome now to what might 
be called the 

Fourth Ground of Criticism 

of my public conduct. This was my action 
asa member ofthe board of pardons of 
Pennsylvania in voting for the pardon of 
certain members of the Pennsylvania 
legislature and others upon whom sen- 
tence hud been passed tor bribery. My 
conduct in that matter has been bitterly 
assailed, and itis properto say that the 
facts were patent to the people of the 
state and were thoroughly discussed be- 
fore my election to the office of state 
treasurer and, subsequently, to a seat in 
this chamber. I had no personal interest 
in the legisiation involved. My vote, as 
a member of the board of pardons, was in 
accordance with the law and with the 
actionof my colleagues, and was compelled 
by the fact that the sentence imposed by 
the court upon the persons pardoned was 
illegal. Upon this point, the attorney 
general of the state filed lis written 
opinion with our decision. Iam frank to 
to say that I have no regrets for that vote 
and would repeat it under the same cir- 
cumstances. 

Incidentally, the statement has been 
made thatin some unspecified manner I 
procured, or attempted to procure, the 
pardon of a man named Lynch, under sen- 
tence for forgery, by threats delivered per- 
sonally to Mr. Byers of Pittsburg. I can- 
not at this day remember the facts or the 

yendency of the case, but the charge is a 
ie, for which there never was the shadow 
of a foundation. Equally false is the 
wonderous lyric of my escape from the 
Pittsburg rioters of 1877 under the tute- 
lage of Mr. Dalzell. 

t is necessary to pass to history some- 
what ancient, in order to dispose of the 
nebulous charge of bribery and corrups 
tion, asa member of the Pennsylvania 
legislature, nearly twenty-five years ago, 
in connection with an action for libel 
against the then editor of The Pittsburg 
Commercial. With characteristic ma- 
lignity, my assailants have been careful to 
emphasize the fact that the case was 
never pushed for trial. ‘They fail to state 
that 


The Libel Was Retracted 

and that the defendants pleaded nolle con- 
tendere, paying the costs of the case and 
the fees of the counsel. I may mention in 
passing that, in the preliminary hearing, 
ap effort was made to show that I was a 
rich man, the innuendo being that my 
weaith was unlawfully acquired. My re- 
collection is that the examinatiou dis- 
closed the fact that after nearly twelve 
years of industry and opportunity mm for- 
tune was about $8000. 

It is proper also to dispose of some stzte- 
ments upon which less stress has been 
laid. One accusation is that over twenty 
years ago I attempted to bribe Alexander 
P. Tutton, then supervisor of internal 
revenue for the eastern district of Penn- 
sylvania, to prevént the seizure of an 
illicit distillery. This is a wicked and 
malicious falsehood, without excuse for 
its utterance or evidence for its support. 

A statement has been made that when 
the preseat high license statute of Penn- 
sylvania was pending in the legisiature of 
the state, the liquor dealers of Phila- 
delphia and Pittsburg raised a sum speci- 
fied as $80,000 and gave it to me and toa 
federal officer in Philadelphia, who is not 
named, for the purpose of securing an 
amendment to that legislation in their in- 
terest. This, also, I denounce as an abso- 
lute falsehood. William J. Friday, who 
is stated to have paid the money, is a re-

Finally I reach a charge that in some 
mysterious way I brought about the de- 
feat of the proposed amendment of the 
constitution of Pennsylvania, pro ubiting 
the sale of intoxicating liquors in that 
state, which was submitted toa vote of 
the people in 1889. Others, I understand, 
have already exploded the silly falsehood 
of the publication from which t! is charge 
arose, and I specifically denied it at the 
time it appeared. By my vote alone did I 
affect the verdict of the people up mn the 
pfohibitory amendment; nor had I ever, 
in any contest, any corrupt or unlawful 
concern with the liquor or any other 


merchant interest concerned in legisla- 


tion. constitutional or otherwise, in the 
state of Pennsylvania or elsewhere. 

I have endeavored to make this utter- 
ance complete, even at the costof the 
time of the senate and the weariness of 
senators. Ihave endeavored to answer 
every specific charge of misfeasance or 
malfeasance that could be extracted from 
acareful perusal of the mass of direct 
falsehood, confused statemeuts,innuendo, 
insinuations and cunning implication 
that, with an industry worthy of a better 
cause, has been gathered together for my 
destruction. I deny them seriatim and in 
toto; they are false and foul to the core.

Sherman’s Remains Placed in a 
Casket—Funeral Arrangements. 

New York, Feb. 17.—The remaius ot 
Gen. Sherman were placed in the burial 
casket and taken to the front parlor on 
the first floor. ‘the great commander is 
dressed in the full uniform of # general 
ofthe United States army. Until Thurs- 
day none but members of the family will 
be permitted to see the body. The small- 
ness of the house will admit only of a few 
viewing the remains, and ouly those wiil 
be admitted whe make a special request. 
This will be the only occasion upon which 
the remains can be seen. 

Tht orders for the procession and its 


line of march are practically completéd. 
Minute guns wiil be fired during the 


moving of the cortege. It 1s expected that 
from 12,000 to 15,000men will be in line. 

The Stock Exchange will be closed on 
the day of the funeral and the Produce 
Exchange will stop business at noon. The 
funeral car will be placed on the regular 
St. Louis fast express of the Pennsylvania 
roa! at 6:3) Thursday evening. The train 
is expected to arrive in St. Louis Satur tay 
moraing at 7:30.

RUSSIAN CRUELTY. 


Prominent Jews Exiled for Protesting 
Against a Barbarous Outrage, 

St. PETERSBURG, Feb. 17.—The Rabbi 

Markus and a Jewish physician named 


Chassanovitch, living in Grondo, have 
been arrested and exiled from that prov- 
ince for two years forsending tothe gov- 


ernment, in behalf of the Jewish commu- 
nity, a petition demanding redress for an 
outrage committed by a Russian ductor 
named Granvoski, who was charged with 
having branded the word “thief,” in three 
languages, upon the forehead of a Jewish 
boy, who was accused of having stolen a 
small quautity of fruit. The petition set 
forth that the case would excite the indig- 
nation of the civilized world. 


GIBSON INDICTED. 


Will Be Arrested as Soon as Found— 
Ue Resigns Uis Position, 


CuicaGo, Feb. 17.—George J. Gibson 
was indicted by the grand jury for the al- 
leged plot to blow up the Shufeldt distil- 
lery. He will be rearrested at once if he 
has not fled. He has resigned the secre- 
taryship of the Whisky Trust, but claims 
that he is innocent of wrong doing. 


A Long Vacaut Position Filled. 

NEW HAVEN,~ Feb. 17.—At a special 
meeting of the corporation of Yale uni- 
versity, the chair of German in the 
college, which has been vacant since the 
resignation of Professor Carter in 1881, 
was filled by the election of Professor 
Arthur H. Palmer of Western Reserve 
university. Professor Paliner was gradu- 
ated at Western Reserve in 1879, and has 
long been at the head of the department 
of German inthat institution. He will 
begin his duties in September.

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A SPIRITED DEBATE. 


Morley and Gladstone Make Vig- 
orous Speeches. 


VOTE OF CENSURE OFFERED 


For the Irish Executive’s Action in the 
Tipperary Prosecutions— The Motion 
Defeated After Considerable Hot Talk. 


LoNDON, Feb. 17.—John Morley moved 
in the house of commons that the house 
adopt a vote censuring ihe Irish executive 
for its action in the Tipperary prosecu- 
tion. Mr. Mcrley’s motioh declared that 
such action on the part of the Irish execu- 
tive was calculated to bring the law into 
contempt, and- was a violation of the 
rights of citizens. 

The house was filled from the galleries 
to the floor. Mr. Parnell sat below the 
gangway, between Thomas Bayley Potter 
and Timothy M. Healy. Thomas Sexton 
sat right behind Justin McCarthy on the 
same bench with Mr. Morley. Mr. Mor- 
ley, rising amid cheers, said that the mo- 
tion, instead of being put owt of date by 
recent events, Was most opportune in view 
of the fact that two prominent Irish mem- 
bers of parliament had just passed, on 
their way into prison, within sight of the 
house. 

Mr. Morley proceeded to denounce the 
vindictiveness of the Irish executive. 
whose action, he said, would not for a 
moment be tolerated in England, and had 
alienated the people of Ireland. Alluding 
to T. W. Russell’s amendment alleging 
that the action of the police executive was 
made imperative by the activity of the 
Irish conspiracy, Mr. Morley said he con- 
cluded that it was an admission of the 
failure of the coercion act, and after three 
years the government still confessed its 
inability to cope with the conspiracy. 
This was probably the last time he would 
speak against the coercion act in the pres- 
ent parliament. The noiseless foot of 
time was rapidly bringing the day near 
v hen the government would be brought to 
account. The country would then require 
an explanation as to how the coercion act, 
a fraud upon the nation, had been admin- 
istered in aspiritof fraud upon parlia- 
ment. 

Mr. Gladstone expressed surprise that 
the government countenanced an amend- 
ment evading the main accusation ayainst 
Mr. Balfour, as assisting to violate the 
civil rights of the people. Assailing the 
authors of the plan of campaign was not 
an answer to the charge. Mr. Balfour de- 
fended the oflicers and the executive 
against the charge of vivlation of the law 
and the use of illegal force against the 
people. That was not a response to the 
charge that the bench was packed with 
magistrates whose justice was impugned. 
Counter charges of riot were part of the 
practice of the executive who were trying 
to withdraw matters from the jury. 

It was a noble stroke to close the prison 
doors on Messrs. O’Brien and Dillon on 
the eve of the discussion of a question on 
which they were best entltled to speak. 
Doubtless the house would again distin- 
guish itself by voting confidence in the 
government. The vote, however, would 
not avert their coming doom nor obscure 
ever growing evidence that the country 
was determined that the fellow subjects 
in Ireland should soon enjoy the same 
precious and inviolable liberties possessed 
by Britain. 

Mr. Parnell sat with folded arms listen! 
ing to Mr. Morley, evidently with close 
attention, but he did not joinin the Irish 
cheers. He left as soon as Mr. Gladstone 
rose tospeak. Mr. Gladstone spoke for 
half an hour. He manifested no special 
enthusiasm till toward the close of his 
speech. Then his voice, in ringing tones 
of triumph, declared that the doom of 
coercion and the government was assured. 
In the early part of his speech, Mr. Glad- 
stone turned his back upon the govern- 
ment benches and addressed his remarks 
directly to Mr. Russeil. On the Conserva- 
tives shouting “order’’ Mr. Gladstone 
asked what the noise was about. Said Sir 
William Vernon Harcourt: ‘They are 
howling at you. These are their good 
manners. 

Mr. Gladstone thereupon turned about, 
bowed and resumed his speech. Mrs. Glad- 
stone occupied a seat in the ladies’ gallery 
in full view of her husband. For the first 
time since their rupture the Irish mem- 
bers were grouped all together. Mr. Par- 
nell exchanged words with Messrs. Mc- 
Carthy and Sexton, but ignored. Mr. 
Healy. 

The debate was continued in an empty 
house by Mr. McNeill (Nationalist) and 
Mr. Corbett (Unionist). An abortive at- 
tempt to count out the hcuse brought a 
better audience for Sir Thomas Esmonde, 
Mr. Wyndham dnd Mr. Harrison. 

Interest then flagged till Mr. Balfour 
arose, when the benches filedup. Mr. 
Parnell aiso returned {and leaning back 
complaceutly, smiled at Mr. Balfour’s sal- 
lies against the Liberal leaders. Mr. Bal- 
four said that at first he was unable to 
suggest any motive for Mr. Morley’s mo- 
tion, but that the session would be incom- 
plete without it. He now found that it 
was a continuation of the personal dispute 
between himself and Mr. Morley, which 
appeared to have rankled in his mind 
since November. He would not discusa 
the matter sub judice in the indecorous 
manner in which the opposition did; but 
the accused never denied that they were 
guilty of the crime charged to them. 

Mr. Morley having reminded Mr. Bal- 
four that some had been acquitted in the 
couspiracy trial, Mr. Balfour retorted 
that they were acquitted on purely tech- 
zical grounds and that moral guilt at- 
tached to them all the same. 

Mr. Morley’s motion to censure the 
Irish executive was rejected—320 to 245. 

The discussion over adjournment was 
long aud angry and threatened an all- 
night sitting. The house finally adjourned 
at 1:30 this morning. There was an un- 
usual gathering in the peers’ gallery, 
which included the Earls of Derby, 
Cowper and Aberdeen, Lord Ashbourne, 
the Duke of Norfolk and the lord 
chancellor.

WHEELMEN. 


The National Des tnie ttion Shows an 
Encouraging Report os to Finances and 
Membership—Officers Elected. 
WASHINGTON. Feb. 17.—The uational 

assembly of the board of officers of the 
League of American Wheelmen was held 
here with a large attendance. Treasurer 
Brewster reported annual receipts of 
$7929 and expenditures of $3404, giving a 
balance of $4525. Secretary Bassett re- 
ported the present membership to be 
18,113, an increase of 5710. There are now 
441 ladies on the list. The income from 
membership was $17,005. Sanford Lawton 
of the membership committee reported 
that fourteen cases of doubtful member- 
ship had been considered during the year, 
with six expulsions. He called attention 
tothe presence of much petty spite and 
jealously in the ranks of the league 

President Dunn, in his annual report, 
considered at some length the work of the 
road improvement committee and other 
members of the league in certain states. 
He urged the passing of the scheme for 
the creation of anational highway com- 
mission by congress. He thought that 
an initial movement should be made with 
the re-establishment cf the old historic 
high road between New York and Boston 
as its object. The president recommended 
that two agents be appointed to make a 
complete census of the wheelmen of the 
country; that a special committee of 
legislation be created to look after all 
matters with reference to this; and that 
steps be taken to secure better harmony 
between the L. A. W. and the Canadian 
wheelmen. The report was enthusiasti- 
cally received.

THE LAST SPIKES DRIVEN. 


Completion of the Railroad Lines Unit- 
ing the State of Washington and Brit- 
ish Columbia Appropriately Celebrated. 


FAIRHAVEN, Wash., Feb. 17.—The last 
spikes in the track which unites the state 
of Washington and British Columbia 
were driven in the presence of about ‘3000 
persons from both sides of the line. The 
Fairhaven and Southern read forms the 
American line, and the New Westminster 
Souther. the British Columbian. The 
trains arrived at the boundary line, on 
which is the new city of Blaine, Wash., 
and Blaine, B. C., at 10:35 o’clock, each 
accompanied by a band. The American 
band played ‘Hail Columbia.” 

The rails were placed in position,and Gov- 
ernor Laughton of Washington, Governor 
Nelson of British Columbia, President 
Hendry of the New Westminster South- 
ern, President C. X. Larrabee of the Fair- 
haven and Southern, drove the spikes,and 
then Mrs. Nelson and Mrs. Laughton, 
wish small silver hammers, drove them 
home. Governor Laughton expressed the 
wish that no blow might ever be struck 
between the two countries except in 
friendship, and then three hearty cheers 
went up from the crowd. 

The Canadian band played “God Save 
the Queen” and then “The Star Spangled 
Banner, and the crowd repaired to the 
Blaine opera house. There Mayor Corn- 
ish of Blaine delivered the address of wel- 
come in response to Governor Nelson’s. 
He reviewed the progress of railroads in 


British Columbia and the Puget sound 
ee OS ee 
country. He declared the present incident 


marked an era in the northwest, aud at- 
tributes the rapid progress in Washinuton 
and British Columbia to railroad build- 
ing. Governor Laughtoa described the 
line dividing the state and province as 
only imaginary, and expressed friendship 
and gvuod-will for the people of British 
Columbia. A telegram was then read 
from James G. Blaine, secretary of state. 
The Fairhaven and Southern and the 
New Westminster Southern roads are to 
form a connecting link between the Cana- 
dian Pacific and the new Transcontinental 


ofthe Great Northern road, now under 
construction. It isthe first line across

THE TEMPERANCE CAUSE. 


The Relative Position of the Three Parties 
—Prohibitionists, Republicans, Democrats. 


To the Editors of the Daily Ledger: 

It is amusing to witness the action of 
political parties when a measure appears on 
the surface requiring immediate attention. 
Take for illustration the question of liquor 
selling, whether it shall be sold over the bar 
or at the table. A committee of the legis- 
lature haye recently given a hearing on 
this subject, the testimony given by parties 
in interest, and in fact, everything con- 
nected with the hearing, furnishes and sug- 
gests interesting matter for contemplation, 

First, the State gives the individual a 
license to sell liquor free from any disagree- 
able restrictions, entering into the contract 
by sanction of the legislation after know- 
ing all the facts that grow out of this busi- 
ness; and then as if ashamed of what they 


hate done, immediately proceed to give the}. 


act a color of respectability before the eyes 
of their constituents by restricting sales 
being made over the bar to give the acta 
semblance of a respectable dinner party. 

Now this and everything else connected 
with liquor selling, makes hypocrites of all 
parties whether the state, the legislature, or 
the individual, and the legislators when 
they make the law, and the governor who 
suggests or approves it, are conscious of the 
wrong they are doing. They attempt to 
hoodwink the people with this little decep- 
tion, and endeavor thus to atone for the 
first dishonorable act. It is undoubtedly 
true that if the State will grant licenses for 
the sale of liquor, the prohibitionists is 
fully justified in using every club he can to 
prevent harm being done, and he alone is 
acting an honorable part; but the position 
of the State, principally managed by the 
Republican party, is disgraceful and un- 
worthy of any support from the people. 
Landlords and saloon-keepers have testified 
that they sell more rum now than before 
the restriction was enacted, but everybody 
of common understanding knows this state- 
ment to be false. The probability is, that 
the sales are diminished by one-third, and 
it requires more labor, more room, more 
furniture and a corresponding expense to 
conduct the business, and he must have the 
company of those who patronize him for a 
longer time; for when they get grounded, 
“tas it were,’’ they occasionally take a nap 
with their luncheon, and this keeps others 
back and business drags; hence the liquor 
dealer wants the law repealed. 

The Prohibitionist only, is sincere in the 
various phases of liquor legislation. The 
Republican party is not only hypocritical 
and dishonest, but is decidedly immoral in 
all its participation in the temperance 
cause, and this brings us back to the old 
war days. How did the party stand then? 
It never intended slavery should be 
abolished but only used the Abolitionist as 
she uses the Prohibition party, and it was 
not until an absolute necessity and a de- 
mand bya few earnest, strictly, vigilant 
Abolitionists threatened death to the 
Union did the immortal Lincoln reluctantly 
wield the pen that liberated four or five 
million of human souls from the heathenish 
thraldom of slavery, and yet they speak of 


.| the grand old party. Get out! 


But they say, “‘you have got all your 
temperance legislation from this party.’ 
Well, if this is correct, you demanded a 
price and got it, and there has not been a 
liquor law on the Statutes since 1855 that 
was meant and made to be enforced. 
There are many good, reliable and sincere 
members of the Republican party, but 
they don’t hold the views and rarely mix 
with the working element. 

The Democratic party today are the more 
honorable,and morally in a better condition 
to champion the temperance cause than 
the members of the Republican party, in 
whose hands the management and measures 
are reposed and who will dictate the future 
action of that party and it will not be sur- 
prising if the men who do the thinking 
open their eyes that the coming century 
will witness an enlightened element em- 
bodied in an intelligent middle class under 
the Democratic flag, well ensconsed in the 
State capital, having secured the victory in 
a great degree by placing upon the Statute 
book of this Commonwealth a consistent, 
stringent and well-regulated, and what is 
better, a well enforced liquor law.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—With martial 
honors and with all the ceremony due to 
his high rank and distinguished services, 
the body of David D, Porter, admiral of 
the navy, who died at his residence in this 
city last Friday, was laid to rest in his- 
toric Arlington. Notsince the burial of 
Sheridan has Washington witnessed so 
imposing a funeral. Evecy branch of the 
military and naval service was repre- 
sented in the marching column that fol- 
lowed to his grave this naval hero who 
shared with Farragut the nation’s high- 
est naval honors and profound gratitude 
in recognition of achievements that make 
glorious the history of the American navy. 
The Grand Army and the Sons of the 
American Revolution, of which organ- 
izations the admiral was a member, occu- 
pied prominent places in the long proces- 
sion. 

All of the executive departments of the 
government were closed in honor of the 
dead, and everywhere throughout the 
city flags were displayed at half-mast. 
The body of the dead admiral lay in state 
at the family mansion, No. 1714 H street, 
all the forenoon, and was viewed bya 
constant stream of people. The yemains, 
dressed in the full uniform of an admiral 
of the navy, were encased in a casket cov- 
ered with royal purple velvet, lined with 
pure white satin, and having heavy silver 
handles and ornaments. ‘The lid con- 
tained a solid silver plate inscribed as fol- 
lows: 

Davin D. Porter, 
Aamiral United States Navy, 
Born June 18, 1813, 

Died February 13, 1591. 

Conspicious on the breast of the de- 
ceased were his Grand Army badge, the 
decoration of the Sons of the American 
Revolution, and the badge of Porter post 
of Massachusetts. The face of the dead 
looked calm and natural and gave no in- 
dication of recent physical anguish. The 
casket stood inthe center of the main 
drawing room on a catafalque heavily 
shrouded in black. A marine stood atthe 
foot of the coffin as aspecial guard over 
the body of his late commander. 

The Religious Services, 

About 1 o’clock the house was closed to 
visitors and the room containing the body 
wag cleared of everybody, and the mem- 
bers of the family took their last fare- 
well of the dead. The casket was closed 
immediately thereafter. Alarze American 
flag was wrapped around it, and the ad- 
miral’s sword and chapeau were placed on 
the lid. The services for the dead were 
held at the house and were conducted by 

Rev. Dr. Douglas, rector of St. John’s, as- 
sisted by Rev. F. H. Bigelow. The serv- 
ices began with the singing of the hymn, 
“Lead, Kindly Light,’ and closed with 
the benediction. The osher musical selec- 
tions were the hymus “Rock of Ages,” 
“Nearer, My God, to Thee,’ and ‘Hark, 
Hark, My Soul.’? The ministers, in their 
surplices, stood at the head of the casket 
and back of them stood the surpliced 
choir. 

Occupying chairs on either side of the 
casket were the members of the family, 
President and Mrs. Harrison, the mem- 
bers of the cabinet, justicesof the su- 
preme court, members of the diplomatic 
corps and the honorary pali-bearers, 
while behind them stood a throng of 
prominent army and navy oflicers and 
many of the leading citizens of Washing- 
ton. Governor Pattison and staff of 
Pennsylvania occupied seats near the cas- 
ket. The entire first floor, all the rooms 
of which open into the main parlor, were 
especially prepared for the accomodation 
of the friends of the family, and it is esti- 
mated that nearly 700 people were within 
the house during the services, while the 
streets in the vicinity were crowded with 
people unable to obtain admission. 

As the massive casket was borne from 
the house on the shoulders of eight sail- 
ors, the Marine band playeda dirge, the 
marines came to a present arms, the 
officers uncovered and the drums sounded 
“off ruffles.” he casket was then de- 
posited in the hearse and the 

Procession Moved Toward Arlington 
in the following order: 

First, a mounted platoon of potice; Rear 
Admiral Kimberly, with staff; the full 
Marine band; battalion of marines; six 
companies of artillery on foot; one light 
battery and two troops of cavatry. 

Following the regulars came the Na- 
tional Guard of the District of Columbia; 
600 men from the Grand Army, with Gen. 
Veazey, commander-in-chief of the Grand 
Army, and his staff as guests. 

The hearse followed, drawn by four 
horses, with sailors walking on either 
side. - 

Next came the mourners in carriages, 
Carriages followed containing the honor- 
ary pall-bearers and the clergy, the presi- 
dent and his cabinet, the chief justice and 
the associated justices of the supreme 
court, the senate and house committees, 
foreign ministers, senators and represen- 
tatives, officers of the navy, army and 
marine corps, delegates from the Grand 
Army posts, the uaval post from Phila- 
delphia, of which the admiral was a mem- 
ber, and a delegation of the Sons of the 
American Revolution. The naval regu- 
lations providing for an admiral’s funeral 
were followed as closely as possible. The 
number of troops iu line, including the 
militia, was about 3000. 

The line of march along Fennsylvania 
avenue west was crowded with spectators, 
and at every window and curbstone were 
gatherings of the young and old, who 
stood revereutly with uncovered heads as 
the long procession filed slowly by. On 
all buildings along the line of march flags 
were displayed at half-mast, and in some 
instances a piece of crape fluttered from 
the national colors. At the Georgetown 
end of the bridge that spans the Potomac 
and joins Virginia with the district, the 
procession « toa halt for a few min- 
utes wi i«..l the troops,’save the United 
States marines and cavalry, drew up in 
line on either side of the street and

salute? with present arma as the hearse 
passed by. Ali the n ititary and other or- 
ganizations, exept tee marines and 
cavalry, reiurued to the city. Slowly the 
procession proceeded across the brilze and 
up the Virginia hills slong the tortuous, 
mud-covered road toward the cem.tery. 
With Arms Keversed 

and uniforms much bespattered with 
mud, the head of the column reached the 
cemetery gate. The cavalry drew upin 
line on either side of the road, and 
saluted, leaving only the battalion of 
marines to accompany the remains to the 
grave. When the old Lee mansion was 
reached, the marines filed around to the 
left of the house and took up a position in 
single line, facing the east and near the 
grave, while the casket was Leing trans- 
ferred from the hearse to the grave. Tre 
casket was taken from the bearse and 
borne on the shoulders of the sailors to 
the open grave and was placed over it. 
Then came the clergymen, tle pall-bear- 
ers und the stricken family and their near 
friends, among whom were the president, 
Secretary Blaine and Postmaster General 
Wanamaker. Mrs. Porter leaned upon 
the arm of Dr. Wales, the medical exam- 
iner of the navy. 

When all had reached the side of the 
grave and as the casket was lowered, the 
clergymen read the Episcopal burial serv- 
ice and offered a brief prayer. At its con- 
clusion the Grand Army post of which 
Admiral! Porter had been a member per- 
formed their usual service for the dead, in 
the course of which the casket wasstrewn 
with garlands of roses. Whe. the last 
words had been said Mrs. Porter stepped 
to the side of the open grave and took one 
long, last look. She was deeply moved 
and was led away sobbing. Then at the 
word of command the columus of marines 

ischarged three volleys over the grave. 
As the echodied away among the hills the 
Grand Army post trumpeter stepped to 
the front and blew the bugle call “lights 
out.” 

The last rites of the distinguished dead 
had been performed, and the large assem- 
blage which, during the ceremonies had 
stood in respectful silence and with bared 
heads, quickly and silently dispersed. 
The procession retraced iis way through 
the windirg roundway of the cemetery, 
and returued to the city. 


GEN. SHERMAN. 


Official Program of the Faneral An- 
nounced—President and Cabinet and 
Other Officials Will Attend. 

New York, Feb. 18.—Visitors were 
freely admitted to the late Gen. Sher- 
man’s house this morning and permitted 
to see the dead general as he rested in the 
casket, which stood on a small catatalque 
in the center of the room, guarded only 
by one of the soldiers from Governor’s 
Island. The general’s face looks extremely 
natural. A draped United States flag 
overhung the coffin, and the general’s 
arms were crossed, his sword in his right 
hand, its burnished blade resting across 
his leftarm. His hat lay upon his breast 
and between his arms. The room was 
darkened, there being only a flickering 
gas light to relieve it of its somber aspect. 
A few flowers were placed in vases near 
the cask.i and a wreath of immortelles 
was laid near the foot of the casket. The 
body will remain in this room until it is 
removed to-morrow afternoon. 

The official program for the funeral has 
been given out by Gens. Slocum and How- 
ard. The regulation escort under com- 
mand of Col. Langdon, First artillery, 
will consist of one regiment as infantry to 
be composed ofa battalion of United States 
marines; four companies of artillery, a 
company of light artillery from the army 
and the National Guard of the state of 
New York, and two troops of the cavairy 
of the Natioial Guard,state of New York. 
The remains will be received by the 
escort at the lute residence of the general 
at 2p. m. to-morrow. The body will be 
borne on a caisson, preceded by the pall- 
bearers in carriages. The _ pall-bearers 
will accompany the remains as far as 
Jersey City. Six sergeants will be de- 
tailed as pall-bearers and will proceed 
to St. Louis. The special escort of honor 
from the Grand Ariny, Lafayette post, 
will form on the right and left of the 
caisson, The order of column following 
the family and relatives will be as fol- 
lows: 

President and Vice President of the 
United States, members of cabinet, ex- 
Presidents of the United States, commit- 
tees of senate and house of representa- 
tives, governor of state and mayor of the 
city of New York, Military Order of Loyal 
Legion cf United States and officers of 
army and navy, Grand Army, corns of ca- 
dets from United States Military acad- 
emy, under Lieut. Col. Hawkins, National 
Guard, under Brig. Gen. Louis Fitzzer- 
ald, delegations and representatives from 
Veterans, Sons of Veterans and other or- 
ganizations unassigned, under charge of 
Gen. David Morrison, 

The line of march will be Eighth avenue 
to Fifty-ninth street, east side of circle 
Broadway, Fifty-seventh street to Fifth 
avenue to Washington square, where the 
column, excepting the regular escort, will 
be dismissed. The escort will continue 
its march to Waverly place,to MacDougal 
street, to King street, to Hudson street,to 
Watts street, to junction of West street. 
Veteran organizations not moving with 
the column will form across West street 
to the ferry landing at the foot of Des- 
brosses street. The carriages in the pro- 
cession will be restricted to the pall-bear- 
ers, relatives and invited officials. 

The churches cf the city are requested 
to have their bells tolled at half mipute 
intervals during the movement of the 
columu, from 2 to 4 p. m., and the 
churches of Jersey City are requested to 
toll their bells from 5 to 6p. m. Thursday. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—The president, 
all the members of the cabinet, the house 
committee, a number of army officers and 
others, will leave here at 3:30 this after- 
noon on aspecial train of Pullman cars 
over the Pennsylvania railroad for New 
York, to attend the funeral of Gen. Sher- 
man. Another special train, carrying the 
senate committee, will leave at 10 o’clock 
to-night over the same route for New 
York.

Toronvo, Feb. 18.—The great event of 
the campaign in the Dominion elections 
occurred when Sir John Macdonald, for 
the first time, spoke during the campaign 
here, throwing a bombshell into the camp 
of his opponents that will create a pretty 
sensation throughout the Dominion. 

Sir John followed Tupper, who made a 
long speech, creating great enthusiasm 
when he stated that if the United States 
dared to lay a finger on Canada she would 
have to answer for 1t to Great Britain. 

When Sir John had spoken for an hour, 
and when near the close of his speech, he 
said he had evidence of the treasonable 
conduct of certain parties who were trying 
to betray Canada into the hands of the 
United States. 

In answer to the cries for names he said 
he bad in his possession the original of a 
document written by Editor Farrar of The 
Toronto Globe, but most of the copies have 
been collected by the police. The docu- 
ment told Americans how they could co- 
erce Caniuda into annexation with the 
United States. 

The original, he said, had been identi- 
fied asin the handwriting of Farrar by 
one who knew his handwriting. He read 
the concluding clause, which stated that 
the feeling inthe maritime provinces on 
annexation was all kept in line by corrup- 
tion and bribery, except in Prince Ed- 
ward Island, in which they had no means 
of bribery, and it therefore returned all 
Liberal members.

The harbor steamer A. L. Martin was 
hastily sent after the floating cabin, and 
caught it at Riverside, several miles be- 
low the city. As many passengers as 
were left were hastily taken aboard and 
returned to the city.

Causes Pennsylvania Lumbermento Lose 
Heavily—The Mohawk River Rapidly 
Rising—No Danger at Johnstown. 
CLEARFIELD, Pa., Feb. 18.—For forty- 

eight hours rains have fallen and the river 
is but four feet lower than the memora- 
ble flood of June 1, 1889. Thousands of 
dollars worth of timber and logs broke 
away and have gone down theriver. No 
boom has yet been hung, and this timber 
cannot be secured before it reaches Chesa- 
peake bay. This flood will badly cripple 
many of our lumbermen. Many citizens 
have moved out of their houses and are 
preparing for higher water. 

WILLIAMSPORT, Pa., Feb. 18.—Every- 
thing now indicates a flood of not less 
than twenty-six feet of,water in the Sus- 
quehanna river. The river has been ris- 
ingabouta footan hour. Lumbermen 
are very uneasy and many merchants have 
commenced to remove their goods from 
the lowertories of their establishments. 
A flood is reported on the head waters of 
Pine creek at Galeton. Agboom broke, 
letting between 8,000,000and°10,000,000 feet 
of logs escape. 

ScHENECTaDY, N. Y., Feb. 18.—The 
rains have caused the Mohawk river to 
rise considerable. A gorge has formed in 
the bend at Cranesville. West of that 
place the river is filled with ice and there 
is nothing but the trees to show where 
the islands are. The water is rising at the 
rate of ten feet an hour. 

JOHNSTOWN, Pa., Feb. 18.—It is under- 
stood that danger from high water has 
passed and further damage is not now 
probable. All industrial establishments are 
closed and business is at a standstill.

PROFESSOR BELL’S GIFT. 


Inventor of the Telephone Contributes 
$25,000 to Be Devoted to Teaching 
the Dumb to Speak. 


New York, Feb. 18.—The Tribune says 
this morning that Professor Alexander 
Graham Bell presented to the board of 
directors of the’Asssociation for the Teach- 
ing of Speech to the Dumb, the sum of 
$25,000 to be held as an endowment, the 
interest of which is to be used for the 
teaching of speech to the dumb. This 
money is part of the interest accruing 
from the Vota fund, which was given to 
Professor Bell by the Freuch government 
some years ago to be used at his discretion 
for scientific and philanthropic purposes. 
This $25,000 will be known as the Bell- 
Volta fund. 

Special interest is attached to the gift 
from the fact that Professor Bell married 
a Miss Hubbard, who is both deaf and 
dumb. She is the daughterof Gardner G. 
Hubbard, one of the directors of the as- 
sociation. The organization was formed 
abouta month ago, and yesterday was the 
first meeting of the board of directors, 
All the members of the board were pres- 
ent. Professor Bell is president. One 
hundred new members were admitted, 
many of whom are well known through- 
out the United States. 

Mr. Westervelt said to a Tribune re- 
porter: “There are in ull seventy-five 
schools in the country where the deaf and 
dumb are taught the Depepe gesture, or 
sign language. It now has been demon- 
strated beyond cavil that all deaf mutes 
can be taught to speak; but, owing to the 
considerable expense attendant upon the 
instruction, fully 500 of the children in 
these schools are not taught tospeak at 
all. Our association has been organized 
to provide an institute which can give 
normal instruction to teachers of deaf 
mutes. Professor Bell’s generous gift en- 
ables us to do this immediately. 

“We do not wish to come into conflict 
with any other methods of teaching, but 
whenever an invitation is extended we 
will send lecturers from our institute to 
such institutions as may desire them. An- 
other object we have in view is the publi- 
cation of periodicals devoted to the pro- 
mulgation of our methods. “These will be 
published at irregular intervals, as we 
have material in hand. We already have 
enough for several uumbers. We are 
anxious to have many of those as are in- 
terested in deaf mutes become members 
of our association.” 


BASE BALL TACTICS. 


American Association People are Mad 
and are Making Threats. 

NEW York, Feb. 18.—The American 
Base Ball association meeting, which was 
to have been held in Philadelphia, was for 
some reason transferred to this city. De- 
layed trains kept some of the delegates 
away, but those who arrived were in war 
paint. They say that they will no longer 
be pushed aside by the National league, 
and that if necessary they will withdraw 
from the national agreement. They are 
especially incensed at their president, Al- 
lan W. Thurmrn, Jr., and will probably 
demand his resignation. They claim that 
Thurman deserted his organization when 
he voted that the players Stovey and 
Beerbauer should go to league clus. They 
are determined to have Cincinnati in 
their circuit, if sucha thing is possible. 
Johnson was in consultation with the as- 
sociation men. He said that he proposed 
to protect his interests at all hazards. C. 
A. Prince, the president of the Boston as- 
sociation club, says that A. G. Spalding 
and A. W. Thurman, Jr., both promised 
hin. that his club should have Mack and 
Stovey. He says he has documentary ev- 
idence of this fact. 


GIVEN UP FOR LOST. 


Navigator Norton and His Friends Have 
Probably Met a Watery Grave. 
NEw YORK, Feb. 18.—Capt. Francis L, 
Norton, who, with his wife and niece, 
Miss Annie Richerby, and seven- others, 
left this port on Nov. 24 last in his patent 
air-chambered life-boat, Norton, for 
Europe, is given up for lost and all with 
him. It is now eighty-five days since he 
sailed and nothing has been heard of the 
little craft. Capt. Norton was the presi- 
dent of the Norton Naval and Shipbuild- 
ing company, doing business at 18 Broad- 
way. At the office it was said that unless 
he and his companiuns had been picked 
up by some sailing vessel bound for 
Australia nothing more would be heard 

of them. 


SIX PERSONS KILLED 


And Three Fatally Injured, Owing to the 
Drunkenness of an Engineer. 

RICHMOND, Va., Feb. 18.—A special trom 
Salisbury, N. C., says: Particulars from 
a railroad wreck at Smyrna trestle, two 
miles from Newton, bave been received. 
The train was a mixed one. Fifteen per- 
sons, including the train crew, were on 
board. Three were killed on the spot and 
three more died shortly after. Threa 
others are supposed to be fatally injured. 
The trestie was thirty feet high. The 
train was behind time and rauning at a 
high rate of speed. Itis alleged that the 
engineer was drunk. 


New York's New Daily. 

NEW York, Feb. 18.—The new daily 
paper, The Recorder, which appeared this 
morning, has made a draught on the staff 
of nearly every large daily in the city, 
and a corps of unusually bright men is 
the result. The paper was started by 
Howard Carroll, who is said to have an al- 
most unlimited financial backing. The 
editor will be J. W. Keller, lately of The 
Times. Complete independence in politics 
and thorough unconventionality in other 
respects, will be the aim of the new ven- 
ture. 


Behring Sea News from Abroad. 

LONDON, Feb. 18.—Lord Salisbury’s re- 
ply to,Mr. Blaine’s dispatch of last De- 
cember on the Behring sea question has 
been forwarded to Washingtou, and will 
be forthwith presented to Mr. Blaine by 
Sir Julian Pauncefote. 

BERLIN, Feb. 18.—The Political Corres- 
pondence publishes, under reserve, a 
rumor that the English and United States 
governments have agreed tosubmit the 
Behring sea question to the arbitration of 
King Humbert of Italy. 


Massachusetts Legislature, 

Boston,Feb. 18.—In the senate a resolve 
was admitted forthe payment of a pen- 
sion to the widow of the late Chief Jus- 
tice Morton. The biennial and poll tax 
resolves were advanced a stage without 
debate. The Sherman resolutions were 
adopted, after eulogies on thedead gen- 
eral had been pronounced. In the house

A CABLE T0 HAWAII. 


It is Considered a Matter of 
Great Importance. 


MORE TREASURYSHIP GOSSIP. 


The President’s Intentions Said to Be 
Unknown to Any One—The ‘“‘Sockless 


Statesman” from Kansas Appears in 


the House. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—The appropria- 
tion for the cable with Hawaii is regarded 
as important by the administration. Itis 
well known that Great Britain has been 
anxiously endeavoring to disturb the 
pleasant relations between this country 
and the Hawaiian islands, and that Ger- 
many and other foreign countries have 
been in sympathy with that movement. 
Cordial relations between the United 
States and these islands would be abso- 
lutely necessary in case of a foreign war. 
If the Hawaiian islands should be under 
the domination of a foreign power they 
could be used asa naval center to the great 
detriment of the United States. These 
islands and the Samoan group are the 
only ones of any importance in the 
Pacific not now under foreign control. 

The unfortunate effect of aclause in the 
McKinley tariff bill, imposing a duty on 
some of the products of the Hawaiian isl- 
ands, in contravention with the treaty of 
that country, is being used tothe preju- 
dice of this counury. The state depart- 
meut is anxious to establish aline not 
only for commercial, but for diplomatic 
reasons. The navy department is also ex- 
tremely anxious about the matter. It is 
proposed to go ahead and improve Pearl 
River harbor, which has been ceded to the 
United States, and with cable communi- 
cation in case of a foreign war this harbor 
would be of immense importence. 


SECRETARY PROCTOR OUT OF IT. 


A Little More Gossip Concerning the 
Treasury Portfolio. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—One of the most 
prominent senators, who holds as close re- 
lations with the president as anybody, 
said: “Nota single member of the presi- 
dent’s cabinet as yet knows anything 
about the decision which may be reached 
in the matter of the secretary of the treas- 
ury, so close is the president keeping his 
counsel in this respect. It is known to 
some members of the cabinet what names 
the president has hud under consideration 
in connection with this vacant office. If 
these names ceuld be printed it would 
surprise the country to learn them. 
Among other things it would be ascer- 
tained that the president has been consid- 
ering names entirely separate from the 
geographical and political conditions that 
had been set down for him by the cabinet 
makers in the newspapers. 

‘*Among others he has been considering 
two eastern men, both of whom have no 
affiliation, certainly, with the silver ques- 
tion or with any of the agricultural ques- 
tions of the country. Whether or not he 
will select either one of these two men 
cannot be stated. It is known that Secre- 
tary Proctor could be transferred to the 
treasury department if he was willing to 
accept that position. But it is also known 
that he is unwilling to leave the war de- 
partment, and the transfer vhich has 
been suggested will not take place. The 
president hasa very high appreciation of 
Secretary Proctor as an executive officer, 
and also of his financial skill; but Secre- 
tary Proctor is nos a man in very 
robust health, however much his 
appearance may indicate the contrary,and 
he isnot disposed to assume the very 
onerous responsibilities which necessarily 
attach to the treasury department. More- 
over, heis enthusiastic in the work at the 
war department, and it is generally ad- 
mitted by the older officers of the army 
that he is making the best secretary of 
war that that department ever had. There 
never before has been a civilian head of 
the war department who has in so short a 
time thoroughly mastered the technical 
details of that great office as Mr. Proctor 
has. He will undoubtedly remain the 
secretary of war until tbe end of the ad- 
ministration.” — 


A NOTABLE REPRESENTATIVE, 


“Sockless Jerry Simpson’ Makes His 
First Appearance ip the House. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—The “sockless 
statesman,’’ Jerry Simpson from Kansas, 
was upon the floor of the house yesterday, 
where he created quite a sensation. He 
was at once captured by Mr. Springer of 
Illinois, one of the candidates for the 
speakership, who presented the new- 
comer to the members of the Democratic 
side of the chamber. Mr. Simpson was 
dressed in 1 pepper-and-salt woolen suit, 
with a turn-down collar, and a narrow 
black necktie. He cannot be mistaken 
fora dude, but there were no hayseed 
visible in his raven black hair, nor were 
there any barnyard mud on his shoes. It 
Was an amusing, but nevertheless, actual 
fact that almost every member presented 
tothe “Honorable Jerry” looked first at 
his feet, evidently expecting some ccn- 
firmation of the repurt that “be don’t 
wear socks.” 

Buried. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—Under instruc- 
tions from the committee on finance, Sen- 
ator Morrill, chairman of that committee, 
reported adversely to the senate the Stan- 
ford bill “to provide the government with 
means sufficient to supply the national 
want of a sound circulating medium.” 
After discussing details of the bill, the re- 
port says that some of the minor objec- 
tions might be removed by amendment, 
but the objections to its substance are in- 
eradicable, and therefore the committee 
reports it adversely and recommends its 
indefinite dostponemeut. 


In Congress. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—The diplomatic 
and consular appropriation Dill was 
passed, and the copyright bill amended by 
Mr. Edmunds and discussed. 

In the house a resolution was reported 
for the impeachment of Judge Boarman 
of Louisiana. The conference report on 
the fortification bill was agreed to. The 
Indian appropriation bill was amended in 
committee of the whole, and the previous 
question ordered on it in the house. 


Quay’s Vindication. 

WASHINGTON,Feb. 18.—Senator Quay at 
the last moment,attbe suggestion of some 
of his close friends, left out all mention 
of the election bill und the tariff, confin- 
ing his statement to purely personal mat- 
ters. His friends are very much pleased 
with his refutatioo of the scandals, and 
claim that he has left his enemies with 
little or no ground on which to revive 
their assaults.

registration of the title instead of a deed 
and the guaranteeing of that title by the 
State to all future purchasers. A simple 
transfer of the certificate from the register 
would then transfer the property at a very 
slight expense. 

The examination of all titles would be 
made by the State, which would guarantee 
them, and levy a small tax to meet cases 
where it might be necessary to ext ingt 
aclaim. A resolution was adopted for a 
legislative commission to investigate the 
subject. 

We do not know whether 
had this special system in 
commendation to the Legislature on the 
subject, but a simplification of the transfer 
of real property is a very desirable thing. 
In the Western states, where the titles 
were acquired by the government and the 
records are based on government surveys, 
there is no occasion for litigation about 
titles, anda piece of property can be traced 
through every change of ownership with 
the greatest ease.—Vew Beds f

Elaborate Decorations. 

Every house in the block where Gen. 
Sherman lived so long was tastefully dec- 
orated with draped flags. Along Fifty- 
Seventh street and Broadway to Fifth 
avenue, nearly every house was draped 
Fifth avenue presented a bewildering ar- 
ray of draped and half-masted flags. The 
club house of the Seventh regiment Vet- 
erans was handsomely draped and the 
Union League club building presented an 
elaborate display of drapery. Especially 
noticeable were the sombre decorations of 
the big hotels along the line. The big 
wholesale houses on Broadway bad their 
flags half-masted, and the smaller stores 
were tastefully draped. The side streets 
were similarly decorated. West Twenty- 
third street was profusely covered with 
bunting. 

Gen. Egbert4L. Viele of Lafayette post, 
Grand Army, had prepared a handsome 
floral tribute, to be sent on behalf of the 


post to Ransom post of St. Louis, to be 
placed on Gen. Sherman’s grave.

When the head of the procession reached 
Desbrosses street ferry, a few minutes af- 
there 


ter 5 o'clock, was uh immense 
crowd gathered there. A squil of sev- 


enty-five policemen were on guard to pre- 
serve order. As the mounted police ar- 
rived they opened ranks on each side of 
the street. The ferry gates were thrown 
open, and thecaisson on which rested the 
body was first driven aboard the boat 
Baltimore, escorted by Lafayette post 140, 
Grand Army. The funeral party followed, 
and New York had paid her tribute tothe 
dead general. 

At 5:22 0’clock the ferry boat startea 
across the river, the flags being at half- 
mast and the ferry bells tolling. The 
presidential party and members of the 
Sherman family left their coaches and 
took seats in the ladies’ cabin, while the 
guard of honor and United States offi- 
cers sought the warmth of the other 
cabin. The outside of the boat had been 
painted black. 

The Fourth New Jersey regiment was 
drawn upin the Jersey City ferry house 
asa guard of bonor when the boat came 
in. ‘They presented arms as the caisson 
Was driven into the depot, and 
agein as President Harrison .10de 
past. The president raised his hat in 
acknowledgment and the drum corps 


played a marching salate. 
The Funeral Train. 
The special train which takes the re- 


matus ta St, Louls consisted of seven cars, 
all heavily draped. The body was placed 
on a catafalque in the first car. Maj. 
W. F. Randolph, U. S. A., was placed in 
charge of the remains. The members of 
the party who were to go on the funeral 
train entered the other cars. Secretaries 
tusk and Noble entered the car contaln- 
ing the body and remained there with the 
military escort. The second car, the Pull- 
man “Danville,” was occupied by Govern- 
or Pattison, Adjt. Gen. McClelland and 
the governor’s staff; the Pullman sleep- 
ers “Abyo” and “Cadi” were the third 
and fourth, respectively; then came the 
dining car and following it was President 
Roberts’ special car occupied by the mem- 
bers of the Sherman family. The last 
car, No. 180, was occupied by the presi- 
dential party. The train left the depot at 
6:47 o'clock. 

The train moved slowly out of the yard 
at Jersey City, and across the meadows to 
Newark. No stop was made there, but as 
the train passed the station, a crowd num- 
bering thousands could be seen. This 
was the case at every little way-station 
between Newark and Trenton. Occasion- 
ally as a small station was passed, the 
members of the funeral party would hear 
music. It was too dark to see the gath- 
erings at the different places. As the 
train neared Trenton, the sound of can- 
non, fired as a farewell salute to the great 
commander, was heard. The train slowed 
up as it passed the depot, where a great 
throng was gathered, and the strains of 
a band playing the hymn “Nearer, My God, 
to Thee,” greeted the ears of the travelers. 

From Trenton to Philadelphia the run 
was uneventful. Occassionally, as a 
small station was passed, people would be 
seen peering through the gloom to catch 
a glimpse of the train. The train did not 
enter the depot at Philadelphia, but went 
outon the Y, stoppiug only long enough 
to change engines. About 150 representa- 
tives of different Grand Army posts as- 
sembled at Germantown Junction sta- 
tion, in the northern part of the city, and 
presented dress front as the train sped by 
the station at 9:10 p.m. A few hundred 
citizens also awaited the arrival of the 
train aud all reverently raised their hats 
as 1t passed the station. 

A mile or so beyond Germantown Junc- 
tion, at Mantua, the train stopped te 
change engines and to detach Vice Presi- 
dent Thompson’s private car containing 
President Harrison and party, which was 
taken onto Washington.

WRECK OF THE TOPSY. 


The Captain and Four Others Drowned— 
Seven Sailors Rescued.

RUM AND SWILL. 


Four Horse Team 
Embankment at Atlantic. 

About 2.30 yesterday afternoon one 
McDonnell, the driver of a North 
Weymouth swill team, while homeward 
bound on Hancock street, Atlantic, 
allowed his horses to travelon alone while 
he and the driver of another team vied 
with each other in emptying a bottle. 
Hancock street it will be remembered, is 
in an unfinished state, the recently 
widened and rebuilt roadway which is some 
ten feet above the marsh between the 
railroad bridge and Squantum street, is 
unprotected by a fence. But the street is 
sixty feet wide and the travelled way is on 
the east side. 

Left to themselves on the railroad brid ge 
the horses four in number kept to the 
middle of the road until the bottom of the 
hill was reached, when they turned toward 
the right and for about 100 feet apparently 
tried to see how near they could go to the 
west embankment without falling over.

NO FREE COINAGE. 


Senate Bill Will Be Unfavorably 
Reported to the House. 


END OF SILVER LEGISLATION. 


Rumors That Cleveland Will Not Stand 


for the Presidency in '92—Duty on 


Newspapers Imposed by Canadian Cus- 


toms Authorities. 


WasuinctTon, Feb. 21.—Within teu 
minutes from the time the hearings were 
closed on the silver question, the inembers 
of the house coinage committee had: left 
the rooms of the ways and means com- 
mittee, in which latterly the hearings 
have been conducted, and assembled in 
the regular meeting room of the com- 
mittee. There was practically no discus- 
sion in committee, and the members 
proceeded promptly to voting. The first 
vote taken was on the senate bill for the 
free and unlimited coinage of silver. On 
ayea and nay vote it was decided, by a 
majority of 8to 4, to report this bill to 
the house adversely, with a recommenda- 
tion that it do not pass, 

The tour members in the minority were 
the old free coinage contingent of the 
committee—Messrs. Carter of Montana 
and Bartine of Nevada, Republicans, and 
Bland of Missouri and Williams of Ili- 
nvis, Democrats. The eight members of 
the committee who compose the majority 
were Mr. Wickham of Ohio, the chair- 
man of the committee, and Messrs. 
Walker of Massachusetts, Comstock of 
Minnesota, Knapp of New York, Taylor 
of Illinois, Republicans; and Messrs. 
Tracey of New York, Wilcox of Connecti- 
cut and Vaux of Pennsylvania, Demo- 
crats. Mr. Knapp of New York was not 
actually present, but he had given Mr. 
Walker a written proxy authorizing the 
latter to represent him, and his vote was 
cast against the bill, according to his 
wishes. 

After the free coinage men found that 
they were defeated on the senate bill, Mr. 
Carter of Montana moved asa substitute 
for the senate bill a measure providing 
for the free coinage of the American pro- 
duct. This was also defeated, only 
Messrs. Carter and Bartine actually fa- 
voring it, though Mr. Bland’s vote was in 
committee reported in favorof it. [nu 
casting his vote Mr. Bland stated that he 
would vote to report favorably a bill for 
the free coinage of the American product, 
but that be would do sosolely for the 
purpose of getting it onthe calendur 
with a favorable recommendation, and 
that he would reserve the right to oppose 
it on the floor with a bill providing free 
and unlimited coinage of silver,and did 
not intend finally to vote in favor of Mr. 
Carter’s proposition. 

Mr. Carter next moved another substi- 
tute for the senate bill. This provided 
that for the first three months after the 
passage of the act the secretary of the 
treasury shall purchase monthly, in the 
open market, 10,000,000 ounces of silver, 
and that thereafter he shall purchase 
monthly 6,000,000 ounces of silver, instead 
of 4,500,000, as is authorized under the 
present law. This last motion also failed, 
securing only two votes, those of Messrs. 
Carter and Bartine, the two Democratic 
free coinage men, Messrs. Bland and 
Williams voting against it. 

It was then arranged that the chairman 
of the committee, Mr. Wickham of Ohio, 
should draw up the report in behalf of 
the majority of the committee and pre- 
sent it to the house as promptly as possi- 
ble. The report will be brief, and Mr. 
Wickham stated that it would probably 
be laid before the house late this after- 
noon. <A resvlution was agreed to, giving 
the minority authority to submit their 
views to the house in the shape of a 
minority report, if they see fit to do so. 

Nothing was said in committee about 
bringing the bill before the house, and it 
now goes to the foot of the already over- 
burdened house calehdar, with the recom- 
mendation of the committee that itdo 
not pass. 


THE PRESIDENTIAL RACE. 


Rumor That Cleveland is Out of It—Re- 
port Not Accepted in New York, bat 
Such Action Has Been Contemplated, 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—An announce- 
ment, on what purports to be high au- 
thority, that Mr. Cleveland is not a candi- 
date for president, and that he will set 
this fact forth in a public statement, has 
created considerable excitement in polit- 
ical circles. Some profess not to believe 
that he has any such intention, while oth- 
ers of his friends say that he will be nomi- 
nated despite any obstacles he may throw 
in the way of that result. Others again 
would like to get rid of him as a standing 
candidate, but have despaired of doing so. 
Some of these, who thought the anti-sil- 
ver letter had killed him, have already 
changed their minds. By one element of 
the Democracy, therefore, Mr. Cleveland’s 
alleged irrevocable determination to de- 
cline a nomination would be regarded as 
a great calamity, while by the others it 
would be hailed us a happy deliverance 
from impending evil. Itis said that when 
Mr. Cleveland first made known his in- 
tention to his intimate friends in New 
York, they tried every means in their 
power to dissuade him from carrying out 
his determination. These appeals have 
been disregardea, and it is held that noth- 
ing vill now shake him from his purpose. 

New York, Feb. 21.—A Washington 
dispatch to The Philadelphia Bulletin 
declared that Mr.tWhitney was author- 
ity for a statement that ex-President 
Cleveland had positively decided not to be 
a@ canditate for president again. The 
Washington Post reiterates this state- 
ment. 

Every effort to get a statement on the 
subject from Mr. Cleveland himself or 
from his intimate friends here has failed, 
It is true, however, that Mr. Cleveland 
has been thinking of making such an an- 
nouncement. Still the report is not ac- 
cepted here as correct. 


RATHER SURPRISING. 


A Duty on Newspapers Imposed by Cana- 
dian Officials. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—Amazement has 
been created in this country among the 
publishers of trade newspapers at receiv- 
ing notice from postmasters that editions 
of their papers which have been regu- 
larly mailed second-class matter to Can- 
ada have been withheld for delivery in 
the Dominion, because of a notice by the 
Canadian customs authorities that the 
newspapers are dutiable. This notifica- 
tion has created surprise here, because it 
appears never to have occurred to any one 
that a tariff is imposed upon a newspaper 
in transit through the mails. The ques- 


tion is being asked how Sir John Mac- 
donald can expect to get on with a propo- 


| 
| 


sition for reciprocity with the government 
of the Unite States if he excludes some 
of those newspapers which are the most 
devoted to the stibject of reciprocity. _ 

It is a fact that lirge editions of special 
journa's, one of whose most prominent 
characteristics is the advocacy of recipr 
city with the Dominion, have been stopped 
at the frontier by the customs agents of 
Sir Johu Macdonald, and denied delivery 
to be paid subscribers until after they 
shall have paid a duty which apparently 
is about equal to the original cost of the 
subscription. In other words, the recip- 
rocity which Sir John Macdonald is en- 
deavoring to enforce m Canada looks from 
this side of the line as not only a restric- 
tion upon the freedom of the press, but 
practical prohibition of entry. 

Postal authorities here are disposed to 
think, without understanding exactly the 
ground upon which this supposed new 
duty is imposed upon newspapers, that 
the action of the Dominion government is 
in violation of the postal union. An in- 
quiry will be made here, and if that shall 
be proven to be true there may be some 
vigorous action taken on behalf of this 
government which will at least tend to 
make things even. 

In Congress. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—In the senate, 
130 pension bills passed in forty-five min- 
utes. A long discussion took place on 
the bill giving government guarantee to 
the Nicaragua canal bonds. 

In the house, the bill for the relief of 
the supreme court was taken up, despite 
the protests of the Democrats, the senate 
amendment was non-concurred in and a 
conference ordered. The bill fixing the 
salaries of United States district judges 
was discussed. 

Fine Figuring. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.—The superin- 
tendent of the census has prepared a 
bulletin giving the center of population 
of the United States as at a point in 
southern Indiana, a little west of south 
of Greensburg, the county seat of Decatur 
county, and twenty miles east of Colum- 
bus.

WAR MEASURES UNFORGIVEN. 


Tennessee State Senate Reduces Resolu- 
tions to Mere Words. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Feb. 21.—When Sen- 
ator Penlaud’s resvlutions eulogizing Gen. 
Sherman came up, Senator Morris moved 
that they be referred to the committee on 
charitable institutions. Senator Polk sec- 
onded the motion and hoped the gentle- 
man would not force a vote for the ,ur- 
pose of making politicai capital for him- 
selfand party. Since Sherman is dead, 
Mr. Polk said, it would be indelicate to 
speak against him. His (Polk’s) constitu- 
ents were not sorrowing over Sherman’s 
death. They would perhaps have been glad 
if he had died several years ago. Mr. Polk 
said he would not vote on the resolutions. 

Mr. Penland spoke in favor of the reso- 
lutions and submitted as a part of his re- 
marks an editorial from The Louisville 
Courier-Journal. 

Senator Rivers spoke strongly against 
the resolutions. He said the people of the 
south had never refused to honor the pa- 
triotic men of the north, but they could 
not honor a man who caused devastation 
of property wherever he went and never 
spoke a word ot kindness for the south. 
Mr. Rivers introduced a substitute resolu- 
tion which simply recited the fact of the 
death of another military hero and ex- 
pressed sympathy with Gen. Sherman’s 
family. 

The substitute was accepted by a vote 
of 20t9 10, andas amended, the resolu- 
tions were adopted by a rising vote.

SIX PERSONS KILLED. 


Their YWodies Burned Almost Seyond 
Recognition, Being Taken the 
Wreck a Parboiled and Otherwise

Webb’s Official Report of the Disaster, 


New York, Feb. 21.—Six persons, four 
men and two women, were killed by a 
collision of trains in the long Fourth ave- 
ngie tunnel through which the New York 
Central, Harlem and New York and New 
Haven railroads reach the Grand Central 
station. Two Wagner sleeping cars and 
other railroad property were wrecked and 
partly burned. The fire was caused by an 
overturned Baker heater and the bodies of 
the dead were so badly charred that it 
was difficult to identify them. A mistake 
in signals is supposed to have caused the 
disaster, although this has not been 
definitely settled. Louis G. Fowler, an 
engineer, who has been employed on the 
New York and New Haven has, however, 
been arrested and held without bail. 
Traffic was delayed ten hours on the main 
line, but all trains were dispatched 
through side tunnels and nope were more 
than an hour behind time. 

The accident was the worst that has 
befallen the Central railroad within the 
city’s limits, except the wreck in the 
Spuyten Duyvil cut in which Senator 
Wagner was burned to death with acom- 
pany of friends in one of his own palace 
cars, or the smashup in the same tunnel 
on the identical spot of this horrer six or 
seven yeurs ago. 

The regular New Haven accommodation 
train, carrying a load of passengers, left 
the Grand Central at 7:02 o’clock. Ahead 
of it was the Boston and Albany express, 
with a score or more of car cleaners 
aboard, going toward the shops at Mott 
Haven, where it was to be “laid up” and 
cleaned. Itleft the Grand Central sta- 
tion at 6:49 and had a speed of six milesan 
hour. The heavy atmosphere prevented 
the tunnel from clearing itself of steam 
und smoke and it was difficult to see the 
white, green and red signal lamps ou the 
walls. When the New Haven train reached 
Fifty-ninth street it was running thirty 
miles an hour. The fireman was Charles 
Wellington, and the engineer, Louis Fow- 
ler, said to him as they entered the tun- 
nel: “Keep a close*lookout for the sig- 
nals, Charley.’’ Wellington asserts that 
he leaned out of the cab window and saw 
the lights, one after the other, as the 
engine approached them. At the Fifty- 
ninth street signal station, both the “dis- 
tant” and “home” lights were white, 
which signified that the block ahead was 
clear, so on sped the train. The next sig- 
nal station is at Seventy-second street. 

The “distanv” signal is a square lamp, 
showing white on one side and green on 
the other, and is 1000 feet in front of the 
“home” sigual, which is immediately op- 
posite the station and has a white and red 
side. These signals are inter-locking. One 
cannot turn without the other. Both 
must show white liczhts at the same time, 
or when one shows green the other must 
show re!. When the green 1s flashed 
upon an approaching train, it must slow 
up, and when it comes tothe red, it must 
stop. “How are the lights, Charley?’ 
asked Engineer Fowler, when the train 
was reaching Seventy-second street. “All 
clear,” Wellington shouted back, aud the 
train dashed on. The mist was thick with- 
out and 

The Fo, of Steam and Smoke 
within the tunnel was almost im;enetra- 
ble. Ata point about half way between 
Eighty-fourth and Eighty-fifth streets, 
the engine hurled itself against the rear 
of the Boston and Albany express, 
wrecking the smoking car and driving it 
partly through the palace car to which it 
was coupled. Both trains came toa stand- 
still within «a quarterof aminute. The 
engineer of the express did not know 
when his train wasstruck. He felt the 
cars pulliug very hard, while his engine 
began tostop. The signalman at Eighty- 
sixth street put his head out of the win- 
dow of his box and shouted: “All right, 
go ahead!” 

He thought the engineer was stopping 
because unable to see the signals, but the 
latter shouted back as he pulled upon the 
throttle: “I can’t; my air is on.’’ The 
sudden destruction of the rear two 
coaches had put on the automatic brakes, 
Fowler and Wellington jumped from their 
engine as it crashed into the smoker, and 
the former was slightly injured. He was 
able, however, to take care of his engine 
when he learned that only its front end 
was broken. The tunnel was filled with 
wreckage by the collision, and a moment 
after it occurred a light switch engine on 
the down track ran into it, jumped the 
rails and turned partly across the tunnel. 
Six were on it, but none were hurt. The 
telescoped cars, a 
Mass of Broken Timbers and Splinters, 


were piled up under one of the roof open- 
ings of the tunnel, and, taking fire imme- 
diately, the smoke attracted the attention 
of people in the neighborhood. ‘Those 
that were near heard shrieks and calls 
for help. Civilians and policemen climbed 
over the railing of the small park that 
surrounds the opening, and looked down 
upon the wreck. A crowd quickly col- 
lected and all possible assistance was 
given. Two fire alarms brought six en- 
gines, which soon began playing on the 
flames. Ladders were brought and let 
down through the opening. 

Burned and breathless men, coal black 
withsmoke and with theirclothes blazing, 
then began to crawl up through the air 
vent, when ladders had been hastily let 
down. When no more came up, firemen 
went down with axes and hose, and broke 
into the wreck, from which the fire was 
rising. 

Ouvof the broken window of the car, 
where the engine of the accommodation 
train had pinned him fast, hung aman, 
crying wildly for help. No other cry rose 
then from the awful pile. A dozen axes 
smashed the woodwork that held him, 
and he was taken out. He was a car 
cleaner, and said that his name was 
Hancke. The work of taking out the 
dead then proceeded. The dreadful masses 
of burned (flesh were laid on the south- 
bound track and hoisted up to the street 


shrough the air vent onstretchers. Police- 
men at the head of the gap pulled them 
up and laid them down in the little park 
that encloses the air vents, and covered 
then? with horse blankets. Every fresh 
body brought out was steamed, as if it 
had been parboiled in addition to being 
burned. Half a dozen fire engines had 
pumped streams of water into the gap be- 
fore the wreck could be approached. It 
was hard work to identify the remains. 

Mrs. Nellie Supple was found by her son 
ata police station. He knew her only by 
a finger ring, which was all that the 
flames had left upon her body. Another 
victim, a man, was legless, both his lower 
limbs having been burned off. It is not 
likely that the names of all of the victims 
will be known till acensus of the em- 
ployes of the yard is taken and the miss- 
ing ones accounted for. Without excep- 
tion all were employed directly or indi- 
rectly by the organization known as the 
“Grand Central Station.” Most of them 
were car cleaners. 

A more complete wreck than the tele- 
scoped car it would be impossible to im- 
agine. Even the massive trucks were 
shivered absolutely into splinters. Only 
the middle of it preserved its original 
shape and external appearance, and upon 
it the number 89 was tobe read by the 
dim light of the lanterns in the tunnel, 
and by the still dimmer rays that strug- 
gled down through the gaps in the smoke 
and darkness under the ground. 

Superintendent Shepard of the New 
Haven road says that Fowler and his fire- 
man reported to him as soon as possible 
after the accident. Both claim that the 
signals showed clear and that they were 
the white lights. Neither of them knew 
of the existence of the yard train until 
their engine crashed into it. 

The following statement was made by 
Third Vice President Webb of the New 
York Central: 

The accident happened in whatis known 
as the Harlem line, which is operated and 
managed by an organization known as 
“Grand Central Station.” It includes all 
the tracks between Forty-second street 
and Mott Haven Junction. ‘The manage- 
ment of this line is entirely separate and 
distinct from that of the New York Cen- 
tral, the Harlem or the New Haven roads. 
There is a general manager of this line 
elected by the three roads above named. 
He has entire control of the operations of 
the line between the points named. 

In his report of the accident made to 
me, hte says the engineer and fireman of 
the New Haven train claim that the 
signal was clear. The operator had not 
cleared the signals, and his statement is 
substantiated by the track-walker and 
track foreman, who say they saw the 
Seventy-second street signal at danger 
when the New Haven train passed. The 
signals are interlocked, and it is impos- 
sible to clear the Seventy-second street 
signal when a train is in the section, which 
was the case on this occasion.

Will

the Ripper—Other Newsy Matter. 


Be “English Gold’’—McCarthyites 


Queen Furious 


Copyright by the New York Associated Press, 
LONDON, Feb. 20.-—-No great headway 
has been made during the week on the 
question of the leadeiship of the Irish 
party. The Parnellites are ominously 
quiet. The McCarthyites are in the fore 
with meetings, and preparing for war. 
Beginning in Ireland on Sunday, Mr. Par- 
‘aeil will endeavor to inspire his friends 
with the hope that he will yet triumph. 
Accounts received from Ireland do not 
support his claim, but rather indicate a 
decline of strength, The McCarthyites 
are certainly advancing in preparation 
forthe campaign. They will have the 
systematic support of the priests, who are 
unrelenting in denouncing Mr. Parnell. 
Mr. Davitt’s paper to-day, ina severe ar- 
raignment of Mr. Parnell, says: 

Nothing was more complete. and no more dis- 
honest purpose could be devised, than Mr. Par- 
nell’s fooling of Mr. O’Brien at Bologne. When 
time and all else serviceable to Mr. Parnell’s des- 
perate policy were gained, he wrote his victim 
coolly withdrawing an¢ asking him to place the 
responsibility on the McCarthyites 

Boch sections now regret that a question 
has been raised us to how the fund of 
£8000, handed to Messrs. O’Brien and 
Harrington, was used; but, being raised, 
both sections are determined to make a 
statement on the subject. The Parnell- 
ites rely on Mr. O’Brien to clear them of 
the charge of unwarrantable use of the 
money; but doubting whether Mr. O’Brien 
will be allowed to engage inthe contro- 
versy in his prison cell, application has 
beer made to the Dublin executive to per- 
mit Mr. Sexton, as the McCarthy nomi- 
bee, with Mr. Harrington, to confer with 
Mr. O’Brien. ‘The request has been re- 
ferred to Mr. Balfour, who will not 
accede unless there is reason to suppose 
that the conference would further em- 
bitter the quarrel between the factions. 

Mr. Harrington has been secretly com- 
municating with Mr. O’Brien since the 
latter went to Clonmel, and has placed 
him in possession of tne facts in regard to 
the fund dispute. Mr. O’Brien is expected 
to pronounce on this matter explicitly as 
soon as he gets permission, and, failing 
permission, a statement will be got “un- 
derground.”’ 

The Conservatives are Jubilant 
over the squabble and the dirt-throwing 
of the campaign. of which the new Par- 
nellite cry “English gold” is an instance. 
In spite of Mr. McCarthy’s denial of mone- 
tary aid fromthe Liberals, the Parnell- 
ites appear to rely upon “English gold” as 
their chief lever. It was the sing-song of 
Thursday’s meeting in Dublin, where a 
formal resolution was adopted, which al- 
luded to money promised by English 
Radicals and Liberals, to English seced- 
ers. Though Mr. McCarthy was accurate 
in saying his party received no money 
from the Liberals several wealthy Liber- 
als are ready to provide them with money. 
Mr. Parnell will rely in future upon sub- 
scriptions from the people and money 
from America, for which the McCarthy- 
ites will also compete. 

The event of the week in parliament, 
beginning with Mr. Morley’s caustic 
speech on Mr. Balfour, culminated last 
night in Mr. Gladstone’s rather mild de- 
liverance in favor of the disestablishment 
of the church in Wales. Thursday even- 
ing he intimated his decision to speak, 
aud a crowded house awaited to hear him 
speak on principles now accepted by the 
bulk of the party, that Wales ought to be 
treated (for legislative purposes) as a sep- 
arate entity. His arguments that an en- 
ormous majority of the Welsh were out- 
side the pale of the church, and that the 
opinion of the people. expressed in a con- 
stitutional manner, demanded an equit- 
able settlement, met with the heartiest 
response from his followers. The rejes- 
tion of the motion did not affect the sense 
of coming triumph. Welsh disestablish- 
ment is as certain as home rule in the 
coming parliament. 

Social Legislation 

was a striking feature of the week in par - 
liameut. The government introduced the 
factory bill, ‘giving local authorities the 
control of the sanatition of workshops 
and regulating the hours of labor, twelve 
hours to be worked within fifteen hours, 
giving time for meals. Sir Henry James 
presented a bill amending the factory 
laws. C. R. Spencer proposes to create a 
ministry of industry. The Earlof Dun- 
raven intends to ask the house of lords to 
lessen the evils of the “sweating” system. 
All parties under the incitement of the 
approaching election are preparing to 
vindicate themselves as friends of the 
working classes, 

Society is absorbed in 

Ths Card Scandal. 
An impetus was given by the announce- 
ment of Prince Albert Victor’s visit to 
the scene of the scandal ostensibly to 
hunt. Even the loyalist St. James 
Gazette stands aghast and says: 

The Wilson mansion is at present more associ- 
ated with baccarat than with hunting. Perhaps 
we may be excused for doubting whether Prince 
Albert Victor should at this moment visit the 
hostess, who is concerned in a libel action in 
which the Prince of Wales may be called asa 
witness. A more prudent prince would hunt 
elsewhere. 

The queen is reported to be furious over 
the action of the Prince of Wales. The 
scandal again came up in the house oi 
commons last night. Mr. Morton asked the 
home secretary whether he wasaware that 
the solicitor of the treasury, in prosecut- 
ing clubs, always described baccarat as 
illegal, and was supported in this opinion 
by the presiding magistrate. The home 
secretary said that he was not aware that 
such was the case. 

Another Divorce Story, 
involving a member of the government, 
whois not in the cabinet but whoisa 
widely kown junior of unspotted reputa- 
tion, is referred to cautiously by Radical 
organs. It is not probable that the divorce 
court will disclose the names of the per- 
sons concerned. The rumors have been 
long current in society. The woman con- 
cerned is the wife of a Scotch member of 
parliament and a daughter of a peer and 
minister who bears a well-known Ameri- 
cap pame. The latter vows vengeance if so- 
ciety organs stir the matter up inte 
greater notoriety.

SHERMAN’S LAST MARCH. 


The Faneral Train Safely Arrives in St, 


Louis—-Progress of the Train Toward 


the City—Success on the Way. 

St. Louis, Feb. 21.—The train bearing 
Gen. Sherman’s remains arrived here at 
8:30 o'clock this morning. Grand Army 
men guarded the body till 10:30, when 
Brig. Gen. Merritt and a body of United 
States troops received it and marched to 
the point where the cortege is to be 
formed. From there the procession will 
march to Calvary cemetery, where Fr. 
Sherman, the general’s son, will officiate 
at the grave. 

CoLuMbus, O., Feb. 21.—At Dennison, a 
lurge crowd was gathered at the station, 
and the comrades of Welch post of 
Uhrichsville, O., were there also'to pay a 
final tribute to the remains of their 
former commander. The door of the 
funeral car was opened and_ they 
Were allowed to take a jlook at the 
casket. After ashort stop here the train 
resumed its westward journey, passing 
many small way stations, where were 
gathered the residents of the place and 
generally several old soldiers. At some 
of these towns the local band was at the 
depot and played a dirge as the train 
passed, 

At Newcomerstown, all the public 
school children stood in a line at the 
Street crossing, with heads uncovered and 
carrying small flags edged with black. As 
the train passed by they could be heard 
singing ‘‘Nearer, My God, to Thee.” A 
Grand Army post and a company of Sons 
of Veterans, were also at the depot to do 
honor to the departed soldier. The train 
stopped at Newark. Here Mrs, Judge 
Granger and her son Sherman Granger 
gotonthetrain. Lemert post had about 
100 men in line on tne platform, and their 
fife and drum corps played “In the Sweet 
Bye and Bye” as the train came to a stop. 
The doors of the car in which the body 
Was were cpened and the veterans were 
allowed to take a look at the casket. 

The entire trip from Fittsburg to this 
point had been interspersed with demon- 
stratiovs of sorrow. As the train rolled 
into the Union station the space on either 
side was crowded with people, and for 
squares away there was a muss strug- 
gling to geta view of the train. There 
was no particular demonstration, and 
after a wait of forty-tive minutes the 
train passed on. 


A WESTERN BLIZZARD. 


and Telegraph Com- 
munication Interfered With. 

CHICAGO, Feb. 21.—The telegraph serv- 
ice was almost completely knocked out by 
a big storm. Every train dispatcher’s 
office in the city was silent yesterday, and 
trains made their way through the fog as 
best they could without running orders, 

eyond the Mississippi, the lines run- 
ning through Minnesota, Iowa aud South 
Dakota suffered most heavily. The storm 
was very severe, andthe snowand sleet 
sent polesand wires down together over 
long stretches. 

Toward the southwest, south and east 
the same condition of things prevailed, It 
was, practically, a clean sweep. At the 
offices of the Western Union it was said 
the company had suffered more than at 
any time since 1883. 

Large forces of linemen were sent out, 
and aftera time a quadruplex wire was 
working through to Cincinnati, and com- 
munication with the rest of the world 
was gradually opened up ina precarious 
sort of way. The Postal company was in 
much the same condition.

A Cotton Market Scare. 

NEW York, Feb, 21.—There was a stam- 
pede of the bul!s in the cotton market 
yesterday. They were confident of a 
continued rally after a short spurt 
Thursday, but the cables from Liverpool 
disheartened them, and all hands tried to 
sellas soon as the market opened. Asa 
result the first prices were 10 points below 
Thprsday night’s close, and before the 
rush to sell was over, prices fell te 8 to9 
points more, some futures selling at al- 
most the lowest price on record. 


Lost the Combination, 

New York, Feb. 21.—The officials of the 
National City bank at52 Pine street were 
unable to open the safe, aud had to bor- 
row money to carry on the day’s busi- 
ness. The fact that the bank could not 
make its clearances gave rise to rumors 
concerning its solvency, which were, how- 
ever, set at rest when the facts became 
known. The bank is one of the strongest 
in the city. The safe was opened after 
five hours’ work by experts. 


Revolver Scared Them. 

DUBLIN, Feb. 21.—Six movonlighters 
made an attack on the residenve of Maj. 
Chearuley at Salterbridge, in Waterford 
county. When the major was aroused 
by the noise he seized a revolver and 
fired at the men from a window. He 
woundeé one of them and the whole party 
then became frightened and fled. All the 
men have since been arrested.

A Question for The Serious Consideration 
of All Who Desire to Return to 
Apostolic Faith And Practice. 

To the Editors of the Daily Ledger: 

DEAR Str: The above question which 
has so often been asked, has led to the con- 
tribution of this article for the benefit of 
the many readers of the LEDGER, and trust 
you will kindly insert the same for their 
information. 

1. First as to their antiquity. They 
claim to be “the sect everywhere spoken 
against,’’ in the first century, Newly Re- 
vived; and rest their identification there- 
with upon the likeness of their faith and 
practice with the apostolic original. 

2. Seeing that the name “Christian” 
has come to represent every anti-Christian 
thing pertaining to the apostasy, they pre- 
fer to designate their community by the 
term Christadelphian, expressive of . the 
fact, that all ‘‘in Christ,’’ by ‘‘the obedi- 
ence of faith,’’ are Christ’s brethren, which 
is the meaning of the name. (Heb. 1. 11.) 

3. They acknowledge no other authority 
in matters of faith and practice than that 
of ‘the mind of Christ,’’ expressed in the 
written word. 

4. Their rule of interpretation is, noth- 
ing to be reccived as proved which sets the 
New Testament Scriptures against the Old, 
or any text of these against another; an 
interpretation to be true must be in har- 
mony and accord with these. 

5. They believe in ‘tone God,’ whom 
no man hath seen, who dwells in unap- 
proachable light, and who only hath im- 
mortality underived and inherent. 

6. They believe in ‘‘one Lord,’ who is 
the one God by his eternal Spirit manifested 
in sinful flesh for ‘“‘the condemnation of 
sin in the flesh,’? named ‘‘ Jesus Christ,” 
who, after his resurrection, was “ justified 
by Spirit,’’ or made perfect,’ and forty 
days afterwards was ‘‘taken up”’ to the 
right hand of power. 

7. They believe that Christ died for the 
offences of sinners, and was raised again 
for the justification of believing men and 
women, and that these obtain justification 
by faith in the obedience of faith. 

8. They acknowledge no other faith 
than the ‘‘one faith,’ which was deemed 
sufficient to save men in Paul’s day, and 
no other hope than the ‘‘ one hope,” ‘‘ the 
hope of Israel, for which he was a prisoner 
in bonds. (Acts xxvii, 20, 51.) 

9. They repudiate everything called 
baptism, except the ‘‘ one baptism,’’ which 
they regard as a burial with Christ in water 
into death to sin.(Rom. vi. 3), in hope of 
a resurrection from the dead (1 Cor. xv. 29), 
the obedience of faith. 

10. The things subjective of the ‘tone 
faith’’ and the ‘‘one hope,”’ they regard as 
“the things concerning the Kingdom of 
God and the name of Jesus Christ,’’ be- 
lieved by the Samaritans when Phillup 
‘preached Christ’’ to them (Acts vu. 5, 12) 
in harmony with the ‘‘law of faith,’ which 
saith, ‘‘He that believeth and is baptised 
shall be saved, and he that believeth not 
shall be condemned.”’ 

11. They teach that no immersed be- 
liever of the gospel of the kingdom, though 
saved from the penalty due to sins com- 
mitted previous to adoption, can attain to 
glory, honor, incorruptibility and life in the 
kingdom of God, unless he deny himself of 
all ungodliness and worldly lusts, and live 
soberly, righteously and godly in this 
present evil age; looking for that blessed 
hope, and the appearing of the glory of the 
great God, and of our Saviour Jesus Christ, 
who gave himself for us that he might re- 
deem us from all iniquity, and purify for 
himself a peculiar people zealous of good 
works, 

12. They maintain that “the promise of 
Life is in Christ’; in other words, that 
there is no immortality out of Christ,’ and 
so to become a saint and brother of Christ, 
is by understanding, believing and obeying 
‘the gospel of the kingdom,”’ preached by 
Jesus and the Apostles. 

13. They teach that the recompense of 
reward promised in the gospel is the posses- 
sion of the earth and world of mankind 
under a heavenly constitution, with glory, 
honor and immortality. 

14. They teach that it is knowledge that 
makes responsible; so that ‘“‘man that is in 
honor and understandeth not, is as the 
beasts that perish.’ (Psalm xLrx, 12, 20). 

15. They regard themselves as ‘‘a people 
prepared for the Lord,”’ for whose early and 
thief-like manifestation they are waiting 
with all the patience they can command. 

16. They meet every first day to break 
bread and drink wine in remembrance of 
the Author of their Salvation, who died for 
them; to sing ‘“‘the songs of Zion” or 
“Jehovah's songs,’’ concerning the Christ, 
as found in David; to offer prayers; and to 
read the Scriptures of the prophets and 
apostles, for edification and comfort. 

17. They believe in the eternal punish- 
ment of the wicked, but notin their eternal 
tormentation; also in a devil and satan, 
but not in the popular sense of these terms; 
in hell, but not in the sense which it is 
ordinarily expounded. They do not believe 
in going to heaven, but in heaven coming 
to them, ‘‘the righteous shall be recompensed 
in the earth’’; and as kings and priests of 
God, and shall reign with Christ a thousand 
years. (Matt. v.5; Rev. v. 10; xx. 6). 

18. They teach, with John and Paul, 
that the mission of Christ Jesus is to ‘‘take 
away the sins of the world,’’ and so destroy 
the devil and the works of the devil; and 
that in so doing, he will destroy the powers 
that ‘‘corrupt the earth,’’ and re-establish 
the whole nation of Israel in Jehovah's 
land, now trodden under foot by the otto- 
man power. 

19. They believe that the civil and 
ecclesiastical constitution of the world, and 
the administration of its affairs, will be 
changed by Christ when he appears; and 
that the latter will be transferred to the 
saints after they have been made immortal. 
(Dan, vu. 27). 

20, They believe that when the judg-

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New Rules on Old Colony. 

Tae engineers and conductors of the Old 
Colony have been notified that express pas- 
senger trains hereafter have the preference 
of approaching stations where not scheduled 
to stop over local passenger trains, which 
will keep out of the way of the above men- 
tioned trains. Heretofore if a passenger 
train was ahead of an express train it had 
the right of way over the express train, 
which was obliged to run at a slow rate of 
speed, but the new orders just issued have 
abolished this method and the local trains 
will slow up on approaching a station or 
stop before reaching it until the express 
train passes, 

Orders have been issued by the Oid Col- 
ony to the effect that engineers and con- 
ductors will see that hereafter their trains 
are under control upon entering South Bos- 
ton und Boston yards so that they can be 
quickly stopped, if necessary. It has been 
the custom of late upon entering these 
yards to have the trains running at a good 
rate of speed. 


MR. ROBERTSON’S WILL. 
How His Large Property Will be Divided— 
Few of Legatees Known in Quincy. 

The will of Mr. J. W. Robertson was 
drawn by A. C. Clark, Esq., of Boston, who 
has been his legal adviser for many years, 
and is dated March 29, 1890, with a codieit 
dated Jan, 3, 1891. 

The will creates a trust fund of $105,000 
for the benefit of certain relatives therein 
named, makes bequests of $15,000 each to 
certain nieces and nephews and $2000 each 
to all grand-nieces and grand-nephews, and 
the codicil makes other bequests of $5000 
each to certain nephews and nieces, provides 
for a burial lot and monument thereon, and 
makes certain relatives, as therein named, 
the residuary legatees. But few of the 
legatees are known in Quincy. There are 
no specific bequests of any part of bis real 
estate.

NORWAY’S POLITICAL CRISIS. 


It Has Assumed an Extremely Grave 


. 


Aspect — Hot Fight Between Evicted 


Tenants and Police—New Cures for 


Tuberculosis—Other Foreign News. 


IQUIQUE, Feb. 26.—On the 15th inst. a 
battle was fought on the Pampa, at Do- 
lores. The government was defeated 
witb the loss of about 500 men. On the 
16th Iquique surrendered to the fleet. A 
riot the same night, caused by an incen- 
diary mob, was quelled by the fleet and 
the foreign residents. One hundred and 
seventy-five of the mob were killed and 
wounded. On the 17th the Opposition 
party suffered a check on the Pampa near 
Huara. On the 19th Iquique was sur- 
prised by the remnant of the government 
troops defeated on the Pampa. There 
was hard fighting from morning till even- 
inginthe town, the Opposition holding 
the intendencia, and firing from the fleet 
to protect the intendencia and to cover 
the landing of the marines. The business 
part of the town was fired by incendiaries 
the same evening. Capt. Lamblon of the 
Warspite landed, under fire, to arrange 
an armistice and to take on board avy of 
the remaining women and children from 
the town. An armistice was declared till 
noon of the 20th, and was arranged by the 
mediation of Admiral Hotham. On the 
afternoon of the 20th the government 
troops were surrendered to the fleet by 
Col. Soto, who had fought gallantly. 
The town is now in possession of the fleet. 
No fcreign residents were killed. The 
women and children are mostly living on 
the ships in the harbor, all the men re- 
maining at their offices. The hospital is 
full. Itis probable that there will be a 
decisive battle north of Pisagua, soon. 
Much loss of life and damage to property 
has been avoided by the action taken by

POTASH THE FACTOR. 


Professor Koch’s Rival Describes His 
Method of Treating Tuberculosis, 

BERLIN, Feb. 26.—Professor Liebrich’s 
new method of treating tuberculosis wits 
descrived by the discovererat a meeting of 
the Berlin Medical society. The substance 
used is cantharidate of potash, which is 
administered in solution by systematic in- 
jections under the skin. Clinical experi- 
ments made by Drs. Fraenkel aud Her- 
mann seem to prove that the substance is 
remedial in tuberculosis and other 
diseases. Professor Liebrech says that he 
is still carrying on his investigations, and 
that the announcement of his discovery 
Was made prematurely, under pressure 
from Minister Von Gossler, who is giving 
the matter much attention. The remedy 
has been tried in cases of lupus of the 
head and tuberculosis of the larynx. It 
is administed in very small doses, and ap- 
pears to act through transudation into 
the affected tissues. 

The Goat's Blood Cure. 

CANNES, Feb. 26.—Drs. Berlin, Pico and 
Roustan have been making experiments 
for a long time with a newcure for tuber- 
culosis by the transfusion of goat’s blood. 
The results are said to be excellent.

Police and Strikers Have « Serious Con- 
flict Over the Eviction of Tenants. 
DURHAM, Feb. 26.—The eviction of the 

families of the striking coal miners from 
the houses they occupied on the Marquis 
of Londonderry’s and other property in 
the coal districts near here has begun. 
During the course of the day occupants of 
eight houses who were turned out of their 
homes returned to the scene of the evic- 
tions ina body and attacked the police, 
who were on guard about the buildings. 
The evicted tenauts pelted the police with 
stones and hooted and yelled at the officers 
until the latter made a charge upon the 
strikers. During the furious fight which 
followed the police used their batons 
freely and the strikers retaliated with 
sticks and stones. wee persons were in- 
jured on both sides, ®id when the battle 
was over and the police remained in pos- 
session of the field, numbers of wounded 
men were found lying by the roadside, 
fainting and covered with blood. 


BETWEEN TWO FIRES. 


Norway’s King Finds Himself in an Ex- 
tremely Embarrassing Position. 

CHRISTIANIA, Feb, 26.—The political situ- 
| ation here is extremely grave. Of the 114 
members of the storthing who took part 
in Monday’s division in which the Con- 
servative ministry was defeated, the ma- 
jority practically demand that Norway 
shall have control of her own foreign af- 
fairs. The moderate Liberals and Radi- 
cals are sinking their differences and pre- 
sent a united front.

A GREAT INLAND SEa. 
Many Persons Engulfed by Floods in 
Country Districts of California 

Los Anceces, Cal., Feb. 26.— Reports 
show that at least six persons have lost 
their lives in the floods. The family of 
Charles Watts is also missing from near 
Downey and is supposed to have been 
drowned. The Wells family, consisting 
of man, wife and babe, were drowned at 
Duart and the bodies of two Mexicans 
were found in the neighborhood. S. 
Laurene was drowned at Wilmington 
while trying to rescue some cattle. The 
worst of the flood was probably at 
Downey and vicinity. Old and New San 
Gabuiel rivers broke from their banks and 
ran together and made a great inland sea, 
six to ten miles wide amd seventeen miles 
long.

Terrible Blizzard Breaks Unexpectedly 
Upon Kansas and Tts Vicinity. 

Kansas City, Feb. 26.—Probably what 
will prove to be the severest blizzard of 
the season is raging in Kansas. It co:n- 
menced late yesterday afternoon. The 
thermometer dropped to 10 degrees above 
zero anda high wind came up from the 
northwest. At 7 o’clock it began to snow 
and the storm developed into a blinding 
blizzard. Dispatches from southern Kan- 
gus State that “a norther” is raging in the 
Cherokee strip aud that intense suffering 
will be experienced by the foolhardy 
boomers, who have not only invaded the 
strip contrary to luv. but went into the 
barren country wholly unprepared for an 
emergency such as the present.

WERE GIVEN UP FOR LOST. 


Captain and Part of the Crew of the 
Bark Caribou Brought Into Port. 


Lonpon, Feb. 26.—Capt. Sutherland and 
six of the crew of the british bark Cari- 
bou have landed at Plymouth. The Cari- 
bou, which was bound from Fernando de 
Noronba for Ghent, was abandoned in a 
sinking conditionon Jan. 21 when 1200 
miles from Barbadoes. The crew left the 
vessel in twosmall boats, one of which 
was in charge of the captain and the other 
in charge of the mate. Two days after the 
boats became separated,and on Jan. 30 the 
mate and the six men with him were 
picked up by the Italian bark Nicolina 
and were subsequently landed at Pensa- 
cola, Fla. The other buat was not heard 
from and it was generally believed that 
all of its occupants were lost. 

Capt. Sutherland reports that after the 
boats separated he and the men who, were 
with him took turns in managing the boat. 
For ten days they sailed and rowed, en- 
deavoring, in the event of not being picked 
up by some passing vessel, to make for 
the nearest land. Then appeared on the 
horizon the hull of the vessel which finally 
brought them to port. The boat was 
headed for her, and aftera time those on 
the vesselsaw the signals made by the 
shipwrecked mariners. he vessel bore 
down to the boat and in a short time the 
toil-worn sailors again stood on asolid 
deck, bound for an English port. 


CANADA POLITICS. 


The Real Issue Lost in the Whirl—Ro- 
man Catholic Church as a Factor. 
MONTREAL, Feb. 26.—It is stated on re- 
liable authority that the Roman Catholic 
church kas as yet only sounded the first 
note, and that before election day a col- 
lective pastoral letter signed by all the 
archbishops and bishops in Quebec will be 
issued, defining their attitude.

A Disastrous Fire. 

The fire in the Leiter house was a sad 
blow to the social ambitions of the fam- 
ily. With one daughter in the height of 
bellehood and another having just made 
her debut, the Leiters had arranged a 
social campaign of great splendor. On 
the very day that ushered in the short 
season of nine weeks the home was dam- 
aged by fire. The most pathetic thing 


although the congress does not expire un- 
til Wednesday noon, it was stated in the 
senate yesterday by Mr. Hale of the ap- 
propriations committee that the appropri- 
ations would fail, and an extra session 
be as certain as the tides unless these 
First, restrict de- 
bate on the appropriation bills to the five- 
minute rule; second, day and night and 
Sunday; third, stop talking. That is the 
program which the senate appropriations 
committee has laid down. ‘The threat of 
Mr. Hale was needed. The great appro- 
priation bills of the congress are yet to be 
passed. There is one ot them which has 
not yet even been touched by the house, 
and it is one to which there will be earnest 
conteutions—the deficiency bill. 

The senate, acting upon this admoni- 
tion, went to work in earnest; neverthe- 
less Mr. Stewart desired to be relieved 
from the restrictions of the five-minute 
rule iu order to debate an amendment to 
continue the irrigation work under the 
agricultural department, a subjec' which 
inthis congress had been already dis- 
cussed several weeks. The senate was 
not willing to hear any more about it; but 
the amendment of Senator Stewart to ap- 
propriate $20,000 to continue the work 
was adopted without a division. 

The bill next to follow the sundry civil 
bill in the senate will be the legislative 
appropriation bill. ‘he senate committee 
on appropriations bas not increased the 
aggregate of the bill, but it has changed 
the condition of it in such a way that the 
house will consider the changed provi- 
sions a challenge. The senate reasserts 
its right to rearrange its affairs in its own 
way and to determine the number and 
compensation of its employes, while 
granting to the house the same right. 
The senate considers that the attitude of 
the house is an invasion of the rights of 
the senate, and relies upon the constitu- 
tion to support its provisions. 

The house made a bitter contest on this 
subject the last session, insisting upon the 
right not only tocontrol its own affairs, 
but to intermeddle in those of the senate. 
The legislative bill is a very important 
measure, and the representatives are not 
likely to permit it to fail, since it carries 
their own salaries; but a contention over 
this assertion by the senate of its right to 
home rule is to be expected. Meanwhile, 
the senators are constantly in dread that 
something may huppen to rob them of the 
few hours which remain between now and 
March 4. 

Senator Hearst is liable to die at any 
moment. His tenacity upon life is re- 
markable. If the precedent established 
by the loss of aday on the death of Sen- 
tor Wilson of Maryland should be fol- 
lowed in the case of the death ot another 
senator, it is difficult to see how the work 
of the congress could be concluded. 

The senate committee on appropriations 
in the legislative bill also has invited a 
contest in the house over the civil service 
commission. It has increased the appro- 
priations in the bill to the amount which 
the commissioners themselves desired. In 
this respect it has satisfied the commis- 
sion, but it has amended the law so as to 
give the supervising architect authority 
to secure draftsmen and other technical 
assistants, through such regulations as 


the secretary of the treasury shall pre- 
scribe, without having recourse to the 


complicated machinery of the civil serv- 
ice commission. In that respect the sen- 
ate has laid down a gauntlet to the civil 
service commission which one member, at 
least, of the latter has indicated the inten- 
tion to pick up.

A Disgrace. 
To the Editor of the Ledger: 

The question that the taxpayers of South 
street are asking themselves ut present is, 
“Are we within the jurisdiction of the 
city or not?” If we are why are not our wants 
looked after as the wants of the rest of the 
city are? Much was said about the last com- 
missioner neglecting the roads, but cer- 
tainly the condition of South street between 
the new road and North street is a dis- 
grace to the present city government. The 
condition of the street is something terri- 
ble, in some parts the mud being nearly a 
foot deep, so much so that even the teams 
are obliged to drive on the ‘‘sidewalk”’ (if 
such any part of the street can be called). 
It isa shame that the taxpayers of thi 
part of the city are obliged to contribute 
their money for the benefit of the city, a 
share of which they themselves never re- 
ceive. If this condition of affairs was of 
recent date some excuse might be offered, 
but as it has been the same old story year 
after year, it is about time that the city of 
Quincy should awaken to the needs of the 
citizens of this part of the city. 

Another article that is much needed on 
this street is a few street lights, especially 
between Main and North streets. The 
street between these two points is very 
dark, woods bordering on either side and a 
stranger walking along on this particular 
part of the street ona dark night, would 
be very apt to be precipitated into the 
briers and bushes. Hoping that the 
Commissioner will take a glance at this 
street during the present state of affairs, 
we feel sure tha#no further argument on 
this subject would be needed.
